Report  on  January  Analytical  Exercise. 

PpHE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  January  7  con- 
-L'  tained  5  parts  by  weight  of  hydrous  calcium  sulphate, 
4  parts  of  magnesium  hydroxycarbonate,  and  1  part  of 
potassium  arsenate.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a 
mixture  is  :

The  powder  was  substantially  free  from  impurities,  but 
gave  faint  indications  of  the  presence  of  iron  and  of  a 
chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-eight 
students,  and  twenty-five  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. The  writers  of  all  the  reports  succeeded  in  detecting 
calcium  and  the  carbonic-acid  radical.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  other  constituents  were  :  (a)  Metallic 
radicals — Magnesium,  2;  potassium,  11.  (b)  Acid  radi- 
cals— Sulphuric,  2;  arsenic,  10.  Two  students  who 
detected  arsenic  did  not  recognise  that  it  was  present  as 
an  arsenate;  and  twelve  failed  to  observe  the  evolution 
of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

While  this  exercise  could  not  be  regarded  as  difficult,  it 
nevertheless  afforded  opportunities  to  profit  by  the  devotion 
of  special  attention  to  at  least  two  tolerably  well-known 
sources  of  error.  These  were  connected  with  the  detec- 
tion and  appropriate  treatment  of  the  arsenate,  and  with 
the  behaviour  of  the  calcium  sulphate.  We  shall  deal 
with  both  in  the  following  remarks. 

_  In  the  treatment  of  the  original  hydrochloric-acid  solu- 
tion of  the  powder  with  hydrogen  sulphide,  it  was  quite 
easily  possible  to  fail  in  obtaining  any  precipitate  unless 
the  precaution  of  heating  the  liquid  to  near  its  boiling- 
point — a  precaution  which  should  never  be  omitted — was 
taken,  and  the  passing  of  the  gas  through  the  hot  liquid 
was  continued  for  some  time.  Several  students  failed  at 
this  stage,  and  also  in  connection  with  other  analytical 
steps,  to  obtain  evidence  that  arsenic  was  a  constituent  of 
the  mixture.  Even  when  the  formation  of  a  precipitate 
with  hydrogen  sulphide  was  observed,  sufficient  care  was 
not  always  exercised  in  continuing  the  action  of  the  gas 
until  the  reduction  of  the  arsenate  was  complete,  and  the 
result  in  one  or  two  instances  wa6  that  the  residual 
unreduced  arsenate  was  mistaken  for  a  phosphate,  owing 
to  the  similarity  of  its  reaction  with  ammonium 
inolybdate,  and  the  further  analysis  was  then  conducted, 
unnecessarily,  in  a  manner  applicable  to  phosphate  mix- 
tures. The  reaction  with  silver  nitrate  in  a  neutralised 
portion  of  the  prepared  solution  for  acid  radicals  was  quite 
characteristic  of  an  arsenate,  and  should  have  been  recog- 
nised, but  some  students  who  had  not  detected  the  arsenate 
up  to  that  point,  either  did  not  observe  the  reaction  or,  if 
they  did,  failed  to  interpret  it  correctly. 

On  the  addition  of  ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of 
ammonia  as  group  reagents,  the  formation  of  a  precipitate 
which  does  not  consist  of  iron-group  hydroxides,  or  of 
insoluble  phosphates,  is  only  occasionally  met  with,  and 
is,  therefore,  not  very  familiar;  moreover,  the  text- books 
on  analysis  usually  do  not  mention  the  probability  of  such 
a  precipitate  making  its  appearance.  Nevertheless,  this  is 
a  phenomenon  which  is  not  uncommon  when  the  substance 
andergoing  analysis  contains  calcium  sulphate  in  consider- 
able quantity.  Sparingly  soluble  in  cold  water  and  still 
less  soluble  in  hot  water,  calcium  sulphate  is  pretty  freely 
dissolved  by  hot  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.    On  the  mere 


cooling  of  this  solution  some  of  the  dissolved  substance  may 
separate  again  in  crystalline  form  and  be  mistaken  for 
lead  chloride,  as  seems  to  have  happened  in  one  instance 
in  the  present  analysis.  When  the  solution  is  neutralised 
with  ammonia  and  heated,  an  abundant  precipitation  of 
calcium  sulphate  usually  takes  place.  When  a  less  concen- 
trated solution  is  neutralised,  only  a  slight  precipitation 
may  occur  on  heating,  and  from  a  sufficiently  dilute  solu- 
tion there  usually  is  none  at  all.  This  may  explain  why 
some  students  observed  a  precipitate  when  testing  for  the 
iron  group,  although  the  majority  did  not.  A  few  corre- 
spondents who  escaped  these  calcium-sulphate  complica- 
tions met  with  another  further  on  when  testing  for  metals 
of  the  barium  group  in  the  acetic-acid  solution  of  the 
ammonium  carbonate  precipitate.  In  one  or  two  cases 
when  this  solution  was  not  sufficiently  dilute  the  addition 
of  ammonium  sulphate,  followed  by  heating,  caused  the 
separation  of  a  precipitate  which  was  taken  for  strontium 
sulphate,  but  which  was  really  composed  of  calcium  sul- 
phate. Students  who  have  met  with  any  of  these  diffi- 
culties would  do  well  to  make  particular  note,  for  future 
guidance,  of  the  points  mentioned  in  this  paragraph,  and 
to  make  certain,  by  the  application  of  confirmatory  tests, 
that  precipitates  really  consist  of  the  substances  for  which 
they  are  taken.  Like  calcium  sulphate,  strontium  sulphate 
is  also  -liable  to  precipitation  from  its  solution  in  hydro- 
chloric acid  on  the  addition  of  ammonia  in  excess,  and 
students  should  be  on  their  guard  not  to  mistake  it  for  an 
iron-group  precipitate. 

Almost  all  the  students  who  reported  adding  ferric 
chloride  to  a  neutralised  portion  of  the  solution  to  be 
tested  for  acid  radicals  stated  that  no  precipitate  was 
formed  by  this  reagent.  This  was  not  our  experience,  as 
we  had  no  difficulty  at  this  stage  in  obtaining  a  nearly 
white  precipitate  of  ferric  arsenate.  If  the  solutions  were 
really  neuEral,  as  stated,  when  the  ferric  chloride  was 
added,  it  appears  most  probable  that  this  reagent  contained 
free  hydrochloric  acid  in  considerable  quantity,  instead  of 
being  as  nearly  neutral  as  it  can  be  made  without  actually 
becoming  turbid  from  the  separation  of  a  precipitate.  If 
the  reagent  is  too  acid,  the  formation  of  a  precipitate 
soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid — such  as  ferric  arsenate  or 
ferric  phosphate — may  be  prevented  entirely.

To  Correspondents. 
J.  C.  Boyle. — Your  analysis  would  have  been  still  more 
satisfactory  had  you  made  a  more  complete  preliminary 
examination.  The  value  of  the  results  obtained  seldom  fails 
to  justify  the  expenditure  of  the  time,  and  the  quantity  of 
material  employed  need  not  be  large. 
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Niger. — You  very  nearly  attained  second  place,  but  failed 
to  do  so  chiefly  through  reporting  the  quantities  of  sulphate 
and  carbonate  as  small.  See  the  quantitative  composition 
of  the  powder. 

C.  C. — The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  be  lead 
chloride  really  consisted  of  calcium  sulphate  deposited  when 
its  solution  in  hot  moderately  concentrated  hydrochloric 
acid  was  allowed  to  cool.  Try  a  few  experiments  with  a 
similar  solution  prepared  from  calcium  sulphate.  The 
ammonium  molybdate  reaction,  from  which  you  concluded 
that  a  phosphate  was  present,  was  due  to  the  arsenate. 
The  powder  did  not  contain  enough  iron  to  give  the  well- 
marked  indication  you  describe ;  hence  iron  must  have  been 
introduced  in  some  of  the  reagents  you  used. 

Lithol. — We  were  unable  to  perceive  any  sublimate  when 
the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube,  or  to  obtain  indica- 
tions of  the  presence  of  strontium  or  of  a  nitrate.  Note 
particulaily  that  potassium  arsenate  and  many  other 
arsenates — also  numerous  arsenites — do  not  yield  sublimates 
when  heated  in  the  absence  of  reducing  agents.  It  is  a 
very  common  misconception  that  all  compounds  of  arsenic 
give  sublimates  when  heated:  likewise  that  the  absence  of 
a  sublimate  indicates  the  absence  of  arsenic. 

Tolut. — The  reaction  with  silver  nitrate,  which  you  attri- 
buted to  a  hypophosphite,  was  really  due  to  the  sodium 
thiosulphate,  which  you  had  previously  added  to  the  solu- 
tion to  aid  in  the  reduction  of  the  arsenate.  The  magnesium 
was  something  more  than  a  trace. 

Hypo. — We  do  not  understand  why  you  added  sulphuric 
acid  along  with  ammonium  oxalate,  with  a  view  to  remove 
the  last  traces  of  calcium  from  the  solution  to  be  tested  for 
magnesium :  if  not  added  in  excess  its  effect  would  be 
negligible,  while  if  added  in  excess  it  would  entirely  pre- 
vent any  precipitation  of  ammonium  magnesium  phosphate. 
Carnot's  test  for  potassium  must  not  be  applied  to  the 
original  substance  when  this  contains  metals  belonging  to 
various  analytical  groups. 

VIRUS.— The  precipitate  which  you  obtained  on  adding 
ammonium  chloride  and  excess  of  ammonia  as  group  re- 
agents, but  in  which  you  failed  to  find  iron,  chromium,  or 
aluminium,  no  doubt  consisted  of  calcium  sulphate. 
.  Abgamate. — The  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  be 
aluminium  hydroxide  most  probably  contained  both  calcium 
sulphate  and  calcium  arsenate. 

Chem.— You  tested  for  a  chloride  in  a  solution  prepared 
by  dissolving  the  powder  in  hydrochloric  acid,  neutralising 
the  solution  with  sodium  carbonate  and  then  acidifying  with' 
nitric  acid.  It  is  satisfactory  that  you  succeeded  in  detect- 
ing it;  but  that  is  not  the  way  to  prepare  a  solution  for 
testing  for  acids  in  general,  and  especially  not  for  chlorides 
in  particular. 

Pasha.— The  irritating  fumes  evolved  when  the  powder 
was  strongly  heated  with  sulphuric  acid  were  due  simply  to 
the  volatilisation  of  some  of  the  acid.  The  powder  did  not 
contain  a  citrate. 

Xylem.— Your  report  is  too  slender,  although  fairly 
accurate  so  far  as  it  goes.  The  powder  was,  however,  partly 
soluble  in  water — not  insoluble,  as  you  state. 

Smilax.— It  is  not  sufficient  to  state  that  you  tested  for 
phosphate,  borate,  etc.,  without  stating  the  tests  applied. 
While  from  the  results  reported  the  reader  may  imagine  the 
tests,  these  ought  not  to  be  left  to  the  imagination.  You 
seem  to  have  attributed  the  silver  nitrate  reaction  with  the 
arsenate  to  the  presence  of  a  silicate. 

Thymol. — When  you  added  silver  nitrate  to  the  original 
solution  of  the  powder  in  hydrochloric  acid,  you  could 
scarcely  fail  to  observe  the  reaction  of  a  chloride.  .See  also 
the  reply  to  "  Chem." 

Student.— Apparently  you  tested  for  magnesium  at  the 
proper  stage  and  in  the  usual  way,  but  you  do  not  state  the 
result  of  the  test,  and  you  omit  magnesium  from  your  list 
of  metals  found. 

Aspirin. — On  careful  repetition  of  the  tost  for  an  am- 
monium salt  we  failed  to  obtain  any  indication  of  its 
presence. 

Benzoin. — Several  students  reported  the  evolution  of  water 
and  of  carbon  dioxide  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry 
test-tube.  There  was  little  difficulty  about  the  detection  of 
both— of  the  one  by  careful  observation  of  the  sides  of  the 
tube,  and  of  the  other  by  aid  of  a  drop  of  lime-water. 

Cobalt. — The  special  test  for  a  borate  by  means  of  tur- 
meric paper  gave  a  negative  result  in  our  hands. 

Gwylm. — No  advantage  accrued  in  the  present  analysis 
from  the  separate  examination  of  the  aqueous  and  the 
hydrochloric-acid  solutions  of  the  powder. 

Regma. — The  fact  that  after  boiling  the  powder  with 
sodium  carbonate  and  filtering,  the  residue  dissolved  in 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid  with  effervescence,  did  not  prove 
that  some  decomposition  had  taken  place,  seeing  that  the 
original  powder  likewise  dissolved  with  effervescence  in  this 
acid.

A  Patent  Baking-powder. 

Restoration  of  the  following  patent,  which  expires 
owing  to  the  non-payment  of  the  renewal  fee,  has  been 
applied  for  : 

By  R.  A.  Craig  of  tho  patent  granted  to  him  for  "  an 
improved  process  for  rendering  chemical  ingredients  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  baking-powder,  or  incorporated  with 
substances  such  as  flour  to  make  it  self -raising,  or  for  other 
purposes  impervious  to  moisture  at  ordinary  temperatures," 
numbered  3035  of  1907. 

Any  person  may  give  notice  of  opposition  to  the  restora- 
tion of  any  of  these  patents  on  or  before  March  25. 
Analysts'  Affairs. 
Irr  Greenwich  last  quarter  all  the  drug-samples  (47) 
were  genuine. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Woolwich  analyst  states 
that  all  the  twelve  drug-samples  taken  for  analysis  were 
certified  as  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Southampton  reports  that  one  of 
the  seven  samples  of  olive  oil  examined  in  December  con- 
tained 40  per  cent,  of  cottonseed  oil. 

Three  samples  each  of  ground  ginger,  cream  of  tartar, 
and  olive  oil  were  taken  informally  at  Hull  during 
December.    All  of  these  were  genuine. 

One  sample  each  of  health-salts,  cream  of  tartar,  sul- 
phur, and  magnesia  were  examined  by  the  Merionethshire 
analyst  last  quarter.    All  were  genuine. 

In  Wandsworth  last  quarter,  of  twenty-three  samples, 
the  only  ones  adulterated  were  three  of  camphorated  oil,/ 
being  20,  16,  and  12  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor  re- 
spectively. 

Irr  Bethnal  Green  during  the  past  quarter  four,  cam- 
phorated-oil samples,  three  of  arrowroot,  and  one  of  olive 
oil  were  taken  for  analysis.  The  only  adulterated  sample- 
was  one  of  camphoratsd  oil. 

The  Hackney  public  analyst  reports  having  examined 
last  quarter  four  samples  of  olive  oil  and  three  each  of 
camphorated  oil,  arrowroot,  and  liquorice  powder.  The 
only  sample  not  up  to  standard  was  one  of  camphorated 
oil  7.69  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  No  action  is 
being  taken. 

In  the  East  Riding  (Yorks)  the  analyst  reports  on  the 
following  samples  taken  last  quarter  :  Tartaric  acid  (8), 
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tincture  of  quinine  (7) r  and  antimonial  wine  (3).  Two 
samples  of  the  tincture  were  deficient  in- active  constituent 
to  the  extent  of  28.1  gr.  and  46  gr.  of  sulphate  of 
quinine.  The  vendor  was  fined  1/.,  including  costs. 
Guardians'  Doings. 

The  Kensington  Guardians  have  decided  to  apply  to 
the.  Local  Government  Board  for  sanction  to  increase  th 
salary  of  Mr.  C.  H.  Russell,  dispenser,  from  180Z.  tc 
2001.  per  annum,  this  increr.se  to  be  considered  as  personal 
to  Mr.  Russell. 

The  Auckland  Guardians  adopted,  with  five  dissentients, 
a  recommendation  by  the  Visiting  Committee  that  a  new 
contract  be  entered  into  with  the  workhouse  doctor, 
whereby  the  Board  should  provide  all  drugs  and  medical 
appliances  by  contract,  and  provide  a  dispenser  at  the 
Infirmary. 

The  Strood  (Kent)  Guardians  had  before  them  on 
January  24  a  long  report  from  the  medical  officer  re- 
garding the  increase  in  cost  of  nourishment,  dressings, 
and  appliances  used  in  the  infirmary.  He  suggested  that 
a,  considerable  saving  might  be  effected  by  purchasing 
dressings  direct  from  the  manufacturers.  In  reply  to  a 
suggestion  that  articles  be  put  on  the  list  of  goods  to  be 
tendered  for,  the  Chairman  (Mr.  F.  Wright)  said  it 
would  not  be  carrying  out  the  advice  of  the  doctor.  Mr. 
W.  J.  Wenborrr  declared  that  the  Guardians  could  get 
just  as  good  terms  by  buying  in  larger  quantities  through 
local  chemists  as  from  the  manufacturers.  Mr.  Dale  also 
supported.  It  was  decided  to  invite  tenders  for  six 
months,  the  Chairman  stating  that  they  would  not  be 
confined  to  local  traders. 

Birmingham  Tfo+es. 

At  the  National  Dog  Show  held  in  Birmingham  this 
week  Mr.  F.  Barlow,  pharmacist,  Balsall  Heath,  was 
among  the  prize-winners  for  collie  dogs. 

Mr.  Edward  Woolf,  druggist's  sundriesman,  has  been 
elected  chairman  of  the  local  Commercial  Travellers'  Asso- 
ciation, with  which  he  has  been  closely  connected  for  over 
twenty  years. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation last  Monday  a  notable  feature  was  the  heartiness 
with  which  the  younger  qualified  brethren  joined  in  the 
discussion,  which  was  enthusiastic,  scathing,  and  sarcastic. 

The  "  'Varsity  "  Chemical  Society's  meeting  was 
attended  by  a  number  of  local  pharmacists.  Sir  Oliver 
Lodge  wasinfine  form  and  sprinkled  his  excellent  address 
on  "  Radio- Activity  "  with  a  strong  libation  of  good 
humour.  He  said  the  glow-worm  knows  how  to  obtain 
light  without  heat,  but  has  not  yet  divulged  the  secret. 

Dr.  Chappie,  M.P.,  a  member  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  Patept  Medicines,  delivered  recently  an  interesting 
address  at  the  Friends'  Library,  Bull  Street,  Birmingham, 
entitled  "  Behind  the  Scenes."  This  took  the  form  of  a 
psychological  study,  dwelling  upon  the  effects  cf  drugs  on 
the  nervous  system  and  especially  the  acticn  of  alcohol 
and  morphine. 

The  Veronal  Mystery. 

The  new  inquiry  ordered  by  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  the  death  of  Hugh  Eric  Trevanion  (see  C,  <(■  D., 
January  18,  index  folio  76)  was  opened  at  Hove  Town 
Hall  by  the  East  Sussex  Coroner  on  January  24.  The 
case  is  creating  much  nublic  interest.  Expert  evidence  was 
given  by  Mr.  B.  H.  Spilsbury,  M.B.,  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox, 
Home  Office  analyst,  and  Dr.  Baines,  the  medical  atten- 
dant on  deceased.  Evidence  as  to  supplying  veronal 
to  Mr.  Trevanion  on  August  15  and  September  2  was 
given  by  Mr.  Wm.  Humphrey  Gibson,  F.C.S.,  chemist, 
122  King's  Road,  Brighton.  On  each  occasion  he  was 
served  with  twelve  cachets,  each  containing  7|  gr.  of 
veronal,  this  being  a  medium  dose.  They  were  dispensed 
according  to  a  prescription  in  French.  In  arswer  to  Mr. 
R.  D.  Muir,,:for  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions, 
witness  said  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  box  produced  at 
the  last  inquest  was  supplied  either  on  August  15  or 
September  2.-  Mr.  Gibson  also  answered  questions  in 
regard  to  the  recording  of  the  sales,  and  the  cautions  that 
were  given  to  Mr.  Trevanion  about  the  danger  of  veronal. 
Mr.  J.  D.  Marshall,  managing  director  of  Messrs.  John 


Bell  &  Croyden,  Ltd.,  chemists,  55  Wigmore  Street, 
London,  W.,  stated  in  evidence  that  deceased's  brother, 
Mr.  Claud  Trevanion,  brought  him  a  number  of  cachets 
and  asked  him  to  examine  them  separately  and  tell  him 
what  they  contained  and  what  the  material  was.  He  did 
so,  and  found  that  seven  similar  cachets  contained  5.8, 
6.1,  6.5,  5.9,  6.5,  5.9,  and  6.3  grains  of  veronal  respec- 
tively. A  different  one  contained  8.2  and  the  remains  of 
another  0.1.  There  was  nothing  mixed  with  the  veronal. 
Mr.  H.  L.  Douthwaite,  chemist  and  druggist,  Chepstow 
Corner,  London,  W.,  stated  that  deceased  was  introduced 
to  him  as  a  customer  by  Miss  Geneste  on  June  15,  1911, 
when  he  opened  an  account.  From  that  time  up  to  the 
following  May  witness  supplied  prescriptions  to  deceased 
of  7^  gr.  of  veronal.  On  May  19,  1912,  he  supplied 
deceased  with  one  dozen  cachets  of  veronal ;  on  June  11 
with  one  dozen  cachets ;  on  June  24  with  two  dozen ;  on 
July  9  with  two  dozen;  and  on  September  4  with  one 
dozen  and  an  odd  one.  Deceased  said  he  would  take  one 
with  him  and  the  others  could  be  sent  on  to  Brighton 
with  other  goods  he  had  ordered.  The  inquiry  is  pro- 
ceeding. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Preston  Police  Court  on  January  23,  Arthur  Dempsey 
was  summoned  for  a  breach  of  Territorial  Regulations. 
Defendant,  who  was  employed  by  Messrs.  Parkinson  & 
Sons,  wholesale  druggists,  joined  the  Yeomanry  in  1909, 
and  two  years  ago  was  promoted  head  of  the  office  staff. 
On  the  days  of  encampments  being  altered  to  Whitsun- 
tide (one  of  the  busiest  times  of  the  year  for  the  firm), 
his  employers  declined  to  grant  him  leave  of  absence,  and 
would  have  been  obliged  to  dismiss  him  had  defendant 
gone  to  camp  without  permission.  Notwithstanding,  the 
Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs. 

A  curious  trick  was  mentioned  at  the  Bolton  Police 
Court  on  January  25.  It  was  alleged  that  the  defendant, 
a  married  woman,  after  purchasing  goods  at  the  establish- 
ment of  Walter  &  Riley,  chemists,  Bradshaw  Gate,  failed 
to  pay  the  bill  to  the  cashier  at  the  desk.  On  returning 
later  for  some  magnesia  which  was  being  prepared  she  was 
questioned,  and  declared  that  she  had  paid  for  the  goods, 
but  in  the  meantime  had  lost  the.  receipted  bill.  The 
cashier  informed  the  Bench  that  defendant  did  not  pay. 
The  Bench  ordered  the  woman  to  be  placed  under  proba- 
tion for  three  months  and  to  pay  costs,  6s.  9t/. 

At  an  inquest  at  Manchester  on  Monday  on  the  body 
of  Helen  Bruce  (37),  Moss  Side,  Manchester,  Dr.  Magian. 
said  that  about  twelve  months  previously  he  had  been 
called  in  to  see  the  woman,  and  had  found  her  then  in 
a  very  drowsy  state.  Whether  this  was  the  result  of  some 
drug  he  could  not  then  say,  but  on  one  occasion  when  he 
visited  the  house  he  noticed  a  piece  of  paper  on  the  table 
with  the  name  of  a  poison  which  was  exceedingly  rare, 
"  Curare."  This  -was  an  Indian  arrow  poison,  and  might 
have  produced  the  symptoms  from  which  she  was  suffer- 
ing. On  seeing  that  witness  had  become  suspicious,  de- 
ceased discontinued  calling  upon  him.  Dr.  Leech  said 
death  was  due  to  heart  failure,  and  a  verdict  of  "Death 
from  natural  causes  "  was  returned. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court,  on  January  25,  Richard 
Henry  Barber  (47),  whose  real  name  is  said  to  be  Harry 
Virtue,  was  charged  on  remand  with  wilfully  procuring 
himself  to  be  placed  on  the  Medical  Register  by  fraudulent 
representations.  There  was  also  a  further  charge  of  forg- 
ing and  uttering  nine  death  certificates.  It  appeared  that 
Dr.  Richard  Henry  Barber,  L.R.C.P.,  L.R.C.S.Edin.,  and 
L.F.P.S.Glas.,  who  was  registered  as  a  medical  practi- 
tioner in  1888,  was  the  son  of  a  journeyman  wheelwright, 
and  was  born  at  Worcester.  He  was  accidentally  drowned 
at  Portland,  Oregon,  U.S.A.,  in  1904.  It  was  alleged  that 
prisoner  had  been  able  to  practise  since  1906  in  the  name 
of  the  above-deceased  doctor.  Accused  as  a  young  man 
was  said,  to  have,  followed  several  occupations,  including 
that  of  a  butcher.  He  became  assistant  to  a  veterinary 
surgeon  in  1904  under  the  name  of  Alexander  Marshall, 
and  later  practised  at  Southsea  as  a  veterinary  surgeon 
on  his  own  account.  In  all  probability  he  went  from 
there  to  the  United  States  on  January  29.  The  prisoner 
was  remanded.

Brevities. 

It  is  rumoured  that  yet  another  chemist  is  opening  in 
:the  near  neighbourhood  of  South  Richmond  Street.  There 
.are  already  some  half-dozen  there,  with  one  druggist. 

Mr.  Samuel  Bonnar  (Bonnar  &  Henderson,  druggists, 
Ballymena)  was  re-elected  Vice-Chairman  of  Ballymena 
Urban  Council  at  the  annual  meeting  on  January  24. 

Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  Bride  Street,  Dublin, 
.have  been  declared  contractors  for  drugs,  etc.,  to  the  Royal 
City  of  Dublin  Hospital  for  the  year  commencing 
February  1. 

Mr.  Mathew  Hedley,  M.R.C.V.S.,  head  of  veterinary, 
staff  Board  of  Agriculture,  Ireland,  is  seriously  ill.  Mr. 
Hedley  was  overworked  during  the  late  outbreak  of 
foot-and-mouth  disease,  and  took  a  short  sea  trip  without 
much  benefit. 

A  destructive  fir©  took  place  in  Church  Street,  Bally- 
mena, on  Sunday,  January  26,  and  so  intense  was  the 
heat  that  the  plate-glass  windows  in  the  pharmacy  of  Mr. 
•J.  A,  Woodside,  Ph.C,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street, 
were  cracked  in  several  places. 

The  premises  which  were  in  the  occupation  of  the  late 
Dr.  Kinsella,  in  Grafton  Street,  are  to  be  opened  this 
week  by  Messrs.  Pollock  &  Co.,  Dublin,  opticians  and 
anathematical-instrument  makers.  Great  alterations  have 
been  made,  the  old  front  having  been  removed  and  new 
windows  have  been  put  in. 

The  name  of  Mr.  Wm.  McMullan,  of  Messrs.  Thomas 
McMullan  &  Co.,  druggists,  Victoria  Street,  Belfast,  has 
been  placed  by  the  Corporation  of  Belfast  on  the  list  of 
those  qualified  to  fill  the  office  of  High  Sheriff  of  the 
■county.  At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Corporation  the 
■outgoing  Sheriff  made  complimentary  references  to  Mr. 
McMullan. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Limerick  Indus- 
trial Development  Association  a  letter  was  read  from  a 
•large  English  buyer  of  methylated  spirit  who  is  open  to 
purchase  large  quantities.  Spirit  is  produced  from 
potatoes,  which  are  extensively  grown  in  Ireland,  but  as 
far  as  the  Council  of  the  Industrial  Association  can  ascer- 
tain, the  spirit  industry  is  not  carried  on  in  any  part  of 
the  country.  The  Association  are  submitting  the  matter 
to  an  expert  in  order  to  get  the  details  of  the  process  of 
•manufacture. 

At  Cork  Police  Court  on  January  27,  a  young  man 
named  George  Westland  was  charged  with  stealing 
.a  bottle  of  cremolia  and  tooth-paste,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Mayne,  chemist,  Bridge  Street,  Cork.  Mr.  J. 
Whitacre,  the  manager,  gave  evidence,  and  Constable 
•Garvey  stated  that  when  he  charged  prisoner  with  the 
offence  he  took  some  money  out  of  his  pocket  and  wanted 
"to  pay  for  the  articles.  The  Court  took  a  lenient  view  of 
the  case,  and  decided  to  allow  the  accused  out  under  the 
"  Probation  of  Offenders  Act  "  on  giving  bail  in  the  sum 
of  50.S.  to  come  up  for  judgment  if  called  upon  within 
;two  years. 

Doctors'  Dispute. 

There  is  still  no  prospect  of  a  settlement  in  connection 
with  the  dispute  between  the  medical  profession  in  Lon- 
donderry and  the  Federation  of  Benefit  Societies  in  regard 
to  the  scale  of  payment  for  attendance  and  medicine. 
Some  of  the  factory  proprietors  promulgated  a  scheme  to 
include  factory  hands  on  a  basis  of  the  payment  of  Id. 
per  week.  A  section  of  the  workers  agreed  to  this,  and 
-some  of  the  doctors  looked  upon  it  with  favour.  Thus 
it  was  hoped  that  the  door  would  be  opened  for  a  final 
settlement.  The  Benefit  Societies,  however,  took  prompt 
-steps  to  prevent  their  members  accepting  a  partial  settle- 
ment, and  at  a  large  public  meeting  they  pledged  them- 
selves afresh  to  stand  by  each  other  and  only  accept  a 
settlement  that  embraced  the  entire  body  of  workers. 
The  Empties  Trouble. 

A  difficulty  having  arisen  between  Messrs.  Boileau  & 
Boyd,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  medicine-contractors  to  the  Belfast 


Union  and  the  Board  of  Guardians,  on  the  subject  of 
empties,  the  matter  came  before  the  Board  at  last  week's 
meeting,  when  the  Medical  Charities  Committee  reported 
that  they  had  considered  the  letter  received  on  December 20 
from  the  company  stating  that  according  to  their  books 
there  is  41?.  18s.  8d.  due  by  the  Guardians  for  packages 
not  returned  from  the  workhouse  and  various  dispensaries 
of  the  Union  up  to  September  1912.  It  was  requested 
that  the  empties  might  be  packed  and  returned,  and  they 
would  bear  any  reasonable  expense.  The  Clerk  submitted 
replies  which  he  had  received  up  to  the  time  of  the  com- 
mittee meeting  from  the  medical  officers  and  dispensers. 
From  these  it  would  appear,  says  the  minute,  that  Messrs. 
Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  do  not,  take  the  trouble  to  have  the 
empties  removed  when  notified — e.g.,  Glengall  Street  Dis- 
pensary. In  the  case  of  Templemore  Avenue  empties  were 
removed,  but  credit  notes  were  not  forwarded,  although 
they  were  applied  for  repeatedly.  In  Ligoniel  Dispensary 
empties  were  left  at  the  risk  of  the  contractors,  owing  to 
their  delay  in  removing  them  until  they  had  become  a 
serious  inconvenience  to  the  dispensary  officers.  Dr. 
Loughridge,  Carnmoney,  states  that  the  carriers  for 
Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  have  refused  since  July 
last  to  remove  any  empties,  and  they  are  now  a  matter 
of  inconvenience.  Previous  to  this  the  carriers  .removed 
them  regularly  when  delivering  fresh  medicines.  Replies 
from  other  medical  officers  were  also  read.  The  Board 
decided  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
repudiating  any  liability  for  medicine  empties,  and  direct- 
ing that  Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  be  informed 
accordingly.

The  employees  of  Messrs.  Harkness,  Beaumont  &  Co., 
manufacturing  chemists,  held  their  annual  dance  on  Friday 
evening,  January  24,  in  Glendinniiig's  Rooms,  Pilrig 
Street.  The  company,  including  friends,  numbered  about 
sixty. 

All  sorts  of  advertising  devices  are  being,  resorted  to 
in  the  matter  of  Insurance  dispensing.  Prescriptions 
are  being  shown  on  files  in  the  windows,  large  outside 
placards  proclaim  the  glad  tidings,  neighbourhoods  are 
being  billed;  in  short,  nearly  everyone  seems  anxious  to 
share  in  the  good  work.  One  pharmacist  has  a  portion  of 
his  establishment  painted  to  resemble  a  panel,  and  the 
announcement  thereon  commences  :  "  On  the  Panel."

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Mr.  T.  S.  Johnston,  chemist  and  druggist,  is  opening 
a  new  pharmacy  in  Gairbraid  Street,  Maryhill,  near  the 
junction  of  Bilsland  Drive  and  Gairbraid  Street. 

Samuel  Manderson,  chemist  and  druggist,  51  Ardgowan 
Street,  Port-Glasgow,  has  granted  a  trust-deed  on  behalf 
of  his  creditors  in  favour  of  Mr.  John  Meikle,  163  West 
George  Street,  Glasgow. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Association,  has  been  appointed  to- go  carefully 
into  the  method  of  charging  Insurance-  Act  prescriptions 
and  to  work  oiif  prices  for  all  quantities  to  facilitate  this.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Paris  Academy  of  Medicine. — M.  Leger,  the  well- 
known  chief  pharmacist  of  the  Beaujon  Hospital,  Paris, 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Section  of  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  on  January  21,  in  the  place  of  the 
late  M.  Joannes  Chatin.  The  name  of  M.  Leger  is  familiar 
to  English  readers  as  a  Hanbury  Medallist.  He  was  a 
pupil  of  the  distinguished  chemist  Professor  Jungfleisch 
and  is  a  past  President  of  the  Paria  Society  of  Pharmacy.  ; 
M.  Leger  is  also  the  ,  author  of  a  number  of  much  appre- 
ciated works  on  chemistry,  notably  on  cinchona  alkaloids, 
and  in  general  on  the  subject  of  pharmaceutical  substances. ' 

A  Pharmacist's  Progeny. — M.  Raymond  Poincare, 
the  new  President  of  the  French  Republic,  is  the  grandson 
of  a  Nancy  pharmacien  who  had  two  sons,  Antoine  and^ 
Leon.  The  latter  also  had  two  boys,  Raymond,  the  new' 
President,  and  Luci'en,  the  present  Director  of  the  Secon- 
dary Schools  Department  at  the  Ministry  of  Public  In- 
struction, Paris. 

Alcoholic  Degrees. — British  exporters  of,  spirits  to 
France  as  well  as  French  wine  exporters  to  Great  Britain 
have  frequent  difficulty  in  converting  degrees  of  British 
proof  spirit  into  alcoholic  degrees.  Gay.Lussac  and  vice-, 
versa.  For  the  convenience  of  British  exporters  the 
British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  hold  tables  at 
their  disposal  which  show  the  equivalent  of  alcoholic, 
degrees  of  any  figure  above  or  below,  proof.  The  equiva- 
lent in  alcoholic  degrees  Gay-Lussac  of  any  degree  of 
proof  spirit  may  be  obtained  by  multiplying  the  figure 
by  57.2  degrees  (centesimal  degree  of  absolute  proof  spirit) 
and  dividing  by  100.  Thus  30-per-eent.  proof  spirit 
x  57.2°  divided  by  100,  gives  17.16  degrees  Gay-Lussac 
alcoholometer.  A  still  easier  way  is  to  consider  4  degrees 
alcohol  (Gay-Luajac)  as  the  equivalent  of  7  degrees  proof 
spirit. 

Buried  Treasure. — Among  the  many  fine  old  houses 
once  the  mansions  of  noble  French  families,  and  now  occu- 
pied as  wholesale  drug  warehouses,  is  No.  13  rue  Pavee- 
du-Marais  (Darrasse  Freres),  built  in  1634  by  Nicole  de 
Lorraine,  and  consequently  termed  the  Hotel  de  Lorraine, 
but  sometimes  alluded  to  as  the  Hotel  d'Herbouville,  from 
the  name  of  a  later  proprietor.  The  next-door  house 
{No.  11),  being  in  the  market,  has  been  secured  by  MM. 
Darrasse  Freres  for  the  extension  of  their  Lusiness.  A 
legend  clings  round  this  latter  building  to  the  effect  that 
during  the  Revolution  a  mysterious  individual  therein 
buried  a  treasure,  which  he  never  returned  to  claim.  As 
the  new  purchasers  are  about  to  demolish  the  old  house, 
it  is  proposed  to  take  this  opportunity  of  clearing  up  the 
matter,  and  the  Tribunal  has  nominated  an  architect  to 
be  present  while  the  excavations,  etc.,  are  made.  A 
curious  clause  in  the  lease  of  this  house  for  several  genera- 
tions has  been  that  the  landlord  claims  any  treasure  found 
on  the  premises. 

Pharmacy  in  the  Cabinet. — Senator  Jean  Morel,  who. 
has  accepted  ths  Colonies  portfolio  in  the  new  Briand 
Cabinet,  is  the  ex-pharmacist  who  occupied  the  same  post 
in  M.  Briand's  1911  Ministry.  He  took  his  diploma  at 
the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  in  1880,  and  during 


the  succeeding  seven  years  kept  open  shop  at  Charlieui 
(Loire).  He  became  first  Mayor  of  that  town,  and  subse- 
quently Councillor  for  the  Canton  (County  Councillor,,  as- 
we  should  say  in  England)  before  presenting  himself  as- 
a  candidate  for  Parliamentary  honours.  He  was  elected 
as  representative  of  Roanne  (Loire)  ,  in  1898,  and  was 
regularly  re-elected  to  the  Lower  House  by  the  same  con- 
stituency until  January  1912,  when  he  became  one  of  the 
Senators  for  his  Department.  In  1905,  in  conjunction  with. 
MM.  Cazeneuve  and  Feron,  he  laid  on  the  table  of  the 
House  a  proposition  legally  to  abolish  the  antiquated  and. 
already  practically  obsolete  rule  as  to  >  f  swearing  in  " 
newly  diplomaed  pharmacists,  and  he  had  the  satisfaction 
of  seeing  his  idea  formally  voted  by  the  Chamber  before- 
its  dissolution  in  1906.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Fourteen  deaths  from  the  effects  of  poisons  have  been, 
reported  since  Wednesday  of  last  week.  Two  were  by  mis- 
adventure. 

Aconite  contained  in  a  poisonous  liniment  killed  Isabella. 
Smith  (70),  widow,  St.  Philip's,  Bristol,  who  swallowed, 
some  with  suicidal  intent.  At  the  inquest  the  bottle  con- 
taining the  liniment  was  produced,  and  found  to  be  one  of." 
a  type  used  for  spirits.  A  police-sergeant  was  instructed1! 
to  make  inquiries  into  this  breach  of  the  poisons  regula- 
tions. 

Carbolic  Acid  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Winifred  Cox. 
(28),  in  a  nursing-home  at  Camborne. 

Belladonna  and  Chloroform.  Liniment  was  intentionally 
taken  with  fatal  effects  by  a  Battersea  bank  clerk  named. 
Frank  William  Morrison  (52). 

Hydrochloric  Acid.— Harold  John  Bray,  cycle  agent,, 
killed  himself  with  this  corrosive  fluid. 

Medinal.—  Jennie  Sadler  (52),  widow  of  a  commission^ 
agent,  Maida  Vale,  committed  suicide  by  poisoning  herself 
with  this  hypnotic. 

Morphine  by  accidental  overdose  accounted  for  the- 
death  of  a  nurse  probationer  at  Queen's  Hospital,  London,. 
N.E.  Tho  poison  was  taken  in  the  form  of  a  hypodermic- 
injection. 

Potassium  Cyanide. — Frank  Buchanan  (69),  retiredi 
solicitor,  committed  suicide  with  this  chemical.  Mr. 
Thomas  England,  chemist,  High  Street,  Romford,  told  the- 
Coroner's  jury  he  had  refused  to  supply  deceased  with  the- 
poison  on  several  occasions.  He  believed  that  it  had  been- 
obtained  nearer  London. — Spencer  Clark  (35)  also  poisoned! 
himself  at  Bristol  with  this  lethal  agent. 

I'russic  Acid. — At  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Allan 
McMillan  (36),  chemist,  Regent  Parade,  Harrogate,  the  jury- 
returned  a  verdict  of  "  Death  from  an  overdose  of  prussic- 
acid,  but  there  was  no  evidenco  to  show  how  it  was- 
administered." 

Salt  of  Lemon  Solution,  drunk  in  mistake,  caused  the- 
death  of  Leonard  •Caruher  (18),  at  Hampstead. — Margaret 
Jackson  (62),  South  Shields,  and  Fanny  Blundell  (41), 
Balsall  Heath,  ended  their  lives  with  this, poison. 

Veronal.— Ellen  Pauline  Schmolder  (63),  Fallowfield,  diedi' 
from  an  overdose  of  veronal.  At  the  inquest  it  was  foundSI 
that  deceased  committed  suicide  while  temporarily  insane. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Washing-soda.- At  Clerkenwell  on  January  22,  the 
■second  stage  of  prosecution  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  "mixed  soda"  (C.  <£•  D., 
January  11,  index  folio  38)  was  heard.  Dr.  Alfred  Gordon 
•Salamon  was  the  only  other  and  final  witness  for  the  pro- 
secution. Mr.  'Beck,  for  the  defence,  submitted  that  mfxed 
washing-soda  was  a  proper  description  of  the  article,  and 
-was  well  known  in  the  trade.    The  case  was  again  adjourned. 

Chemist  s  Shop  Front — Mr.  R.  Evan  Parker,  chemist', 
'Coventry,  was  the  unsuccessful  appellant  on  Tuesday, 
January  28,  before  a  King's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  from 
a  decision  of  the  County  Court  Judge  at  Coventry.  The 
Judge  had  non-suited  the  appellant  in  a  counterclaim  he 
entered  in  an  action  against  him  for  fees  brought  by  Mr. 
F.  Foster,  architect  (see  C.  &  D.,  1912,  II.,  466).  After  hear- 
ing counsel  for  appellant,  the  Court  dismissed  the  appeal, 
Mr.  Justice  Ridley  remarking  that  had  there  been  a  charge 
of  fraud  or  collusion  things  would  have  been  different: 
but  the  architect,  as  arbitrator,  was  acting  in  a  judicial 
■capacity  between  the  parties,  and  he  therefore  could  not  be 
accused  of  negligence  when  he  gave  his  decision  on  the 
'Certificate. 

Cream  of  Tartar— In  Banff  Sheriff  Court  on  Jan- 
uary 28,  before  Sheriff  Stuart,  William  Adamson,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Portsoy,  was  summoned  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Dru?s  Act  for  selling  cream  of  tartar  which  was 
•certified  by  the  public  analvst  to  contain  lead  in  the  pro- 
portion of  2  gr.  per  lb.  Mr.  Ingram,  solicitor,  Portsoy, 
appeared  for  respondent,  and  asked  to  have  the  sample 
of  the  purchase  left  with  respondent  identified  and  sent"  to 
the  Government  laboratories  for  anajvsis.  Mr.  R.  Y. 
Mackay,  Procurator-Fiscal,  objected,  and  the  Sheriff  agreed 
"that  the  case  must  take  its  course.  He  would  continue  the 
•case  for  proof.  Mr.  Ingram  said  the  Government  analysis 
would  then  be  too  late  for  rjroof,  but  the  Sheriff  indicated 
that  it  would  not  be,  and  adjourned  the  hearing  until 
February  11. 

Analysing;  -  Tea-waste.  -  In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court, 
'before  the  Common  Serjeant  (Sir  F.  Bosanquet,  K.C.j  and 
a  jury,  a  claim  was  made  by  Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner,  analyst 
and  pharmacist,  of  the  Miller  Hospital.  Greenwich,  against 
Mr.  H.  A.  Amies,  tea-blender,  6  Harp  Lane,  E.C.,  and 
'240  Bow  Road,  E.,  for  ten  guineas  for  professional  services 
rendered  as  an  analytical  chemist  in  analysing  tea-waste 
and  drawing  up  a  report  as  to  the  caffeine-content.  Evi- 
dence was  given  by  the  plaintiff.  Mr.  E.  B.  M  Frost, 
dentist,  and  Mr.  O.  A.  Elias.  F.C.S..  for  the  plaintiff,  and 
oy  defendant  for  himself,  his  plea  being  that  the  matter 
arose  through  a  conversation  in  Mr.  Frost's  house,  where 
Tie  met  the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  sample  was  given  at  Mr. 
Frost's  request.  When  Mr.  Gardner  spoke  of  the  account, 
defendant  told  him  to  send  it  to  Mr.  Frost.  The  jury,  after 
hearing  the  evidence,  found  a  verdict,  for  the  plaintiff  for 
the  amount  claimed.  Judgment  was  entered  accordingly, 
-with  costs. 

A  Rubber  Case.-In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  January  28,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Scrutton  and  a  special  jurv,  Mr.  F.  A.  Barker  claimed 
against  Messrs.  Lewis  k  Peat,  produce-brokers,  Mincing 
Lane,  E.C.,  to  recover  10  per  cent,  commission  on  all  com- 
missions and  brokerago  receiver!  by  the  defendants  in  their 
«tock  and  share  department.  He  also  claimed  an  account 
and  340?.,  representing  10  per  cent  commission  on  certain 
underwriting  by  the  defendants.  The  def"ndants  said  the 
commission  they  agreed  to  pay  the  plaintiff  was  only  5  per 
cent,  on  the  net  results  of  the  share  denartment,  and  th-"* 
-the  denartment  resulted  in  a  loss.  The  dispute  arose  out'  of 
the  rubber  honrn  of  two  years  ago.  Judp-ment  was  then  given 
for  the  nlaintiff  for  340/.,  and  it  was  ordered  that  an  oreouM 
should  be  taken  for  the  years  1910,  1911,  and  1912  to  May  31 
•each  yea.r._  to  be  taken  separately  from  the  commissions  due 
to  the  plaintiff  on  the  basis  of  the  finding  of  the  jury  with 
regard  to  the  commission.  The  parties  wore  given  costs  on 
•the  issues  on  which  they  succeeded. 

High  Court  Cases. 
Unless  when  otherwise  rtated  these  cases  have  been  heard  In  the 
Hiorh  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Dentist  and  Assistant. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  January  27.  before  Mr. 
Justice  S-winfen  Eady,  Mr.  Whitmore  Richards,  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff  in  the  action  of  Bernard  v.  Dale,  moved 


for  judgment  in  default  of  appearance.  He  said  the 
plaintiff  had  carried  on  a  dental  business  at  Aldershot 
and  the  defendant  was  his -assistant.  After  leaving  the 
plaintiff,  the  defendant  set  up  a  rival  business  in  breach 
of  an  agreement  of  service  between  them.  The  judgment 
asked  for  followed  the  form  of  the  agreement.  The 
defendant  did  not  appear  on  the  application. 

His  Lordship  :  Very  well;  take  judgment  in  default  of 
appearance. 

Analyst  and  Cocoa  Company. 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  January  24,  Mr.  L.  0. 
Buckmaster,  K.C.,  M.P.,  applied  to  Mr.  Justice  Warring- 
ton, ex  parte,  in  the  action  of  Otto  Hehner  against 
Sandow's  CoCoa  and  Chocolate,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Buckmaster  (with  him  Mr.  Gaibraith)  said  he  was 
instructed  to  move  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  (Mr.  Otto 
Hehner,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.)  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendants  from  using  the  name  of  the  plaintiff  in  connec- 
tion with  advertisements  of  cocoa.  Mr.  Hehner  wa6  a 
gentleman  of  considerable  reputation  in  connection  with 
the  analysis  of  food.  He  had  been  a  President  of  the 
Society  of  Public  Analysts,  Chairman  of  the  London 
Section  of  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  and  was  public 
analyst  to  several  public  bodies. 

His  Lordship  :  I  know  him  perfectly  well. 

Mr.  Buckmaster  said  that  Mr.  Hehner  was  not  a  doctor 
and  had  no  right  to  the  title  of  doctor.  He  had  made  a 
special  study  of  the  analysis  of  cocoa  and  had  always 
stated  that  the  addition  of  alkali  in  cocoa  did  not  detract 
from  the  nutritive  and  digestive  qualities  of  cocoa.  On 
January  22  an  advertisement  appeared  in  the  "Daily 
Mail,"  the  "Daily  Express,"  and  other  papers  headed 
"Cocoa."  "Doctors  say  it  must  be  pure."  "Strong 
condemnation  of  common  adulterated  cocoa."  The  adver- 
tisement went  on  to  say  that  eminent  medical  specialists 
strongly  condemned  the  practice  of  adulteration  of  cocoa, 
Then  followed  a  statement  of  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Fitzgerald 
Powell.  The  statement  which  the  plaintiff  objected  to 
was  that 

"  Dr.  Otto  Hehner,  formerly  President  of  the  Society  of 
Analytical  Chemists,  says  that  cocoa  is  liable  to  a  number 
of  fraudulent  additions,  including  the  addition  of  3  to  4  per 
cent,  of  alkalies.  Many  of  the  cocoas  sold  in  England  are 
made  in  accordance  with  this  method.  Other  experts  havo 
given  equally  strong  opinions  condemning  this  form  of 
adulteration." 

Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  said  Mr.  Buckmaster,  had  never  lent 
his  name  to  such  an  advertisement  as  this,  or  sanctioned  it 
being  used  even  in  the  most  indirect  manner.  The  state- 
ment made  in  the  advertisement  leads  to  the  opposite 
conclusion  to  what  he  had  publicly  6fated.  Mr.  Hehner 
strongly  objected  to  that  kind  of  thing  being  allowed  to 
continue.  He  was  bound  to  come  to  the  Court  at  once 
for  this  reason  :  several  of  the  daily  papers  were  often 
reproduced  at  the  end  of  the  week  in  another  form  and 
consequently  the  statements  were  liable  to  be  circulated 
again.  Again  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  of  which  Mr. 
Hehner  is  a  distinguished  member,  had  held  that 
advertising  opinions  of  chemists  is  a  practice  to  be  con- 
demned, and  members  offending  against  that  ruling  are 
liable  to  be  excluded  from  the  Institute.  Counsel  sub- 
mitted that  it  was  clearly  a  case  in  which  his  client  wae 
entitled  to  the  immediate  protection  of  the  Court. 

His  Lordship  (reading  from  the  notice  of  motion)  : 
"  Statements  leading  to  the  belief  that  the  plaintiff  had 
given  or  expressed  to  the  defendants  any  certificate  or 
opinion  or  recommendation  of  the  defendants'  cocoa."  I 
will  grant  you  an  injunction  over  the  31st  inst.  and  give 
you  leave  to  serve  notice  of  motion- for  that  date. 

Pharmacy  Acts. 

Was  the  Belladonnv  Plaster  Sold? 

At  the  Marylebone  County  Court,  before  Sir  W.  Lucius 
Selfe  on  January  27,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  sued  T.  C.  Humby,  77  Carlton  Vale,  London, 
N.W. ,  for  5/.,  the  statutory  penalty  incurred  by  the  sale 
of  a  scheduled  poison. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Quarrell,  for  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  an 
inspector  of  the  Society  had  purchased  a  belladonna 
plaster  at  Lloyd's  Drug  Stores,  77  Carlton  Vale,  of  which 
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the  defendant  was  the  manager,  and  he  was  not  a  regis- 
tered chemist.  This  statement  was  supported  by  the 
evidence  of  George  Waldock,  the  inspector. 

Thomas  Tickle,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  proved  that  the  plaster 
is  a  scheduled  poison  and  contained  0.55  gr.  of  belladonna 
alkaloids. 

Replying  to  his  Honour,  the  defendant  said  he  is  a 
druggist,  but  not  registered,  simply  trading  as  drug-stores 
manager  for  Mr.  "White,  who  bought  the  premises  some 
time  in  May  last. 

His  Honour  :  What  is  he  ? — Defendant :  He  is  not  a  chemist 
at  all.  This  man  came  in  and  asked  for  a  belladonna-plaster, 
and  I  showed  him  one  that  I  had  in  the  shop,  and  then 
went  to  attend  to  another  customer.  When  I  came  back 
to  him  he  had  taken  it  off  the  counter,  and  walked  out  of 
the  shop  with  it.  I  contend  that  that  is  not  selling  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  I  am  summoned  for  selling  poison. 
The  basis  of  the  plaster  is  soap,  and  that  is  not  poison. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  But  the  poison  is  contained  in  the  plaster  ? 
— Defendant :  You  approached  me  last  Thursday  to  sign  a 
document  saying  that  it  contained  poison. 

His  Honour  :  You  might  just  as  well  have  signed  it.  It 
was  perfectly  unnecessary  to  have  asked  you  to  sign  it, 
except  that  it  would  have  saved  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
coming  here. — Defendant :  I  say  that  there  was  no  sale. 
The  inspector  obtained  the  goods  under  false  pretences.  I 
have  been  forty  years  in  the  trade,  and  have  never  had 
any  fault  found  with  me  by  the  police  or  by  any  others,  and 
I  have  had  forty  or  fifty  samples  taken.  Mr.  Allen,  the 
present  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  lives  near, 
and  they  have  been  trying  for  years  to  get  a  purchase  from 
me,  but  have  not  succeeded.  I  say  I  did  not  sell.  There  is 
no  notice  up  of  my  trade — I  keep  the  shop  open  for  busi- 
ness: 

His  Honour:  You  sell  other  things  beside  belladonna- 
plaster  ? — Defendant :  Yes,  certainly ;  but  I  submit  1  did  not 
sell. 

What  "do  you  sell  ? — I  sell  simply  non-poisonous  drugs.  I 
have  no  poison  on  the  premises. 

Is. this  the  only  thing  you  have  containing  poison? — I  do 
not  sell  anything  that  contains  poison. 

Are  these  plasters  part  of  your  stock-in-trade  ? — No. 

How  many  have  you  ? — Only  that  one. 

Had  you  not  got  two? — I  had  another,  but  a  lady  had 
it 'for  rheumatism.  '  I  had  them  from  Mr.  Pratt,  the 
cheniist. 

In  answer  to  an  invitation  by  his  Honour,  defendant 
said  he  remembered  the  inspector  coming  into  the  shop. 
He  did  not  speak  to  the  inspector  outside  :  he  would  not 
be  outside  the  shop  at  that  hour  of  the  evening.  He 
simply  asked  for  a  belladonna  plaster.  He  (defendant) 
said  :  What  for?  The  inspector  said,  "My  back," 
motioning  to  the  place.  He  (defendant),  noticing  that  he 
was  a  big  man,  replied  :  "I  have  not  on©  that  will  suit 
you  of  that  description  ;  you  want  a  long  plaster  8  in. 
by  5  in.  by  4  in.  The  one  I  have  will  be  of  no  use  to 
you,  and  I  have  no  other  in  the  shop."  He  laid  the 
plaster  on  the  counter,  and  went  to  attend  to  another 
customer,  and  having  done  so  returned,  when  he  found  that 
the  inspector  and  the  plaster  had  disappeared,  and  Id. 
was  lying  on  the  counter  in  its  place.  He  knew  nothing 
further  about  the  matter  until  he  had  a  notice  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

His  Honour :  There  must  have  been  some  bargaining 
when  sevenpence  was  left  on  the  counter  ? — Defendant :  I 
mentioned  casually  that  that  was  the  price.  In  ninety-nine 
cases  out  of  a  hundred  you  go  into  a  chemist's  shop  in 
London  to  buy  a  belladonna-plaster,  and  it  is  not  supplied 
by  a  chemist. 

Boots  are  qualified  chemists? — They  have  a  qualified 
chemist  at  each  depot,  that  is  all. 

His  Honour  (to  Waldock)  :  You  told  the  defendant  that 
the  plaster  was  for  your  back  ?: — Waldock  :  Yes. 

Then  you  told  a  lie? — If  I  had  said  it  was  for  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  I  would  not  have  got  it. 

What  did  he  do  when  you  said  you  would  take  it? — He 
wrapped  it  up  in  paper,  and  I  paid  for  it  and  went  out  of 
the  shop.    I  bought  some  other  articles  as  well  as  that. 

Mr.  Quarrell  put  in  a  letter  dated  October  24,  written 
by  the  defendant  to  the  Society,  in  which  he  said  that 
he  remembered  selling  the  plaster,  but  by  a  slip  of 
memory  he  did  not  remember  that  it  contained  a  scheduled 
poison,  and  asking  that  body  to  take  a  lenient  view  of 
his  offence. 

Defendant  said  that  the  Society  sometimes  overlooked 
these  defaults  when  they  got  a  person  to  admit  that  he 


had  done  wrong.  He  would  have  done  that,  but  it  was 
not  his  reading  of  the  Act  that  a  sale  had  been  made. 

His  Honour  said,  in  view  of  the  evidence  which  had. 
been  given,  there  did  not  appear  to  have  been  a  sale,  but 
the  letter  from  the  defendant  confirmed  the  view  of  the 
plaintiffs.    Judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 

Defendant  pleaded  that  he  could  not  pay  at  once,  and 
his  Honour  ordered  him  to  pay  10s.  a  month. 

Shops  Act,  1912. 
Sale  of  Medicines  During  Closing  Hours. 

As  briefly  reported  in  our  Coloured  Supplement  last 
week,  Mr.  Stewart  Deacon,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Liver- 
pool, had  before  him  on  January  22  another  case  in  which 
a  chemist  and  druggist  (Mr.  Thomas  Hartley,  Westminster 
Road)  was  summoned  for  serving  customers  during  closing, 
hours.    We  now  give  a  fuller  report  of  the  hearing  : 

The  prosecution  alleged  that  shortly  after  seven  o'clock 
on  Wednesday,  January  8,  an  inspector  called  at  the  defen- 
dant's premises,  where  there  was  displayed  a  card,  "^Closed 
on  Wednesdays  at  1  p.m.  Continuous  attendance.  The 
inspector  asked  for  a  threepenny  bottle  of  cod-liver  oil 
emulsion.  This  was  supplied  without  any  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  it  was  required  for  an  existing  illness. 
When,  however,  he  asked  for.  a  violet  powder  he  was .told, 
that  this  could  not  be  supplied.  Subsequently  the  official 
kept-  observation  on  the  shop,  and  during  the  course  ot 
twenty  minutes  he  saw  it  entered  by  two  men,  three  women, 
and  fourteen  children. 

Mr.  Morgan  for  the  defendant  and  Mr.  Duder  tor  the- 
prosecution  having  discussed  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case, 

The  Stipendiary  ruled  that  the  substantial  point  that  had 
to  be  met  toy  the  defence  was  whether  the  defendant 
inquired  whether  the  medicine  was  required  for  immediate 
illness.  Some  time  ago  {C.  &  D.,  January  11,  index  folio  39) 
he  had  decided  that  the  law  set  forth  that  the  medicine  must 
be  for  an  existing  illness,  and  the  onus  was  accordingly 
thrown  on  the  chemist  to  show  that  he  had  been  reasonably 
satisfied  before  he  served  a  customer  that  this  stipulation 
applied.  That  decision  was  accurately  -  reported  in  the 
papers.  He  could  not  but  feel  that  a  chemist  like  the 
defendant  had  not  seen  a  report  which  so  much  concerned 
his  own  business.  ' 

Mr.  Hartley,  in  his  evidence,  stated  that  he  had  usually 
made  a  practice  of  taking  the  names  and  addresses  of 
his  customers  during  the  half-day  holidays  and  required 
them  to  state  that  the  purchase  was  wanted  for  an  imme- 
diate illness,  but  admitted  that  he  did  not  take  this  pre- 
caution when  the  inspector  asked  for  the  emulsion. 

Mr.  Duder:  You  know  there  have  been  complaints  hy 
your  fellow-chemists  in  your  neighbourhood  about  you?— I 
do  not  know  that  there  have  been  complaints.  I  do  not 
think  there  are  over  two  in  my  district. 

There  are  at  least  half  a  dozen  within  a  comparatively 
short  distance  ? — I  do  not  think  so. 

Have  they  all  closed  loyally  in  pursuance  of  this  Act?— - 
I  do  not  know.  I  have  not  been  looking  after  their  busi- 
ness. I  have  had  to  deal  with  some  thirty  to  forty  pre- 
scriptions a  night. 

Have  not  your  solicitors  told  you  of  the  correspondence 
they  have  had  from  the  Town  Clerk's  office  ?— It  was  men- 
tioned two  or  three  days  ago. 

Have  you  ever  been  advised  by  your  solicitors  in  the 
course  of  the  communications  that  you  were  either  entitled 
to  -make  up  medicines  that  have  been  prescribed  only  in 
urgent  cases? — And  with  that  I  have  complied. 

When  you  talk  of  the  rush  of  business,  is  it  not  true  to. 
say  that  this  has  been  caused  by  your  shop  being  opened 
and  the  others  closed?— My  business  has  been  increasing. 
It  has  increased  because  of  the  Insurance  Act. 

Can  you  show  a  single  prescription  for  January  8  ? — I' 
have  not  brought  the  prescription-book  here. 

Did  you  take  the  name  and  address  of  a  single  person 
who  came  in  within  half  an  hour  of  the  inspector  coming 
in  ? — No,  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Deacon  found  the  charge  proved.  He  was  satisfied 
that  the  defendant  had  not  observed  the  requirement  that 
medicine  should  be  sold  only  in  case  of  existing  illness,  and 
that  he  had  not  complied  with  the  order.  He  imposed  a 
fine  of  20s.,  and  25s.  for  advocate's  fees. 

Wednesday,  January  30,  was  the  last  day  for  intimating 
to  the  Magistrate  that  the  defendant  desires  a  case  to  be 
stated  for  appeal ;  and  an  application  had  been  lodged  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  on  the  previous  day.  In  the- 
meantime,  communications  with  the  Drug  Trade  AppeaL 
Fund  have  been  entered  into,  but  the  Secretary  is  not  yet 
in  a  position  to  make  any  statement  regarding  the  actioia 
of  the  Trustees  in  the  matter. 
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BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 

Re  William  Desmond  Noble.  Shardeloes  Road, 
Brockley. — The  public  examination  of  tibia  debtor  took 
place  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on  January  24, 
before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham.  A  statement  had  been 
filed  showing  gross  liabilities  362?.,  of  which  359?.  was 
expected  to  rank  for  dividend.  The  assets  were  estimated 
to  produce  45?.,  from  which  21.  16s.  had  to  be  deducted  for 
ithc  claims  of  preferential  creditors,  payable  in  full,  leaving 
ithe  net  assets  at  42?.  4s.,  with  a  deficiency  of  317?.  On  the 
application  of  Mr.  Williams  for  the  Official  Receiver,  an 
adjournment  was  granted  until  February  21,  it  being  stated 
that  the  Court  was  being  asked  to  rescind  the  receiving 
■order. 

Re  William  Migge,  10  Eastcheap,  E.C.,  Proprietary 
Medicine  Vendor,  trading  as  "  The  Leciform  Co." — This 
debtor  attended  before  Mr.  Registrar  Brougham  on  Jan- 
uary 24  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  public  examina- 
tion upon  accounts— total  liabilities  6,401?.  3s.  (unsecured 
f>*lZtl.  3s.),  and  net  assets  valued  at  33?.  Is.  10tZ.,  after  pro- 
viding 74?.  for  payment  of  the  preferential  claims.  Full 
particulars  of  his  trading  as  the  Antineurasthin  Co.  and 
otherwise  were  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  1912,  II.,  536. 
Debtor  attributed  his  insolvency  to  loss  in  trading,  due, 
largely,  to  heavy  advertising  expenses,  and  to  his  household 
and  personal  expenditure,  but  the  principal  cause  of  the 
failure  was  the  fact  that  the  sale  of  Antineurasthin  in 
Australia  was  ruined  in  1910,  the  manufacturers  haying  sup- 
plied the  preparation  in  a  state  unfit  for  consumption.  The 
examination  was  concluded.

He  had 
paid  special  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  medicinal 
plants,  and  had  done  some  excellent  work  on  belladonna 
and  similar  drugs.  He  was  a  prolific  writer  on  materia 
medica,  his  best  work  being  the  "  Pharmacognosy  "  volume 
of  the  "  Oesterreichisches  Lehrbuch  fur  Aspiranten  der 
Pharmazie. "  His  latest  publication  was  a  systematic  re- 
view of  the  medicinal  plants  and  drugs  found  in  all  the 
States  of  Europe,  Japan,  and  the  United  States  of 
America.  All  who  have  had  the  opportunity  of  watching 
Dr.  Mitlacher's  work  recognised  in  him  a  new  force  in 
materia  medica,  and  his  early  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to 
the  science  of  pharmacognosy.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 

The  Shops  Act. 

;Mr.  Kellaway  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  Monday 
if.  his  Department  is  responsible  for  the  confusion  and 
consequent  injury  to  trade  which  has  been  caused  in 
London  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  Shops 
Act,  and  Mr.  McKenna  replied  that  his  Department  is 
not  responsible  for  local  administration.  He  understood 
that  the  County  Council,  who  have  been  in  communication 
for  some  time  past  with  the  Borough  Councils  on  the 
question  of  the  desirability  of  delegating  certain  of  their 
powers,  have  now  decided  to  undertake  the  whole  admini- 
stration of  the  Act  themselves. 

The  Home  Secretary  is  being  pressed  to  appoint  a 
Departmental  or  other  Committee  to  inquire  into  the 
working  of  the  Act. 

The  Celluloid  Danger. 

Some  very  remarkable  testimony  has  been  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  members  of  the  Home  Office  Committee 
which  is  considering  the  whole  question  of  the  storage, 
manufacture,  and  use  of  celluloid  articles,  by  the  chiefs 
of  various  Fire  Brigades  in  some  of  the  large  cities  of 
the  ,  United  Kingdom.  In  one  instance  it  was  reported 
that  an  investigation  led  to  the  discovery  of  no  less  than 
two  million  feet  of  cinema  films  stored  in  close  proximity 
to  a  public  hall  accommodating  nearly  two  thousand  per- 
sons. In  another  case  there  was  evidence  that  a  fire  had 
been  caused  by  the  action  of  the  sun's  rays  upon  a  box 
of  celluloid  combs  exposed  for  sale  in  the  windows  of  a 
hairdresser.  The  vast  bulk  of  the  testimony  which  has 
"been  adduced  goes  to  show  that  there  is  urgent  necessity 
for  the  imposition  of  restrictions  of  the  most  drastic 
character,  and  that  there  is  also  need  for  the  preparation 
-of  a  register  o±  all  premises  where  the  manufacture  of 
celluloid  articles  is  carried  on. 

Insurance  Act  Questions  and  Answers. 

Cheap  Drugs  and  Bandages  for  Insured  Persons. — As 
announced  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  January  25,  the  Marquess  of 
Tullibardine,  M.P.,  asked  the  Financial  Secretary  to  the 
Treasury  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  January  23  a 
series  of  questions  on  this  subject,  which,  with  the 
Answers,  we  append  : 

Whether  in  Scotland  a  special  cheap  line  of  drugs  and 
bandages  is  being  manufactured  wholesale  for  the  use  of 
retail  chemists  on  the  National  Insurance  Act  panel,  and 
that  chemists  have  to  stock  goods  much  inferior  to  those 
they  have  been  accustomed  to  deal  in ;  and  whether  the 
right  hon.  gentleman  will  give  directions  that  thoroughly 
good  materials  only  will  be  used  ? — Mr.  Masterman  :  So  far 
as  I  am  aware,  there .  is  no  foundation  for  the  suggestion 
in  the  first  part  of  the  question.  Every  chemist  is  required, 
Iry  the  terms  of  his  agreement  with  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, to  supply  drugs  of  good  quality.  It  is  the  duty  of 
every  Insurance  Committee  to  see  that  this  condition  is 
strictly  observed,  and  if  the  noble  Lord  can  inform  me  of 
any  instance  in  which  drugs  of  inferior  quality  are  being 
supplied  to  insured  persons  by  chemists  on  the  panel,  I  will 
immediately  communicate  with  the  Insurance  Committee 
concerned. 

Marquess  of  Tullibardine:  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman 
not  aware  that  there  is  a  special  quality  of  articles  now 
being  sold  under  the  description  "Insurance  quality" — 
such  as  bandages  two  yards  short  and  of  inferior  material, 
of  so-called  "  absorbent  wool  "  at  lO^fZ.  per  lb.,  whereas  the 
ordinary  quality  costs  Is.  8d.  per  lb. ;  and  is  the  right  hon. 
gentleman  aware  that  boracic  lint  is  supplied  at  half  the 
ordinary  price,  the  weight  being  made  up  by  extra  boracic  ? — 
Mr.  Masterman:  That  statement  is  similar  to  a  good  many 
that  have  been  made. 

Marquess  of  Tullibardine :  May  I  show  the  right  hon. 
gentleman  a  specimen  ? 

Doctors'  Drugs. — Replying  to  Mr.  Bridgeman,  who  put 
a  question  regarding  the  capitation  payment  of  doctors  who 
are  permitted  to  supply  drugs.  Mr.  Masterman  said  that 
medical  practitioners  in  such  circumstances  would  receive 
three-seventeenths  in  respect  of  drugs  and  fourteen- 
seventsenths  in  respect  of  medical  attendance  and  treat- 
ment, making  a  total  capitation  fee  of  8s.  6d.  In  addi- 
tion, each  would  receive  his  proportionate  share  of  the 
sum,  equal  to  6d.  per  head  per  annum  of  all  insured 
persons  entitled  to  obtain  medical  attendance  from  prac- 


titioners on  the  panel  in  respect  of  the  domiciliary  treat- 
men  of  insured  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  making; 
a  total  of  9s.  in.  all. 

Dispensers. — -Mr.  Masterman,  replying  to  a  number 
of  interrogatories,  said  the  Act  gives  effect  to  the  pledge- 
given  on  August  2,  1911,  that  no  persons  should  become 
disqualified  for  dispensing  medicines  through  the  passing, 
of  the  Act.  The  conditions  under  which  persons  are- 
allowed  to  arrange  with  Insurance  Committees  to  supply 
medicines  requiring  dispensing  to  dispense  medicines  for 
other  persons  and  firms  who  are  supplying  them,  and  to- 
supply  drugs  not  requiring  dispensing,  are  laid  down  in. 
explicit  terms  in  Section  15  (5)  of  the  National  Insurance- 
Act,  and  the  Commissioners  have  no  power  by  regulation! 
to  vary  that  section. 

This  is  substantially  the  reply  to  questions  regarding, 
the  position  of  persons  who  have  dispensed  for  doctors, 
but  who  did  not  occupy  that  position  when  the  Act. 
passed,  and  consequently  are  excluded  from  the  privilege 
of  dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions.  Another  case  put. 
by  Mr.  Touche  was  that  of 

J.  P.,  brought  up  in  a  chemist's  business,  passed  the 
Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination,  had  a  twelve- 
months' course  at  a  college  of  pharmacy  in  Manchester,  and 
had  done  other  things,  but  is  not  legally  qualified. 

Mr.  Masterman's  reply  disposes  of  all  the  questions, 
but  they  may  recur,  and  they  have,  as  the  following, 
shows  : 

Mr.  Touche,  returning  to  the  subject,  inquired  if  the  right 
hon.  gentleman  is  aware  that  since  he  asked  a  single  questions 
on  the  subject  he  had  received  heaps  of  letters  from  peopie- 
who  say  

The  Speaker  :  It  is  impossible  for  the  right  hon.  gentle- 
man to  answer  as  to  the  letters  received  by  the  hon.  member. 

Mr.  Masterman,  replying  to  Mr.  Worthington  Evans,  said! 
no  qualified  dispenser  is  deprived  of  his  living  under  the 
Act,  and  not  only  that,  but  a  large  number  who  are  not. 
qualified  get  special  qualifications  under  particular  clauses. 

Mr.  Worthington  Evans :  Has  the  right  hon.  gentleman 
looked  into  the  facts  stated  in  the  question  ?  Is  he  aware 
that  men  who  have  been  dispensing  for  twenty  years  are 
now  deprived  of  their  living  under  the  Act  ? 

Mr.  Touche  said  he  did  not  understand  the  effect  of  the 
right  hon.  gentleman's  reply  to  No.  31.  Would  he  tell  him 
if  a  man  who  has  been  a  dispenser  for  doctors  for  ten  years,. . 
and  who  was  running  a  drug-store  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  is  now  in  a  worse  position  under  the  Act  than 
a  man  who  has  been  a  doctor's  dispenser  for  the  three  years 
preceding  the  passing  of  the  Act? 

Mr.  Masterman  said  if  the  hon.  gentleman  would  look  at 
the  sections  to  which  he  had  referred  him  he  would  find 
that  he  had  received  a  full  answer. 

On  Thursday,  Mr.  0 'Grady  asked  a  series  of  questions 
covering  similar  ground  regarding  the  "monopoly"  of 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Masterman 
gave  similar  answers,  and  also  stated  that  the  Leeds  In- 
surance Committee  are  inquiring  into  the  adequacy  of  the 
local  panel  of  chemists. 

Dovercourt. — Replying  to  Mr.  Newton  on  January  23, 
regarding  "the  only  name  upon  the  panel  of  chemists  for 
Dovercourt,  Essex,  was  the  name  of  a  gentleman  who 
is  not  a  chemist," 

Mr.  Masterman  said  that  he  was  informed  by  the  Essex 
Insurance  Committee  that  the  person  referred  to  is  a 
qualified  chemist 

Some  Statistics.- — Mr.  Masterman  stated  on  Monday 
that  the  amount  received  in  Health  Insurance  contributions- 
up  to  December  31,  1912,  was  about  7,500,000?.  He  has 
also  stated  that  up  to  the  present  time  the  total  expendi- 
ture of  the  'Stationery  Office  on  leaflets,  cards,  printed 
regulations,  etc.,  in  connection  with  both  parts  of  the  Act 
amounts  to  127,000?. 

West  Bromwich  Panel. — Mr.  Newman  put  a  question 
to  the  Secretary  to  the  Treasury  on  Tuesday  regarding  a 
midwife  in  West  Bromwich,  whose  name  is  on  the  drug- 
panel,  and  Mr.  Masterman  replied  that  the  person  is  on  the 
list  as  willing  to  supply  drugs  (other  than  scheduled 
poisons  and  medicines  which  require  to  be  dispensed)  and 
appliances.  He  does  not  know  whether  this  person  is  a 
registered  midwife,  but  if  she  is,  this  would  not  disqualify 
her  under  the  Act,  nor,  so  far  as  he  is  aware,  under  any 
rule  of  medical  etiquette,  from  supplying  such  articles  to 
insured  persons. 
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Pricing  Insurance  Prescriptions. 

In  the  process  of  printing  the  Winter  Issue  of  the  C.  &  D. 
last  week  the  type  of  the  heading  to  several  of  the  columns 
of  the  Pricing  Table,  was  disturbed.  We  now  reprint  the 
heading,  so  that  subscribers  who  desire  to  may  affix  it  to 
p.  131. 


Pil.  ferri  is  the.  tariff  representative  of  Blaud's  pill,  and 
must  be  charged  by  the  dozen  rate.  We  presume  that  No.  10 
plaster  would  be  supplied  from  a  roll  of  ready-made  plaster, 
such  as  1  yard  by  7  in.,  costing  3s.  The  pricing  itself 
is  not  provided  for  in  the  tariff  (only  for  emp.  bellad.  on 
calico,  which  would  be  3d.).  Following  the  example  of 
charging  33  per  cent,  on  cost,  as  is  the  case  being  done  in 
many  districts  for  unlisted  appliances.

If  the  equivalent 
of  ordinary  infusion  is  used' and  charged,  the  price  would 
be  Id.  for  .the  infusion  and  id.  for  water  3iv. — total  ljt£.] 

G.  W.  H.  (216/5)  points  out  that  "sp.  rect."  is  on  the 
tariff,  and  3iv.  is  2d.,  not  2&d.,  as  we  said  last  week.

C.  &  O.  (215/30)  wants  to  know  if  a  dispensing-fee  may 
be  charged  for  each  of  the  following:  Emul.  ol.  morrh. 
B.P.C.,  ext.  malti  c.  ol.  morrh.  B.P.C.,  ol.  morrhuse,  and 
ext.  malti.  [We  do  not  consider  that  extract  of  malt  and 
cod-liver  oil  and  extract  of  malt  should  be  regarded  as 
liquids,  as  they  are  tariffed  by  the  pound,  and  solids  by 
weight  is  the  rule ;  hence  no  dispensing-fee  may  be  charged. 
This  is  apart  from  physical1  considerations.  The  dispensing- 
fees  provided  for  liquid  preparations  and  emulsions  may  be 
charged  in'  respect  to'  the  emulsion  of  cod-liver  oil,  but  not 
in  respect  to  cod-liver  oil  itself,  because  it  is  not,  strictly 
speaking,  "  a  preparation."]

3j.,  magnes.  carb.  gr.  x., 
aq.  ad  5j.  pro  dose.  Mist.  Rhei  was  also  ordered  by  the 
same  doctor  No.  doubt  a  rhubarb-and-soda  mixture.  See 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  and  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1912,  p.  230.

Questions  and  Answers. 

The  following  replies  to  correspondents  are  grouped  hers 
for  convenience  of  classification. 

Stock  Mixtures. — C.  E.  (206/8)  and  other  inquirers  are 
requested  to  read  the  first  editorial  article  in  our  Winter 
Issue,  in  which.it  is  shown  that  the  dispensing-fee  is  payable 
in  respect  to  stock  mixtures. 

Drugs  and  Medicines. — C.  J.  (206/33)  asks:  "  If  a  doctor 
orders  such  things  ,  as  Virol,  Panopepton,  Sanatogen,  or 
food-products  on  the  special  pink  form,  is  the  chemist  to- 
dispense  them  .as  drugs?"  [No.  The  Insurance  Com- 
mittees are  enabled  by  the  Act  and  Regulations  to  provide 
insured '  persons  with  drugs  and  medicines,  and  the  three 
articles  mentioned  are  not  legally  in  that  category.] 

Prescription-forms  not  Used. — Middlesex  (207/41)  asks: 
"  If  repeat  mixtures  are,  written  on  a  piece  of  paper,  and 
not  on  the  official  prescription-form,  will  the  Insurance- 
Committee  pass  the  account?  "  [It  is  not  required  to.  When 
this  happens  the  chemist  should  communicate  with  the  pre- 
scriber,  if  possible,  or  take  the  risk  of  dispensing  the  mix- 
ture and  getting  the  doctor  to  re-write  the  prescription  on 
an  official  form.] 

Choice  of  Doctor. — C.  /.  (206/33)  asks:  "If  a  favourite 
doctor  is  chosen  by  three-fourths  of  the  insured  persons,  in 
his  town,  and  other  doctors  a  small  proportion  only,  cait 
the  favourite  treat  all,  that  cdme  to  him,  or  is  he  limited  to. 
say,  2,000  ?  "  [Yes,  if  it  is  humanly  possible  for  him  so 
to.  do ;  but  we  daresay  the  Insurance  Committee  will  soon- 
find  out  that  it  is  not,  and  will  act  in  accordance  with  the 
powers  which  they  possess.] 

"Aqua,"  What  is ? — A.  E.  Mr.  (209/1)  and  other  corre- 
spondents ask  whether  distilled  water  should  be  used  when 
the    prescription    ends    with    "  Aquam    ad,"    the  word 
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"distilled"  not  being  mentioned.  [Yes,  and  charged  for.  We 
gave  the  reason  last  week,  but  arrangements  are  being 
entered  into  between  some  -doctors  and  chemists  to  dispense 
tap-water,  not  charging  for  it.  Such  arrangements  are 
legitimate,  and  not  illegal,  but  otherwise  the  proper  and 
legal  course  is  to  use  distilled  water  and  charge  for  it.] 
.  Puzzled  (215 / 45)  informs  us  that  he  has  interviewed  several 
medical  friends,  and  asked  them  what  they  mean  when 
ordering  "aqua"  in  a  prescription;  and  their  answer  is 
that  they  mean  tap-water,  and  would  order  aquse  destil.  if 
they  w-ished  it  to  bo  used.  Therefore  Puzzled  "  need  not 
charge  for  the  tap-water,  although  he  is  entitled  to.  This 
generosity  will  not  cost  him  much. 

Dispensing  during  Closing  Hours. — 0.  J.  (206/33)  asks: 
"Must  shops  which  shut  up  early,  and  entirely  on  Sundays, 
keep  someone  on  the  premises  always  to  attend  to  Insurance 
dispensing  in  case  of  need — i.e.,  are  '  shut  up  shops  '  in- 
eligible to  go  on  the  panel?"  (There  is  no  compulsion  in 
this  matter  at  all.  if  chemists  on  the  panel  desire  to 
dispense  Insurance  prescriptions  at  all  times  they  must  make 
arrangements  in  conformity  with  the  Shops  Act,  which, 
however,  does  not  apply  to  Sundays.  The  subject  is  dealt 
with  in  our  editorial  article.] 

Superintending  Dispensing. — C.  J.  (206/33)  asks:  "If  a 
large  business  employs  but  one  qualified  man  (whose  time 
must  be  fully  occupied  with  ordinary  business),  is  he  ex- 
pected to  be.  on  at  all  times  to  superintend  dispensing,  or 
must  the  firm  employ  another  qualified  man?"  [The  con- 
tract entered  into  by  the  business  with  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee provides  that  the  medicines  shall  be  dispensed  by 
or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  qualified  person,  and 
it  is  for  the  owner  of  the  business  to  see  that  the  contract 
is  conformed  with.  The  circumstances  mentioned  in  the 
question  appear  to  make  the  condition  impossible.  Neglect 
tq  dispense  or  supervise  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions  con- 
taining poisons  is  a  Pharmacy  Act  offence.] 

Visits  by  Insurance  Doctors. — /.  J.  (214/24)  asks:  "If 
an  indoor  servant  chooses  a  doctor,  and  the  employer  has 
an  objection  to  him,  can  the  employer  refuse  the  doctor's 
visits  to  his  house?"  [This  query  raises  a  question  of 
common  law,  and  does  not  strictly  relate  to  the  Insurance 
Act  at  all.  The  Act  does  not  appear  to  give  a  doctor 
authority  to  commit  a  trespass,  so  that  the  employer  can 
refuse  the  doctor  access  to  his  (the  employer's)  premises, 
and  if  the  doctor  then  enters  he  becomes  a  trespasser,  and 
the  employer  is  entitled  to  use  reasonable  force,  if  neces- 
sary, in  ejecting  him,  and  to  sue  him  for  damages.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  advise  the  employer  not  to  stop  the 
doctor's  visits  without  the  strongest  justification,  and  unless 
his  servant  can  receive  .medical  attendance  elsewhere  or 
by  another  doctor.] 

Poison-bottles. — T.  J.  C.  (208/17)  writes:  "According  to 
prescription-form  of  National  Health  Insurance,  poison- 
bottles  are  only  to  be  charged  for  '  Statutory  poisons.'  I 
had  a  lead-lotion  to  dispense,  and  naturally  used  a  poison- 
bottle.  Lead  not  bein<r  a  statutory  poison,  how  am  I  to  be 
paid  for  the  bottle?  The  tariff  says  poison-bottles  are  to  be 
charged  to  Insurance  Committee,  and  seems  to  be  at  variance 
with  prescription-form.  Incidentally,  are  all  lotions  and 
liniments  not  containing  statutory  poisons  to  be  dispensed 
in  mixture-bottles?"  [The  answer  to  the  question  is  that 
a  poison-bottle  used  for  lead  lotion  is  a  medicine-bottle, 
and  the  insured  person  can  be  required  to  deposit  its  value, 
to  be  returned  when  the  bottle  is  returned  in  a  clean  con- 
dition, and  not  until  then.  Insurance  Committees  are  not 
authorised  to  pay  for  poison-bottles  unless  for  statutory 
poisons,  as  stated.] 

Non-Dispensing  Panel.— D.  S.  0.  (214/42).— So  long  as  the 
official  forms  are  used  by  medical  practitioners  for  pre- 
scribing medicines,  we  are  bound  to  regard  them  as  pre- 
scriptions, the  filling  of  which,  so  far  as  medicines  aie 
concerned,  is  dispensinEr  as  it  is  ordinarily  understood. 
Conseciuently  the  terms  of  the  Act,  Section  15  (5,  iii),  exclude 
unqualified  pesons,  such  as  drug-store  keepers,  on  the  drug 
or  non-dispensing  panel  from  dispensing  these  prescriptions — 
even  for  such  things  as  boric  ointment.  Perhaps  "  meti- 
culous"  may  be  applied  to  this  interpretation,  but  it  is 
in  accordance  with  practice,  and  is  the  infprpretation  of  the 
law  in  Ireland,  where  the  disrjensing  of  medical  prescriptions 
is  confined  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  as  distinguished  from 
registered  druggists.'  Until  special  provision  is  made  bv 
the  regulations  for  the  ordering  of  medicines  from  unquali- 
fied persons,  we  consider  it  illegal  for  them  to  dispense 
preparations,  whether  they  require  compounding  or  not. 

Repe"^  Vtvtt-p.es.— Curious  (207/58).  Aqua  (208/57), 
T.  L.  N.  (207/71),  and  other  correspondents  are  anxious  to 
know  what  they  should  do  when  the  doctor  writes  simply 
"  Rept  mist."  ?  [We  can  only  reiterate  what  we  said  last 
week,  that  in  the  meantime  such  prescriptions  should  be  dis- 
pensed when  the  dispenser  is  quite  certain  what  the  doctor 


means.  This  may  not  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  letter 
of  the  Regulations,  but  it  is  the  practice,  in  Medicine  and 
Pharmacy  in  this  country,  and  the  Commissioners  and  In 
surance  Committees  have  no  desire  to  increase  the  burdens 
of  those  who  are  employed  in  the  administration  of  Medical 
Benefit  by  quashing  such  a  custom  as  the  "  repeat  mixture  " 
type.  This  is  a  well-established,  .  a  convenient,  and'  not 
dangerous  custom.  We  therefore  repeat  Our  suggestion  that 
the  prescriptions,  when  properly  authenticated  with  the 
doctor's  signature,  should  be  dispensed,  the  ingredients  of 
the  mixture  being  written  by  the  chemist,  at  his  leisure, 
upon  the  part  of  the  form  that  he  retains,  and  when  the 
account  is  rendered  reference  on  the  other  form  to  the 
original  prescription  (which  most  probably,  will  accompany 
it)  should  suffice  for  the  auditors.  Another  plan,  would  be 
to  write  the  ingredients  on  the  Committee's  form.]   .  > 

Dispensing  Experiences. 

Iieeis.-A  certain  proportion  of  Leeds  chemists  and 
doctors  are  still  working  in  most  uncomfortable  conditions 
of  rush,  but  matters  generally  are  quieting  down.  One 
doctor  announces  that  he  has  found  it  necessary  to  employ 
temporarily  a  staff  of  eight  clerks  to  deal  with  his  book- 
keeping. The  doctors  are  now  sending  more  reasonable  pre- 
scriptions; the  average  cost  seems  to  be  not  more  than 
6(2.,  though  one  prescription  came  to  4s.  bd.  Over  seven 
thousand  prescripcions  were  dispensed  by  Leeds  chemists  in 
the  first  week  cf  the  Medical  Benefit  section  coming  into 
force,  and  it  is  calculated  that  the  average  number,  when 
things  get  smoothly  running,  will  be  something  like  10,000  a 
week  in  winter,  reduced  in  summer,  possibly,  to  about  7,000. 
The  doctors  have  not  yet  commenced  the  special  marking 
of  urgency  prescriptions,  which  would  enable  the  chemist 
to  obtain  the  after-hours'  fee  for  prescriptions.  West  Riding 
doctors  _  are  making  efforts  to  get  the  power  of  emergency 
dispensing  at  an  extra  rate  of  bd.  per"  time,  which  action 
is  being  keenly  opposed  by  the  West  Riding  Pharmacists- 
Association. 

London.— Chemists  are  finding  the  Insurance  Act  a 
burden,  says  the  "  Standard  "  of  January  25,  one  East 
End  chemist  telling  a  representative :  "  When  you  have 
thirty  to  forty  persons  in  your  shop  at  once,  all  demanding 
their  prescriptions  immediately,  you  naturally  feel  inclined 
to  protest.  The  people  who  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
events  would  be  content  to  leave  their  prescriptions  and 
call  again  for  the  medicine  now  are  exceedingly  annoyed 
when  we  tell  them  that  they  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  turn. 
They  seem  to  think  that  it  is  a  Government  business,  which 
must  be  pushed  through  at  once.  These  are  the  same 
people  who  don't  mind  waiting  for  an  hour  or  more  in  a 
doctor's  surgery — or  perhaps  that  is  the  reason  why  they 
dislike  waiting  here.  The  trouble  about  insured  persons 
is  that  they  all  come  at  the  busiest  time  of  the  day — 
namely,  the  evening — and  in  a  small  shop  it  is  no  joke 
trying  to  attend  to  twenty  people  at  once.  The  prescrip- 
tions, too,  are  often  absurdly  insignificant.  If  they  have 
been  a  nuisance  to  doctors,  they  have  been  no  less  a 
nuisance  to  chemists." 

Manchester. -"  A  General  Practitioner"  has  written  to 
the  local  "  Daily  Mail  "  complaming  that,  some  chemists 
have  refused  to  accept  Insurance  prescriptions  marked 
"  rep't  mixt.,"  saying  they  have  no  time  to  look  up  the 
prescription  from  the  large  number  they  have  on  ■  their 
files.  Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd,  President  of  the  Manchester  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  in  an  interview  with  a  representa- 
tive of  the  above  newspaper,  said  he  personally  had  never 
refused  to  dispense  a  repeat  mixture,  but  this  vague  instruc- 
tion caused  much  unnecessary  trouble.  If  the  medical  men 
would  put  the  date  of  their  original  prescription  on  the 
repeat  order  it  would  facilitate  matters  considerably,  and 
also  obviate  the  risk  of  the  patient  getting  a  medicine  pre- 
scribed on  another  date.  Our  correspondent  says  this 
public  notice  seems  to  have  due  effect,  as  on  the  following 
day  he  received  four  repeat  orders  with  dates  indicated. 
The  chemists  in  the  working-class  districts  are  very  busy, 
and  the  number  of  prescriptions  is  steadily  increasing.  The 
unqualified  drusr-vendors,  whose  shops  abound  in  these 
districts,  have  dispensed  scores  of  scripts  for  which  they 
cannot  recover  payment.  Considerable  confusion  has  arisen 
through  some  doctors  writing  prescriptions  on  the  forms  of 
the  Lancashire  Insurance  Committee  when  Manchester 
forms  should  have  been  used.  There  are  few  late-fee  pre- 
scriptions about.  Doctors  are  forgetting  to  make  these 
"urgent."  One  Rusholme  chemist;  who  had  to  make  up  an 
Insurance  prescription  at  2  A.M.  had  this  done  on  the 
following  day. 

Nottingham.— A  correspondent  writes:  I  suppose  we  may 
now;  be  said  to  have  got  into  the  swing  of  Insurance  dis- 
pensing. In  this  distr'ct,  I  believe,  the  start  has  been  made 
w7ith  wonderful  smoothness,  excepting  such  minor  points  as 
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Ordering  non-tariff  appliances  and  non-tariff  drugs  on  green 
forms,  I  know  of  no  trouble.  I  have  myself  handled  about 
fifty  scripts  each  week,  but  I  have  heard  cases  of  both  much 
larger  and  much  smaller  numbers  being  dealt  with  per  shop. 
The  work  itself  has  been  extremely  simple.  I  have  had 
two  ointments  to  make  and  one  pink-script  drug  to  obtain; 
all  the  others  were  either  ordinary  mixtures  or  stock  pills 
and  ointments;  no  powders  to  weigh.  The  larger  part  of 
the  work  comes  in  between  6  and  8  p.m.,  and  is  waited  for, 
so  that  time  is  a  bit  rushed.  I  had  one  script  on  Sunday 
evening,  but  beyond  that  no  out-of -hours  work.  A  full  line 
of  solutions  is  a  great  aid.  Bandages,  etc.,  so  far  are 
dead  "off.'-' 

Sheffield.— One  of  the  problems  facing  local  chemists  is 
that  the  rush  of  insured  persons  occurs  in  the  evenings 
between  8  p.m.  and  9  p.m.  On  the  weekly  half-holiday, 
instead  of  opening  in  the  evening  for  only  one  hour,  many 
ehemists  are  finding  it  necessary  to  be  open  from  two  to 
three  hours.  The  number  of  insured  people  applying  for 
medicines  is  steadily  increasing,  certain  chemists  averaging 
already  from  eighty  to  ninety  a  day.  The  sale  of  proprie- 
tary .medicines  is  being  prejudicially  affected. 

After-hours  Arrangements. 

Acton.— The  chemists  on  the  Acton  and  District  dispens- 
ing panel  have  formed  a  rota  for  dispensing  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions on  Wednesday  evenings,  the  early-closing  day ;  the 
hours  are  from  6  to  9  p.m.  The  rota  came  into  operation  on 
January  29. 

Bootle.—  A  bold  stand  for  late  fees,  in  face  of  some 
opposition  on  the  part  of  the  local  Insurance  Committee, 
has  resulted  in  the  following  arrangement's : 
Up  to  9  p.m.  dispensing-fee  2d.      In  case  of  powders,  supposi-

Bury.— The  local  Chemists'  Association  have  issued  a 
notice  stating  that  shops  will  be  open  on  Sundays  from 
ft  to  7  p.m.  and  on  Tuesdays  from  6  to  8  p.m.  for  dispensing. 
A  rota  of  service  has  also  been  arranged. 

Chelmsford.—  An  insured  person  who  found  a  difficulty 
in  getting  a  prescription  made  up  on  early-closing  day  has 
complained  to  his  approved  society,  who  have  communi- 
cated with  the  Commissioners,  asking  whether  some  arrange- 
ment cannot  be  made  for  chemists  to  open  for  a  short 
specified  period  after  closing-time  on  the  half-holiday. 

Darling-ton.  —  It  has  been  arranged  that  the  doctors  will 
leave  all  dispensing  to  the  chemists,  the  latter  remaining 
open  half-an-hour  later  each  day. 

Derbyshire.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  December  24  Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard,  Secretary  of 
the  Derbyshire  Chemists'  Association,  again  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  an  extra  dispensing-fee  after  ordinary  hours.  He 
pointed  out'  that  Insurance  Commissioners  were  willing  to 
accept  this  principle.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  E.  C.  Barnes) 
said  the  resolution  recently  passed  on  the  point  was  to 
stand  for  three  months,  and  it  was  asking  too  much  to 
rescind  it  already.  Mr.  Peacock  observed  that  the  Com- 
mittee acted  in  a  more  parsimonious  spirit  than  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioners,  and  the  resolution  ought  to  be  put 
right.  The  Chairman  closed  the  matter  by  remarking  that 
it  would  be  premature  to  alter  the  present  position. 

Buddersfield.  —The  local  Chemists'  Association  held  a 
special  meeting  on  January  28  to  discuss  arrangements  for 
Insurance  dispensing  after  closing-hours.  Opinions  were 
favourable  to  a  rota  being  formed  in  each  district.  The 
matter  was  adjourned  in  order  that  further  experience  might 
be  obtained.  It  was  resolved  to  hold  a  special  meeting  on 
February  4  on  the  question  of  the  pricing  of  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions. A  letter  was  read  from  the  Huddersfield  Insur- 
ance Committee  announcing  that  an  extra  fee  of  2d.  for 
the_  dispensing  of  "urgent"  prescriptions  outside  the 
ordinary  hours  of  business  had  been  granted. 
XiOndon.— Parke's  Drug  Stores,  .Ltd.,  have  decided  to  re- 
open from  7  to  9  in  the  evenings  of  early-closing  days  for 
Insurance  dispensing  purposes,  also  to  open  three  hours  on 
Sunday  evenings.  It  is  expected  that  Boots'  shops  will  also 
open. 

Newport  (Won,).  —  Chemists  are  to  open  on  Thurs- 
day (the  early-closing  day)  from  6  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  for  Insur- 
ance dispensing,  etc. 

Northampton — A  meeting  of  the  Northampton  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  at  Franklin's  Hotel,  Northampton, 
■on  January  21.  Mr.  F.  C.  Ashford  (Vice-President)  pre- 
sided, and  there  were  also  present  ten  members  and  Mr. 
H.  Rolfe  (Hon.  Secretary).    Mr.  Ingle  proposed  that  ali 


pharmacists  (including  qualified  assistants)  in  Northampton 
should  be  invited  to  become  members  of  the  Association. 
This,  on  being  put  to  the  meeting,  was  carried  without 
dissent.  The  question  of  a  "late  fee"  for  dispensing  after 
hours  to  insured  persons  was  discussed.  Mr.  Ashford  said 
that  it  is  impossible,  as  yet,  to  tell  how  events  would  turn 
out,  as  many  people  have  not  got  their  medical  cards 
signed,  and  others  have  to  wait  hours  for  prescriptions ;  so 
that  until  the  Act  gets  into  complete  working  order  it  would 
not  be  fair  to  judge  of  its  ultimate  effect  on  chemists.  It 
was  agreed  that  no  action  should  be  taken  in  the  matter  at 
present. 

Paisley. — Chemists  have  agreed  that  one  chemist's  shop 
should  reopen  on  Tuesdays,  in  rotation,  from  6.30  p.m.  till 
8  p.m.  Dates  were  allotted  by  ballot  up  till  April  15.  Special 
cards  have  been  printed,  giving  full  information.  Each 
doctor  on  the  local  panel  will  receive  one  of  these  cards, 
and  every  chemist  has  agreed  to  show  a  card  in  his  window 
on  Tuesdays.  Mr.  Home,  who  began  the  arrangement  last 
Tuesday,  had  a  busy  time,  and  it  is  evident  that  the 
arrangement'  will  require  to  be  permanent. 

Pontypridd._The  following  extra  hours  have  been  in- 
stituted by  chemists :  Thursdays,  6  p.m.  to  8  p.m.,  and 
Sundays,  2  p.m.  to  4  P.M. 

Southport.—  At  a  meeting  of  the  Southport  Pharmacists' 
and  Assistants'  Association  on  January  21  Mr.  Righton  was 
in  the  chair,  and  there  were  also  present  fifteen  members. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  sub-committee  should  interview  the 
Insurance  Committee  to  obtain  permission  to  charge  a 
special  dispensing-fee  of  3d.  on  any  prescription  marked 
by  the  doctor  "  Urgent,"  if  presented  on  Monday,  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  or  Friday  after  8.30  p.m.,  or  before 
8.30  a.m.  ;  on  Saturdays,  after  9.30  p.m.  or  before  8.30  A.M. ; 
on  Sundays,  any  time  except  between  12  noon  and  1  P.M. 
and  between  8  p.m.  and  9  p.m.  It  was  also  decided  to  for- 
ward 21.  2s.  to  the  funds  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee. 

Dispensing  and  Drag  Arrangements. 

Bootle.— Mr.  Harold  Wyatt,  Ph.C,  has  managed  to  get 
better  terms  for  his  Bootle  confreres  than  for  the  _  neigh- 
bouring Liverpool  chemists.  The  price  of  infusions  is 
raised  to  Id.  per  3  oz.  or  part  thereof.  Linum  contus.  (fid. 
per  lb.)  has  been  inserted,  and  an  all-round  price  of  Ad. 
per  dozen  has  been  obtained  "  for  all  tablets  in  ordinary 
use,"  in  addition  to  those  on  the  tariff.  The  price  of  medi- 
cine and  poison  bottles  has  been  increased  to  2d.  for  all 
sizes  up  to  8  oz.,  and  3d.  for  over  8  oz.  Poison-bottles  up 
to  and  including  8  oz.  are  to  be  charged  2d.  Additional 
items  are :  Fine  carded  tow,  9d.  per  lb.  ;  oiled  protective 
(paper),  Is.  bd.  per  yard,  in  place  of  oiled  silk ;  holland 
(for  packing  splints,  etc.),  Ad.  per  yard. 

Bradford.— So  far  as  the  chemists  are  concerned, 
arrangements  are  working  very  smoothly.  At  Allerton  and 
Buttershaw  there  are  no  chemists,  and  the  doctors  are  dis- 
pensing as  well  as  prescribing  there. 

Derby.— A  meeting  of  the  Derby  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  at  the  Bell  Hotel  on  January  22.  Mr.  C.  W. 
Southern  presided  over  sixteen  members  and  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  Walter  Riley).  The  Secretary  reported  that  all 
the  members  of  the  local  association  had  joined  the  dispens- 
ing panel  except  one.  Among  the  questions  discussed  were 
stock  mixtures,  the  use  of  distilled  water,  and  hours  of  busi- 
ness. The  doctors  are  to  be  consulted  about  the  water 
question. 

Devon.— The  sub-committee  of  the  Devonport  Pharma- 
ceutical Insurance  Committee  (Messrs.  A.  J.  Ancliffe  (Pre- 
sident), S.  A.  Perkins,  W.  M.  Martin,  and  F.  W.  Broom) 
met  the  medical  men  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  on  January  22,  when 
several  suggestions  to  facilitate  working  Insurance  dispens- 
ing were  favourably  received.  The  question  of  "  repeat 
mixtures  "  was  also  discussed. — A  chemist  in  a  typical  in- 
dustrial centre  in  this  county  of  about  3,000  inhabitants 
(roughly,  1,000  insured  persons),  with  two  doctors  and  one 
chemist,  sends  us  the  following  details :  83  scripts  charged 
at  11.  14s.  ll^d.,  cost  lis.  9c7.  Average  selling-prices,  bd. 
each ;  profit  23s.,  including  fees — 2s.  3d.  per  day.  Highest 
number  in  one  day,  20.  He  says  the  percentage  of  scripts 
is  much  less  than  he  expected,  but,  being  practically  single- 
handed,  he  is  agreeably  surprised. 

Doncaster.— The  local  Association  of  Pharmacists  have 
compiled  and  published  "The  Doncaster  Pharmacopoeia," 
which  contains  twenty-one  popular  stock  mixtures.  Readers 
interested  in  the  same  can  obtain  a  copy,  post  free,  for 
Id.  from  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  W."  Stiles,  2  French 
Gate,  Doncaster. 

Hull.— Complaints  are  being  made  by  local  chemists  that 
some  of  the  doctors  on  the  panel  are  instructing  their 
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patients  to  take  their  prescriptions  to  certain  specified 
chemists. 

Isle  of  Wight.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee last  week  Alderman  Fellows  congratulated  the  phar- 
macists on  the  business-like  manner  they  had  dealt  with 
insurance  matters.  Dr.  Walker  stated  that  in  committee 
he  had  fought  for  division  of  the  floating  sixpence  equally 
between  medical  men  and  chemists,  but  was  unsuccessful. 
At  present  there  is  the  same  sort  of  peace  that  existed 
when  the  lamb  was  inside  the  lion. 

Leamington.— A  meeting  of  the  Warwickshire  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Rooms, 
Leamington,  on  January  22,  when  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Wool- 
cock  gave  an  address  on  the  National  Insurance  Act  and 
replied  to  inquiries.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr. 
Woolcock  for  his  visit. 

London  Assistants.— At  the  private  meeting  of  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  at  Newman  Street,  London, 
W.,  on  January  23,  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  attended,  and 
answered  questions  on  the  National  Insurance  Act. 

London  (W.).-Mr.C.  T.  Allen,  President  of  the  Western 
Pharmacists'  Association,  took  the  chair  at  a  meeting  of 
London  chemists  held  on  January  23  in  the  lecture-theatre 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C. 
There  was  an  attendance  of  over  a  hundred.  On  the  invita- 
tion of  the  President,  Mr.  E.  White  gave  an  address  regard- 
ing the  working  of  the  dispensing  arrangements  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act.  Mr.  B.  T.  Neathercoat  then  spoke, 
his  speech  consisting  of  answers  to  inquiries  which  he  had 
received  regarding  difficulties.  In  the  matter  of  stock  mix- 
tures, while  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  have  objectionable 
features,  it  may  be  necessary,  after  consultation  with  local 
medical  men,  to  agree  upon  certain  much  employed  mixtures. 
A  dispensing-fee  should  be  required  for  these.  In  the  cases 
where  doctors  write  simply  "  Rep.  mist."  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  chemist  to  write  the  formula  on  the  prescription- 
form  for  pricing  purposes.  Reasons  were  also  given  as  to 
why  the  drug-tariff  does  not  include  a  larger  list.  The  dis- 
pensing-fee for  things  outside  the  tariff  was  next  discussed, 
and  the  reasons  given  why  poison-bottles  are  to  be  paid 
for  by  Insurance  Committees.  Distilled  water  is  always  to 
be  used  when  "  Aqua  "  is  ordered  in  a  prescription.  Care 
must  be  exercised  in  the  supply  of  surgical  appliances,  as 
only  those  mentioned  in  the  tariff  will  be  paid  for  by  Insur- 
ance Committees.  The  position  was  explained  in  regard  to 
extra  dispensing-fees,  and  as  to  the  method  of  accountancy 
this  has  still  to  be  decided  by  Insurance  Committees.  A  form 
for  accounts  will  probaly  be  supplied,  and  monthly  returns 
required.  Mr.  Neathercoat  proceeded  to  answer  questions 
put  by  the  members,  the  following  being  some  of  the 
points  raised :  In  the  case  of  unsigned  prescriptions,  these 
should  be  returned  to  the  doctor  at  a  convenient  time  for 
signature.  Then  the  question  arose  as  to  dispensing-fees  for 
"  Troch.  sulph.  co.  xxiv.  "  ;  a  single  powder,  "  Pulv.  hyd„ 
subchlor.  gr.  j.,"  without  directions;  and  "Mag.  sulph. 
3j."  There  was  some  difference  of  opinion  on  this  matter, 
and  eventually  it  was  suggested  that  a  ruling  should  be 
obtained  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners.  It  was  thought 
that  in  cases  where  the  quantity  of  drug  is  below  a  certain 
number  of  grains  a  fee  might  well  be  charged.  The  use  of 
the  wrong  colour  prescription  blank  is  a  matter  for  arrange- 
ment with  the  doctor ;  a  little  tact  will  overcome  the  diffi- 
culty, but,  said  Mr.  Neathercoat,  remember  that  the  interests 
of  insured  persons  must  not  suffer.  The  incidence  of  the  Shops 
Act  was  also  raised,  as  well  as  the  question  of  what  price 
should  be  charged  for  proprietary  medicines.  Many 
interesting  experiences  were  given,  and  it  was  nearly  eleven 
o'clock  before  the  meeting  concluded. 

Middlesbrough.  —At  a  meeting  of  the  local  Insurance 
Committee  on  January  23  the  Mayor  (Mr.  A.  Mattison) 
observed  that  one  of  the  finest  features  of  the  Act  was  the 
fact  that  the  medical  men  would  not  dispense  drugs.  He 
also  said  the  suspense  fund  was  a  temptation  to  the 
doctor  not  to  give  the  patient  the  proper  drug.  He  would 
very  much  like  to  see  the  2s.  drug-money  promised  to  the 
doctors.  The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  medical  men 
did  not  anticipate  that  there  would  be  any  of  the  2s.  to 
spare. 

Norwich. — A  meeting  of  the  Norwich  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  held  in  the  parlour  of  the  C.E.Y.M.S. 
Rooms  on  January  22,  the  President  (Mr.  Percy  Robinson) 
in  the  chair.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners stating  that  they  would  sanction  an  extra  dis- 
pensing-fee for  those  prescriptions  marked  "  Emergency." 
This  additional  fee,  however,  should  not  in  any  case  exceed 
6d.,  and  only  applies  to  the  provisional  period.  The  Com- 
missioners would  not  be  willing  that  there  should  be  a 
minimum  charge  of  2d.  for  any  drug  or  chemical  where  no 
dispensing-fee  is  allowed.  Further,  they  would  not  be  pre- 
pared to  approve  the  proposal  that  prescriptions  for  insured 


persons  should  not  ordinarily  be  dispensed  during  a  speci- 
fied hour  in  the  afternoon.  The  meeting  requested  the 
President  and  Secretary  to  approach  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee and  press  for  a  minimum  charge  of  one  penny  for 
those  prescriptions  which  do  not  carry  a  dispensing-fee. 
A  complaint  was  received  that  a  local  doctor  was  not  writing 
prescriptions,  but  said  he  preferred  giving  his  patients 
medicine  free  of  charge  rather  than  have  the  trouble  of 
writing  them.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Norfolk  Insurance  Committee  drawing  his 
attention  to  the  matter,  and  asking  him  to  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee.  The  question 
of  a  rota  for  the  early-closing  day  being  formed  in  Norwich 
was  left  to  a  later  meeting.  It  was  agreed  that  aqua  destil- 
lata  should  be  used  in  prescriptions  and  charged  id.  up 
to  8  oz.  The  same  to  apply  to  aq.  camph.  and  aq.  chlorof. 
The  questions  of  giss.  being  charged  at  the  $j.  or  4-oz.  rate 
wa^s  then  dealt  with,  and  it  was  decided  that  where  the  tariff 
price  for  g  oz.  was  lower  than  3iss.,  the  -4  oz.  should  be 
charged  for  that  quantity.  Also  that  5  oz.  should  be  the 
charge  for  3iij.  It  was  agreed  not  to  advertise  in  connec- 
tion with  dispensing  under  the  National  Insurance  Act. 

Peebles  County  Insurance  Committee  intimate  that  the 
only  chemist  in  Innerleithen  refuses  to  go  on  the  panel. 
At  Walkerburn,  two  miles  away,  there  is  no  chemist,  and 
a  large  district  is  left  unprovided  for  as  regards  the  supply 
of  medicine  under  the  Act.  The  Committee  are  endeavour- 
ing to  make  suitable  arrangements. 

Stockton-on-Tees.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Stockton-on- 
Tees  Pharmacists'  Association  on  January  21,  Mr.  J.  M. 
Skilbeck  in  the  chair,  a  report  was  given  by  Mr.  T.  Salmon 
of  a  meeting  with  the  local  doctors,  when  matters  connected 
with  Insurance  dispensing  were  discussed.  The  doctors 
have  agreed  to  supply  medicine  in  urgent  cases,  which  arise 
on  Sundays  and  holidays,  but  it  was  .suggested  that  perhaps 
the  chemists  would  be  able  to  arrange  for  attendance  on  the 
evening  of  the  Thursday  half-holiday.  The  question  of 
stock  mixtures  was  discussed,  and  the  opinion  expressed  that 
the  medical  men  did  not  wish  chemists  to  lose  the  dispensing- 
fee.  Information  on  this  point  is  being  obtained  from  the 
Insurance  Commissioners. 

Thames  Valley.— A  long  discussion  on  insurance  dispens- 
ing points  took  place  at  the  _  meeting  on  January  28 
of  the  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists'  Association.  A  letter 
was  read  from  Mr.  Woolcock  regarding  the  offer  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  to  price  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions at  6d.  per  100.  The  question  of  hours  for  dis- 
pensing Insurance  prescriptions  was  fully  discussed,  and  as 
regards  obtaining  drugs  not  ordinarily  prescribed  it  was 
mentioned  that  a  London  wholesale  house  is  supplying  in 
small  quantities  proprietary  mixtures  to  suit  the  convenience 
of  any  pharmacist.  A  review  of  the  points  that  have  arisen 
in  dispensing  was  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  Higgs,  J.P.,  who 
said  he  had  received  many  inquiries  from  pharmacists, 
concerning  the  question  of  stock  mixtures.  Certain  doctors 
have  given  chemists  the  formulae  of  mixtures  which  they 
have  used  in  their  own  surgeries  for  their  patients,  and 
had  sent  insured  persons  to  these  chemists  to  get  their 
prescriptions  dispensed.  This,  said  Mr.  Higgs,  is  entirely 
against  the  spirit  of  the  Act,  which  gives  insured  persons 
free  choice  of  chemist.  Cases  have  occurred  where  trusses 
have  been  ordered  by  the  doctor,  and  many  of  those  present 
said  they  had  received  orders  for  articles  other  than  those 
on  the  tariff.  Mr.  Higgs  impressed  on  those' present  that 
the  Insurance  Committee  have  no  power  to  pay  for  extra 
appliances. 

Watford.— A  meeting  of  the  Watford  Pharmacists'  Asso 
ciation  was  held  on  January  22  at  the  Lime  Tree  Hotel, 
Watford,  the  President  (Mr.  C.  E.  King)  in  the  chair.  There 
were  present  fifteen  members  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr. 
D.  W.  E.  Barker).  Points  of  interest  concerning  the 
National  Insurance  Act  were  discussed,  and  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  write  to  the  Medical  Committee  for 
an  interview,  at  which  difficulties  could  be  discussed.  A 
sub-committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

Notes. 

A  circular  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee, signed  by  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  offers  to  price 
English  Insurance  prescriptions  at  6d.  per  hundred. 

The  Isle  of  Ely  Insurance  Committee  has  been  allowed 
to  appoint  two  whole-time  medical  practitioners  (without 
limitation  of  private  practice)  for  Wisbech  and  Chatteris 
respectively,  where  the  panels  were  inadequate. 

A  firm  of  chemists  in  Liverpool  who  have  not  gone  on 
the  "panel"  have  circularised  the  whole  of  the  medical 
profession  locally  to  the  effect  that,  although  not  On  the 
panel,    they  are    still   supplying    the   best    drugs  an<i 
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dispensing  prescriptions  as  heretofore,  with  .pure  chemicals 
and  best  ingredients. 

Mr.  F.  W. '  Broom,  •  Devonport,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
local  Association  of  Pharmacists,  hee  written  to  the  local 
Press  in  reply  to  "Dispenser,"  who  complains  of  the 
hardships  of  not  being  allowed  to  go  on  the  panel.  Mr. 
Broom  points  out  that  the  position  of  unqualified  com- 
pounders is'  improved  under  the  National  Insurance  Act. 

"John  Gore,"  in  writing  to  the  "Liverpool  Courier" 
of  January  24,  provoked  the  wrath  of  local  chemists  by  his 
reference  "  "lis  indeed  a  poor  prescription  that  does  not 
allow  the  chemist  to  make  the  price  of  a  farthing  bottle 
ever  and  above  the  profits  he  already  pockets."  This  when 
chemists,  are  supplying  on  the  deposit  system  bottles  cost- 
ing lyi.  for  Id.  !  He  was  soon  corrected. 

Pharmacy  Inspectorships. 
The  Insurance  Commissioners  for  England  have  changed 
the  form  of  their  acknowledgment  of  applications  or 
letters  addressed  to  them  by  chemists  for  appointments 
•as  Pharmacy  Inspectors  under  the  National  Insurance  Act. 
They  now  intimate  that  the  positions  under  the  Act  have 
all  been  filled  up,  and  any  that  may  become  vacant  in  the 
future  will  be  subject,  to  competitive  examination  con- 
ducted by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and  the  nature 
of  that  examination  has  not  yet  been  determined.  This 
will  perhaps  keep  chemists  and  chemists'  assistants  from 
bothering  the  Commissioners  with  communications  which 
have  to  be  read,  and  even  that  takes  time.  It  is  not 
difficult  to'  fill  up  .  a  busy  man's  day  with  reading  and 
replying  to  letters  alone,  and  even  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners and  their  immediate  assistants  have  other  work 
to  dp  ,than  that.

like  Cleopatra  in  her  barge,  beggars  all 
description.  I  have  as  yet  been  able  only  to  glance  through 
its  varied  contents,  but  in  all  its  seventy-eight  pages  of 
literary  matter  I  see  nothing  that  does  not  demand  atten- 
tion and  invite  comment.  The  advertisements  surpass 
those  of  all  previous  issues  in  attractiveness,  and  on  the 
strength  of  them  I  call  upon  Mr.  Courtenay  to  retract  his 
recent  declaration  that  the  "  lay-out  "  of  American  adver- 
tisements is  superior  to  that  of  our  English  artists  in  this 
kind.  But  the  feature  -which  stands  out  above  everything 
else  in  the  number  as  of  immediate  and  lasting  value  is 
your  pricing-table  for  Insurance  dispensing.  I  do  not 
agree  with  those  who  hold  that  charging  per  dose  would 
have  been  preferable  to  the  system  adopted,  though  it  is 
true  that  the  mere  trouble  would  have  been  less,  since 
it  would  have  been  nil.  Your  table,  however,  reduces  the 
trouble  to  the  minimum,  and  leaves  little  for  us  to  set  over 
against  the  advantages  of  pricing  by  cost.  Pharmacists 
should  be  thankful,  too,  for  being  reminded  that  it  is 
not  necessary  to  price  prescriptions  as  they  are  dealt 
with ;  the  trouble  will  again  be  diminished  by  doing  this 
en  masse.  It  is  astonishing  how  such  work  is  lightened  by 
repetition  while  the  mind  is  fully  occupied  with  it ;  one 
gathers  speed,  so  to  speak,  in  the  process,  and  the  memory 
attains  its  maximum  activity. 

Coca, 

the  first,  and  commercially  the  most  important  of  the 
drugs  dealt  with  in  the  interesting  article  in  your  Winter 
Number,  was  strangely  neglected  for  at  least  two  centuries 
after  its  first  discovery  by  Europeans.    First  mentioned 
by  an  English  writer  about  1616,  it  seems  to  have  attracted 
no  attention  among  us  until  it  was  exjjerimented  with  by 
Christison  forty  years  ago,  though  its  use  among  the 
natives   of   Peru   was   well  known.     In  Withrington's 
"  Natural  History  of  the  Spanish  Indies  "  (founded  on 
the  observations  of  the  Italian  Ursino  and  others)  it  is 
several  times  mentioned,  and  there  is  a  description  both 
of  the  plant  and  the  conditions  of  its  cultivation.  Nothing, 
however,  is  said  of  its  uses,  these  being  already  known 
from  the  accounts  in  Purchas  and  elsewhere,  but  it  is 
classed  with  fruits,  not  with  drugs.    Coca,  says  Withring- 
ton,  "  is  a  small  green  leaf  growing  upon  a  Tree  about  a 
fathom  high,"  requiring  "as  much  care,  in  the  Planting 
and  Dressing  as  the  leaf  itself  does  in  the  keeping  after 
it  is  gather'd  ;  but  it  has  the  remarkable  property  that 
every  4  Months  it  comes  forth  with  a  fresh  spring  of  those 
leafs."    He  adds  that  "  'tis  a  very  nice  tender  sort  of  a 
vegetable,  and  since  it  cost  the  lives  of  so  many  Men  to 
manage  it,  the  Spanish  Doctors  fell  into  hot  Disputes 
whether  it  should  be  quite  destroy'd  or  no."    This  loss 
of  life  he  attributes  partly  to  the  arduous  nature  of  the 
work  required,  and  partly  to  the  bad  weather  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  it  grew — that  is,  on  the  slopes  and  in  the 
valleys  of  the  Andes,  and  particularly  about  Lake  Titicaca. 
Potosi  and  Cuzco  are  mentioned  as  the  chief  centres  of 
the  trade  in  it,  the  price  at  the  former  being  four  pieces 
of  eight  (worth  about  4s.  each)  per  basket ;  at  the  latter 
from  two  to  three  pieces.    The  annual  turnover  at  Potosi 
he  gives  as  above  half  a  million  pieces.    I  do  not  know 
when  Withrington's  work  was  first  published,  but  it  is 
included  in  Harris's  "  Voyages  "  (1705).

A  New  Epoch  in  Pharmacy. 

V.  Complication. 

What  appears  in  the  thoughts  of  many  to  be  a  growing 
barrier  to  the  smooth  working  of  Insurance  Act  dispensing 
is  the  incidence  of  the  Shops  Act,  1912.    Some  believe  it 
to  be  a  genuine  complication,  and  in  proof  they  cite  the 
decisions  of  the  Liverpool  Magistrate.    It  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  f tamers  of  the  Shops  Act,  and  especially 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  were  careful  to 
ensure  that  the  public  should  be  able  at  any  reasonable 
time  to  obtain  medicines  amongst  other  things.    The  con- 
ditions upon  which  exempted  articles  may  be  sold  are 
provided  by  regulation,  and  the  health  interests  of  retailers 
of  exempted  articles  are  safeguarded  by  the  statutory 
provision  which  enables  them  to  obtain  a  closing  order. 
The  effect  of  such  a  closing  order  for  chemists  under 
Section  4  of  the  Act,  without  reference  to  the  special 
provisions  of  Section  10,  is  to  wipe  out  the  exemption  as 
regards  medicines  and  medical  and  6urgical  appliances, 
and  to  place  upon  the  retailers  of  these  during  closing 
hours  the  onus  of  proving  that  the  articles  are  required  in 
the  case  of  illness.    This  is  illustrated  in  the  Liverpool 
case,  which  we  report  more  fully  this  week.  -  There  the 
magistrate  has  ruled  that  the    retailer    must  ascertain 
before  he  sells   an  article   that   an    illness  exists  to 
be  treated,  and    he  ignores  the  fact  that  the  article 
sold    is    a    medicine — i.e.,    something   for   the  preven- 
tion, cure,  or  relief  of  an  ailment.    We  submit  that  this 
latter  consideration  is  reasonable  ground  for  believing 
that,  e.g.,  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  is  required  in  the  case 
of  illness,  but  the^e  are  differences  of  legal  opinion  on 
this  point,  and  it  may  yet  have  to  be  determined  by  the 
High  Court,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  has  not  power  to 
interpret  the  terms  of  the  Act  in  such  a  way  as  to  make 
it  binding.    As  the  law  is  interpreted  by  the  Liverpool 
magistrate,  no  chemist  in  Liverpool  areas  affected  by  the 
Closing  Order  can  keep  his  shop  open  during  the  closing 
hours  of  the  half -holiday  in  order  to  receive  and  dispense 
Insurance  Act  prescriptions,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Act  to  prevent  such  Liverpool  chemists  shutting  the  shops 
and  intilmating  by  placard  oir  otherwise  that  a  qualified 
chemist  is  in  attendance  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  on 
ringing  the  bell  or  knocking  at  the  door.    But  it  is  to 
be  clearly  understood  that  the  act   of    dispensing  and 
serving  the  medicine  to  the  customer  in  the  shop  is, 
;trictly  speaking,  an  offence,  and  all  that  Section  4  (7) 
does  is  to  provide  the  defence  if  any  action  is  taken  against 
a  chemist.    We  presume  the  magistrate  would  consider 
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an  Insurance  Act  prescription  to  be  reasonable  ground  for 
belief  that  the  article  supplied  was  required  in  the  case 
■of  illness,  but  another  magistrate  might  require  proof  of 
every  little  thing,  and  might  noi  be  disposed  to  rule  that 
the  attendance  of  a  medical  man  upon  an  insured  person 
and  giving  a  prescription  are  proof  of  illness.    It  is 
rational  surmise,  not  strict  proof  of  fact.    By  Section  10 
of  the  Act  there  i6  none  of  this  complication  with  regard 
to  dispensing  on  early-closing  days,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  are  working  quite  satisfactorily  in  thousands  o 
.chemists'  shops  throughout  the  country  where  no  closin 
■order  has  been  made.      The  chemists  close  in  such 
manner  as  to  enable  most  of  the  staff  to  have  their  half 
holiday,  while  the  regulation  notices,  such  as  we  print 
are  exhibited  inside  and  outside  the  shops,  so  that  if 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  are  required 
they  may  be  supplied.      In  such  cases  the  whole  onus 
placed  upon  chemists  is  that  the  articles  which  they  sell 
are  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances,  and 
they  have  not  the  onus  of  proving  that  they  are  required 
*'  in  the  case  of  illness."     As  it  is  most  desirable  that 
•chemists  should  have  as  much  freedom  as  possible  in  dis- 
pensing Insurance  Act  prescriptions  at  all  times,  it  will 
be  noted  that  the  complication  of  the  Shop6  Act  can  only 
■exist  when  chemists  deliberately  and  of  their  own  initiative 
move  under  Section  4  to  have  the  exemption  provided  by 
the  Act  suspended  by  a  closing  order.    We  know  that  in 
the  few  cases  in  which  such  orders  have  been  obtained 
the  objects  were  mainly  to  ensure  uniformity  of  practice 
in  particular  districts,  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  that 
should  be  continued.    It  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that 
■closing  orders  of  the  same  nature  will  be  sought  for  hence- 
forth, and  we  again  call  attention  to  the  special  provisions 
•of  Section  10  as  regards  "mixed  6hops,"  so  that  full  use 
may  be  made  of  these  provisions  by  having  conditions 
specified  in  the  order  which  will  preclude  the  possibility 
■of  local  authorities  placing  upon  chemists  the  onus  of  prov- 
ing that  exempted  articleswhich  they  haveeold  are  required 
in  the  case  of  illness.    We  understand  that  the  authorities 
have  no  power  to  make  closing  orders  under  Setion  10,  as 
they  must  be  made  under  Section  4,  but  all  that  we  ask  is 
that  the  provisions  of  Section  10  may  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration when  drafting  the  terms  of  the  order  under 
Section  4.    We  again  call  attention  also  to  the  fact  that 
the  latter  section,  60  far  as  chemists  are  concerned,  applies 
only  to  shops  in  which  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  only  are  sold.    Chemists'  shops  are  "  mixed  " 
almost  without  exception. 


Cascara  Sagrada, 

Rodney  H.  Trve,  Ph.D.,  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  has 
been  investigating  the  contributions  of  America  to  the 
world's  materia  medica,  and  has  lately  dealt  in  a  pamphlet 
with  cascara  sagrada,  which  is  reprinted  in  the  "  Phar- 
maceutical Era."  He  deals  briefly  with  the  commercial 
history  of  the  drug,  about  which  much  has  already  been 
written,  but  with  changing  conditions  as  regards  sources 
of  the  bark  during  the  past  decade  or  so,  one  or  two 
facts  deserve  emphasis.  Formerly  Northern  California  and 
Oregon  supplied  the  market,  but  as  the  price  of  bark  fell, 
and  the  distance  of  the  supply  from  points  of  transpor- 
tation increased,  the  results  were  not  sufficiently  profit- 
able, and  the  more  convenient  supplies  of  Washington 
>-5tate  were  drawn  on  to  an  increasing  degree.  It  would 
now  appear  that  the  centre  of  gravity  for  the  cascara 
iuemess  is  now  in  that  State,  while  interest  concerning 


the  supply  to  be  found  in  British  Columbia  is  beginning 
to  develop.  There  is, '  therefore,  a  prospect  of  cascara 
becoming  a  British  drug,  and  the  question  of  the  north- 
ward extent  of  the  range  may  have  a  very  important 
bearing  on  the  future  of  cascara.  Dr.  True  states  that 
the  tree  is  reported  as  far  north  as  the  northern  end  of 
Vancouver,  and,  if  abundant,  should  furnish  a  large  new 
supply  when  transportation  facilities  are  available.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  in  1903  the  price  of  cascara  went 
up  to  about  90s.,  and  this  extreme  figure  led  many  to 
believe  that  wasteful  methods  of  peeling  had  so  far 
reduced  the  available  supply  of  bark  as  to  cause  an  actual 
shortage,  but  subsequent  events  have  proved  that,  what- 
ever the  causes  in  operation  might  have  been,  the  supply 
of  cascara  was  not  then  seriously  threatened.  In  fact,  it 
may  be  said  that  the  expected  shortage  threatened  a 
decade  ago  has  been  postponed  year  after  year,  and  the 
question  arises  as  to  whether  the  supply  has  not  been 
underestimated.  A  careful  study  of  the  situation  as  it 
exists  in  British  Columbia  is  evidently  necessary  to  the 
clearing  up  of  this  problem.  Meanwhile,  if  we  are  to 
derive  supplies  from  that  source  in  time  to  come,  it  would 
be  thought  that  the  scarcity  of  labour  and  the  distance 
from  the  railroads  would  undoubtedly  keep  the  cost  of 
collecting  high.  On  the  question  of  labour,  Dr.  True 
states  : 

Other  factors  aside  from  that  of  supply  influence  the  bark 
harvest.  A  considerable  part  of  the  bark  supply  is  gathered 
by  farmers  and  their  families,  homesteaders,  and  others 
who  are  able  to  take  a  part  of  their  time  from  their  ordinary 
employment  for  the  gathering  of  bark.  When  conditions 
require  the  presence  of  the  gatherers  at  home,  or  about 
their  work  elsewhere  than  in  the  woods,  the  price  of  the 
bark  must  feel  the  result.  Thus  the  importation  of  labourers 
to  San  Francisco  to  rebuild  the  city  after  the  earthquake 
was  apparently  reflected  in  the  reduced  quantity  of  bark 
peeled  at  that  time  and  the  consequent  rise  in  price. 

As  regards  exports  from  the  United  States  no  official 
statistics  are  available,  and  other  sources  of  information 
leave  much  to  be  desired.  Experts  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  total  crop 
is  shipped  abroad.  The  United  Kingdom  is  one  of  the 
largest  consumers,  and  Germany  is  second,  while  a  large 
quantity  is  also  shipped  direct  to  Australia.  Last  year 
proved  very  disappointing  and  unprofitable  to  most  people 
handling  the  drug  in  a  wholesale  way  on  this  side,  and 
many  who  pinned  their  faith  on  information  circulated 
by  canned-goods  houses  and  others  found  that  the  market 
persistently  sagged  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 
This  downward  trend  of  prices,  which  is  shown  in  the 
following  table,  was  aggravated  by  frequent  sales  of 
parcels  "without  reserve"  at  the  London  auctions.

Judging  from  the  London  monthly  statement  of  drugs, 
it  would  appear  that  the  turnover  during  1912  has  not 
been  so  large  as  that  during  1911,  the  deliveries  for  the 
year  being  145  tons,  as  compared  with  173  tons  in  1911, 
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or  28  tons  less.  On  the  other  hand,  the  stock  was  17  tons 
lees  at  the  close  of  the  year,  standing  at  275  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  292'  tons,  while  the  landings  for  the  year  were 
117  tons,  or  37  tons  more  than  in  1911.  These  figures, 
however,  are  only  approximate,  and  do  not  reflect  the 
actual  statistics  of  consumption,  as  the  purchases  of. 
several  large  users  who  buy  direct  at  the  points  of  collec- 
tion or  at  New  York  are  not  included.  Recent  shipments 
which  have  been  received  in  London  in  fulfilment  of  c.i.f. 
contracts  have  proved  to  be  partly  of  inferior  quality,  and 
this  nas  given  rise  to  trouble. 


As  in  a  Mirror. 

The  extraordinary  demand  for  assistants  occasioned  by 
the  transference  of  dispensing  from  doctors  to  chemists 
■under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Insurance  Act'  i6 
shown  by  the  increased  number  of  advertisements  in  the 
Coloured  Supplement  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist. This  Supplement,  which  is  a  true  mirror 
of  the  changes  which  are  taking  place  in  the  drug 
trade,  last  week  exceeded  by  a  large  number  a  previous 
record  in  ,  advertisements,  again  proving  that  when  assis- 
tants or  situations  are  wanted  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist is  the  first  thought  and  natural  resort  of  pharmacists. 
Good  men  are  being  promptly  taken  off  the  situations 
market,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  there  is  a  large  number 
of  doctors'  dispensers  ready  for  absorption,  there  would 
have  been  something  like  a  famine  in  assistants.  An 
attempt  is  being  made  in  Parliament  to  represent  that 
doctors'  dispensers  are  being  hardly  used  as  a  consequence 
of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  but. a  glance  through  the 
numerous  advertisements  in  our  Coloured  Supplement 
should  be  sufficient  to  dispel  the  idea,  as  the  opportunities 
for  employment  are  more  numerous  than  they  have  been 
before  in  the  present  decade.      1  ■  •

The  New  Drug  Showrooms. 

AS  intimated  in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  <£•  D. ,  the  re- 
moval of  the  crude  drugs  from  the  Crutched  Friars 
Warehouse  to  the  Cutler  Street  Warehouses,  London,  is 
now  an  accomplished  fact,  and  the  reception  and  delivery 
of  goods  is  taking  place  in  the  usual  routine  manner.  Con- 
sidering that  over  five  hundred  tons  of  drugs,  comprising 
sarsaparilla,  aloes,  ipecacuanha,  gamboge,  myrrh,  calumba, 
dragon's  blood,  essential  oils,  quinine,  and  so  on,  have- 
been  expeditiously  removed  and  safely  housed  without  in- 
curring any  expense  to  the  owners,  a  word  of  praise  is 
due  to  the  officials  of  the  Port  of  London  Authority  on  the 
successful  completion   of  their  arduous  task.      By  the 
courtesy  of  that  body  we  are  enabled  to  reproduce  two 
illustrations  of  the  new  showrooms,  which  were  taken  on 
Wednesday,  January  22,  when  the  first  "  inspection  "  took 
place.    The  fog  which  prevailed  on  that  day  somewhat 
hampered   our  "one-eyed  friend"   (the  camera)  in  the 
execution  of  his  duty,  but  the  pictures  give  a  good  general 
idea  of  the  new  quarters.  ,  Two  of  these  photographs  are 
reproduced  on  the  following  page.    The  first  picture  shows 
a  fine  display  of  Johore  ipecacuanha  and  Sumatra  benzoin ; 
while  on  the  extreme  left  Zanzibar  aloes  in  skins  is  seen. 
The  "show,"  however,  was  small,  representing  new  goods- 
only.    There  were  quite  a  number  of  buyers  present,  and. 
they  were  kind  enough  to  stand  while  the  exposure  was 
made.    Unconsciously  they  divided  themselves  into  three 
groups,  the  centre  one  comprising  Mr.  Alfred  Lambert 
(French  &  Plucknett),  his  market-clerk,  Mr.  Groom,  they 
being  nearest  the  foreground.    Mr.  Percy  E.  Anderson, 
drug  merchant,  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Henry  Wheeler 
and  Mr.   Arthur  Wheeler  (Henry  Wheeler  &Son)  are- 
immediately  behind.

Hymans,  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb  (Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb, 
Ltd.),  Mr.  J.  Bamford  Smith  (Clarke  &  Smith),  and  Mr/ 
James  Weare  (warehouse  foreman')  with  the  peak  cap. 
The  group  on  the  left  comprises  the  C.  <£■  D.  representa- 
tive in  the  foreground,  Mr.  G.  Bult  Francis  (British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.),  Mr.  F.  T.  Dodge  and  Mr.  A.  O. 
Booth  (Dodge  &  Olcott  Co.),  Mr.  Cook  (Welch  &  Horner), 
Mr.  Gerald  Gerhardt  and  Mr.  Mysani  (C.  F.  Gerhardt)  -T 
and  Mr.  Varrall  (warehouse  manager),  Mr.  Meinertzhagen 
and  Mr.  S.  Gordon  are.  on  the  extreme  right  of  the  pic- 
ture.   The  second  photograph  is  a  view  of  the  rhubarb 
room,  which  immediately  adjoins  the  heavy-drug  room. 
This  will  also  serve  as  an  "  overflow  "  when  more  space 
is  required  for  the  fortnightly  display  in  the  large  room. 
The  group  of  buyers  shown  is  the  same  as  in  the  first  pic- 
ture with  the  addition  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Drysdale  (who  is  the 
foremost  figure)  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Auburn,  the  rhubarb  fore- 
man.     Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Verrall  (warehouse 
manager),  a  C.  &  D.  man  made  a  short  tour  of  inspection 
of  a  part  of  the  Cutler  Street  warehouses,  which  afforded 
a  glimpse  of  the  vast  wealth  which  is  stored  in  the  City 
of  London.    It  need  hardly  be  said  that  drugs  comprise  • 
but  a  very  small  proportion  of   the   valuable  products 
6tored  at  the  warehouses,  which  are  the  largest  of  the  . 
four  establishments  in  the  City  district  possessed  by  the 
Port  of  London  Authority.    The  buildings  are  another 
relic  of  the  East   India  Company,  '  cover  five  acres  of 
ground,  and  provide  storage  room  for  over  20,000  tons  ; 
of  goods.    Tea  is  one  of  the  principal  articles  stored,  and 
considerable  quantities  are  packed  here   into   tins  and 
packets  of  various  weights  for  sale  by  dealers  for  export. 
Ostrich  feathers  are  another  important  product  stored, 
shown,  and  "  worked  "  here,  no  fewer  than  nineteen  large 
rooms  being  devoted  to  this  single  article,  the  stock  of 
which  represents  250,000/.  ;  while  the  value  of  the  feathers  . 
annually  sold  is  aoout  one  million  .  sterling.  Valuable 
Oriental  carpets,  raw  silk  and  cotton-piece  goods  (from  -> 
China,  Japan,  and  India),  bird-skins,    China-ware,  and 
Japan- ware  are  among  other  products  stored  at  Cutler 
Street.  •  * 
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"  Patents  "  Inquiry. 


T  AST  week  we  reported  the  evidence  which  Sir  Joseph 
Jj  Beecham  gave  on  January  23  before  the  Select  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  House  of  Commons  to  inquire 
into  the  sale  of  patent  and  proprietary  medicines  and 
medical  preparations  and  appliances,  and  advertisements 
relating  thereto.  This  week  we  deal  in  greater  detail 
than  was  possible  in  our  Winter  Issue  with  the  cross- 
examination  to  which  Sir  Joseph  Beecham  was  subjected. 

The  Chairman :  Would  you  desire  to_  tell  us  anything 
.about  the  origin  of  the  formula  of  the  pills? 

Witness,  with  a  smile,  replied  :  That  is  too  far  back  for 
ane. 

It  is  not  within  your  knowledge  on  what  medical  authority 
this  formula  was  first  made  up  ? — I  have  no  idea ;  but  as 
'far  as  I  remember  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  formula 
•of  Beecham's  pills.    I  inherited  it  with  the  business. 

Sir  P.  Magnus :  Do  you  consider  the  analysis  of  Beecham's 
pills  given  in  "Secret  Remedies"  is  inaccurate? — It  is 
inaccurate. 

For  the  reason  suggested  by  the  Chairman :  that  there 
are  other  ingredients  in  it  besides  those  mentioned  in 
■"  Secret  Remedies"  ? — Yes. 

The  ingredients  here  mentioned  are  contained  in  the 
pills  ? — One  of  them  is. 

Do  you  mean  only  one;  perhaps  you  are  not  prepared 
to  answer  that  ? — If  you  don't  mind,  I  would  prefer  not. 

Sir  Philip  then  inquired  whether  the  alterations  made 
in  the  circular  about  Beecham's  pills  were  in  consequence 
of  the  statements  in  "  Secret  Remedies,"  and  Sir  Joseph 
replied  that  the  circular  was  revised  some  years  before 
that  book  was  issued.  Witness  further  stated  that  he  con- 
sidered the  statements  in  the  circular  correct,  and  that  the 
pills  would  be  of  assistance  in  promoting  the  action  of  the 
"kidneys  and  also  in  bringing  about  the  effects  referred  to 
in  the  circular  under  the  heading  ' '  Advice  to  Females  of 
All  Ages."  Questions  were  then  put  regarding  the 
morphine  in  the  cough-pills. 

Sir  Philip  Magnus  asked :  Did  you  take  out  the  morphine 
from  all  the  pills? — We  took  it  all  out,  replied  the  witness. 

Are  all  the  pills  made  up  of  the  same  ingredients? — Oh, 
yes. 

Mr.  Lynch  then  took  witness  in  hand,  and  began  by  asking  : 
What  was  your  father  ? — He  was  a  druggist. 

Were  the  pills  the  result  of  a  therapeutic  discovery  ?-  - 
I  should  say  he  discovered  the  particular  combination. 

Mr.  Lawson  :  He  discovered  the  money  value  ? — That  came 
in  time. 

Mr.  Lynch :  Will  you  say  what  your  father  really  did 
"fco  entitle  him  to  any  special  protection  ? — He  introduced 
the  medicine  of  Beecham's  Pills  to  the  public,  he  registered 
the  name  as  a  trade-mark,  and  I  think  the  business  is  entitled 
to  protection. 

What  is  the  annual  turnover  of  Beecham's  pills? — I  don't 
think  it  is  necessary  to  give  any  figures ;  but  I  may  say 
this,  that  I  believe  my  business  is  by  far 

The  Largest  of  its  Kind  in  the  Wobld. 
Including  Sundays,  considerably  over  a  million  Beecham's 
pills  are  sold  per  day. 

The  Chairman  :  What  do  a  million  pills  weigh  in  round 
figures  ?  (Laughter.) 

Witness  could  not  say,  but  he.  told  the  Committee  the 
approximate  weight  of  the  pills  sold  last  year  was  fifty  tons. 

Mr.  Lynch :  What  is  the  weight  of  material,  there  must 
be  waste  of  some  sort? — No;  that  is  the  weight  of  material. 

Mr.  Lynch  made  a  rapid  calculation,  and  said  that  repre- 
sented a  turnover  of  about  360,000?.  a  year. 

Witness :  I  do  not  think  that  is  very  far  out. 

Mr.  Lynch  then  inquired  whether  the  ingredients  used  are 
■of  British  or  foreign  origin  ? — "Mostly  of  foreign  origin," 
replied  Sir  Joseph. 

All  you  do  is  compounding.  What  weight  of  soap  do  you 
use  ? 

The  Chairman  :  You  are  entirely  at  liberty  to  answer  that 
question  or  not. 

Sir  Joseph  Beecham:  I  decline  to  say. 

Mr.  Lynch :  Is  the  soap  of  foreign  origin  ? — IF  they  con- 
tain soap,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  matter  whether  it  is 
"German  or  British. 

Further,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Lynch,  witness  said  that  he 
spent  last  year  100,000?.  in  advertising  all  over  the  world. 
The  sale  of  the  pills  is  increasing. 

Mr.  Lynch :  You  said  you  did  not  know  the  composition 


of  Beecham's  pills? — Witness  (astonished):  I  don't  know? 
I  have  known  for  fifty  years. 

Mr.  Lynch  then  asked  a  few  questions  regarding  the 
presence  or  absence  of  morphine  from  the  cough-pills,  and 
witness  said  that  the  statement  in  the  circular  was  altered  as 
soon  as  the  error  was  discovered. 

Was  the  alteration  made  after  a  consultation  of  the 
directors  ? — There  are  no  directors.  Only  one  person  knew 
that  the  alteration  had  been  made  in  the  pills,  and  he  called 
my  attention  to  the  statement  in  the  circular. 

Mr.  Lynch :  You  say  the  amount  of  morphine  is  trivial, 
yet  important.  Is  there  anything  to  show  that  the  pills 
contain  poison  ? — A  minute  quantity  is  not  required  to  be 
labelled  poison. 

Mr.  Lynch  then  launched  out  into  a  series  of  questions 
as  to  the  various  kinds  of  coughs,  including  that  resulting 
from  heart-disease,  but  witness  would  not  give  his  opinion 
on  these  medical  questions.  Next  Mr.  Lynch  returned  to 
the  alterations  in  the  circular.  Witness  said  it  was  brought 
up  to  date  on  the  death  of  his  father,  who  had  not  wished 
alterations  to  be  made  in  his  lifetime.  The  ingredients 
were  not  changed,  and  the  only  alterations  in  the  circulars 
were  changes  in  the  form  of  language.  Mr.  Lynch  then 
referred  to  the  paragraphs  headed  "  Secret  Maladies,"  and 
witness  pointed  out  that  no  claim  was  made  to  cure  those 
diseases.  In  regard  to  menstrual  derangements  Sir 
Joseph  explained  that  Beecham's  pills  are  useful  in  com- 
bating the  constipation  which  is  a  feature  with  women 
at  certain  periods. 

Mr.  Bathurst  :  Is  there  any  reason  why  that  statement 
should  not  be  substituted  for  what  is  given  in  the  circular ; 
it  would  be  less  misleading? — The  circular  is  not  mis- 
leading. , 

Mr.  Lynch  :  Are  not  the  terms  of  your  advertisement  left 
vague  and  general  so  that  you  can  profit  by  it  and  work 
on  the  fears  and  ignorance  of  the  public  to  induce  them 
to  buy  the  pills  ? — Oh,  no.  The  person  who  sees  the 
circular  has  already  bought  a  box  of  pills. 

Mr.  Lyjnch  :  Which  has  the  greatest  weight  with  you— 
profit  or  the  health  of  the  public  1  ' 

The  Chairman  :  That  is  not  a  fair  form  of  question. 

Mr.  Lynch :  Are  your  advertisements  revised  by  an 
expert  physiologist  or  medical  man  ? — Some  of  the  state- 
ments are  made  on  the  advice  of  a  qualified  medical  man, 
whose  name  he  declined  to  mention. 

The  Chairman  then  made  a  statement  that  he  thought 
the  witness  was  in  error  in  saying  that  the  proportion  of 
morphine  in  the  cough-pills  was  influenced  by  the  Delve 
case  in  1893 — i.e.,  the  de  minimis  non  curat  lex  decision. 
As  far  as  he  could  see,  that  case  did  not  touch  the  point. 

The  Committee  adjourned  for  luncheon. 

After  Luncheon. 

At  2.25  p.m.  Sir  Joseph  Beecham,  attended  by  Mr. 
Glover,  was  admitted  to  the  Committee-room  by  the 
members'  door.  After  twenty-five  minutes'  discussion  in 
private,  the  public  were  admitted.  Mr.  Lynch  resumed 
his  questioning,  and  asked  witness  if  he  objected  to 
omitting  in  the  English  circular  the  paragraph  relating  to 
"  Secret  Maladies."  Witness  said  this  would  not  matter 
much.  Mr.  Lynch  hinted  that  the  name  "Beecham  "  on 
the  medicine-stamp  suggested  that  the  Government 
endorsed  the  pills.  Witness  replied  by  reading  the  words 
"  No  Government  guarantee"  on  the  stamp  itself. 

Witness,  in  replying  to  Mr.  Lawson,  had  again  to  assure 
the  Committee  that  the  formula  for  Beecham's  pills  had 
never  been  changed,  and  that  it  is  not  given  in  "  Secret 
Remedies."  Mr.  Lawson  asked  if,  taking  into  account 
establishment  expenses  and  advertisements,  other  firms 
could  manufacture  a  standard  substance  such  as  these 
pills  at  a  lower  price  with  a  reasonable  rate  of  profit. — 
Witness  said  they  might  if  he  did  the  advertising.  In 
reply  to  another  question  concerning  the  connection 
between  price  charged  and  advertising,  witness  said  that 
boxes  of  pills  made  up  in  Manchester,  Glasgow,  and  Liver- 
pool from  the  formula  in  "  Secret  Remedies  "  were  charged 
Is.,  Is.  9d.,  and  2s.  6d.  The  Chairman  did  not  see  what 
connection  this  had  to  do  with  the  price  of  Beecham's  pills. 

Mr.  Lawson :  You  want  to  show  that  the  ordinary  phar- 
macist making  up  that  prescription  would  charge  that  prico 
for  it?— Yes. 

Of  course,  manufacturing  on  the  scale  you  do,  by  the  ton, 
you  are-  able  to  do  it  at  a  considerably  less  price  ? — Yes. 
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Mr.  Lawson  next  asked  if  many  doctors  prescribe 
Beecham's  pills ''—Witness  said  ho  could  not  name  indi- 
vidual cases,  but  he  knew  they  do  recommend  them.  A 
Harley  Street  physician,  when  told  by  a  patient  he  was 
taking  Beecham's  pills,  had  said:  "Yes.  They  are  a 
good  thing."  At  St.  Helens  a  doctor  had  called  at  the 
works  for  -a  supply.  .,' 

Mr  Lawson  concluded  by  asking  if  witness  thought  as  a 
matter  of  goodwill  he  is  entitled  to  the  sole  use  of  the 
formula  ?—  Witness  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  Newton  asked  :  To  what  extent  would  your  trade 
be  damaged  if  the  advertisements  were  confined  to  holding 
out  Beecham's  pills  as  a  remedy  for  constipation.— Witness 
said  he  could  not  form  any  idea.  Sir  Joseph  also  said 
the  "Secret  maladies"  paragraph  is  not  of  much  value 
commercially,  and  he  could  guess  only  at  the  loss  which 
would  follow  the  deletion  of  "  The  advice  to  females  of  all 
ages." 

Mr.  Newton  asked  if  the  alterations  in  the  circular  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  Australian  Government  had 
been  a  matter  of  scratching  out  details.  Witness  answered 
that  the  alterations  had  all  related  to  one  paragraph,  and, 
though  it  had  not  been  necessary,  he  thought  that  he 
might  as  well  omit  the  paragraph  altogether. 

Mr.  Bathurst  asked  if  it  would  not  be  better  to  modify 
the  circular  so  as  to  state  that  the  pills  are  for  use  in 
constipation  and  not  directly  in  connection  with  derange- 
ment of  the  menstrual  function.  Witness  said  he  was 
willing  to  modify  it  if  the  Committee  thought  it  desir- 
able. 

Mr.  Bathurst  called  attention  to  an  advertisement  of  a 
lady  standing  at  the  door  and  an  insurance-agent  who  was 
trying  to  insure  the  family  and  was  told,  "  No  good;  we 
take  Beecham's  pills,"  and  the  insurance-agent  was  repre- 
sented as  saying:  "Then  we  can  take  you  at  a  lower 
premium."    He  continued  : 

Is  that  advertisement  misleading  to  poor  and  ignorant 
people  ? — I  do  not  think  so. 

Have  you  ever  heard  of  an  insurance  agent  taking  a 
person  at  a  lower  premium  because  he  or  she  took  Beecham's 
pills? 

Witness  replied  with  a  smile  that  he  had  not. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  next  questioned  witness  as  to  morphine 
in  Beecham's  pills.  He  elicited  that  this  ingredient  is 
not  present  in  Beecham's  pills,  but  only  in  the  cough  pills. 
He  also  asked  if  witness,  as  proprietor,  is  not  conservative 
about  advertising  matter,  the  last  thing  being  to  alter  the 
get-up  or  wrapper. — Yes.  This  wrapper  is  thus  a  survival 
of  the  original  one,  but  has  been  altered.  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones's  examination  continued  : 

If  the  pamphlet  had  been  confined  to  the  statement  "But 
the  process  of  eradicating  the  poison  from  the  system  will 
be  materially  assisted  by  the  aid  of  a  perfectly  safe,  but  re- 
liable, searching,  cleansing,  purgative  medicine,  and  nothing 
better  for  that  purpose  can  be  used  than  Beecham's  pills," 
it  would.  be  strictly  true ;  and  it  is  in  applying  the  results 
of  that  medicine  to  various  diseases  that  you  get  into 
difficulties. — Witness :  In  the  main,  its  virtues  are  as  a  re- 
liable, searching,  cleansing,  and  purgative  medicine. 

It  would  be  true  to  say  you  have  a  remedy  for  constipa- 
tion, but  you  don't  quite  give  the  public  the  benefit  of  your 
knowledge? — Not  necessarily. 

I  ira  not  suggesting  it  is  your  duty,  but  instead  of  in- 
structing the  public,  you  tell  them  you  have  got  a  remedy.-— 
Witness  (reading  from  circular)  :  Constipation  causes  more 
than  half  the  sickness  in  the  world,  especially  among  women. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones:  The  public  would  not  value  a  prepara- 
tion simply  on  the  bar©  statement  that  there  is  nothing 
better  than  Beecham's  pills  as  a  purgative. — Witness :  If 
confined  to  that.  I  do  not  think  so. 

The  question  of  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines  in 
foreign  countries  again  cropped  up,  Sir  Joseph  stating 
that  no  country  had  refused  his  preparations,  but  the  con- 
ditions in  Germany  were  so  irksome  that  he  had  not 
troubled  to  advertise  there. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  next  proceeded  to  put  some  questions  on 
the  subject  of  the  publication  of  formulae,  holding  up  a 
card  to  which  were  attached  a  dozen  or  so  boxes  of  pills. 
This  had  been  submitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  wit- 
ness, and  upon  it  was  printed  "  Jap's  Pills,  made  from  the 
formula  based  on  the  analysis  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation of  Beecham's  Pills."    Sir  Joseph  was  then  asked  : 

There  are  fifty-six  of  these  pills  in  a  box.    Supposing  I 


were  to  substitute  for  fifty-six  of  your  pills  fifty-six  pills- 
made' from  this  formula,  would  you  be  able  to  detect  the\ 
difference  ? — Oh,  yes,  replied  Sir  Joseph. 

Then,  although  it  is  not  possible  to  tell  by  analysis  the 
constituents  of  Beecham's  pills, _  yet^  you  have  some  .test 
whereby  you  would  be  able  to  distinguish  between  pills  made- 
in  accordance  with  the  formula  in  "Secret  Remedies"  and 
your  own  pills  ? — Witness :  There  is  so  very  much  difference 
that  it  is  quite  easy  to  detect.  If  you  were  to  cut  one  pill 
of  each  kind  into  half  you  would  be  able  to  see  it  yourself. 

Do  you  suggest  that  in  consequence  of  the  publication  of 
what  purports  to  be  an  analysis  of  your  pills,  others  have- 
been  brought  into  competition  with  you  ?— Yes. 

Do  you  suggest  that  if  the  actual  formula  had  to  be- 
published,  then  you  would  not  have  the  weapon  against 
competition  of  saying:  "Those  are  not  really  the  pills- 
made  from  the  Beecham  formula?  " — I  should  not  have  it. 

That  is  what  you  are  afraid  of  in  the  publication  of  the- 
formula  ? — Yes. 

There  followed  a  few  questions  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  as- 
to  the  practice  of  "  breaking  bulk  "  which  Sir  Joseph  had 
intimated  was  extensively  followed  in  the  case  of 
Beecham's  pills  for  the  benefit  of  the  poorer  classes. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  suggested  that  Sir  Joseph's  difficulties 
in  preventing  substitutes  being  sold  had  been  largely 
enhanced  from  the  fact  that  people  sell  Beecham's  pills-  in 
a  6crew  of  paper  without  any  stamp  or  any  sort  of  guaran- 
tee that  they  were  really  Beecham's. — Witness,  in  reply- 
ing, said  there  is  a  temptation  for  unscrupulous  dealers 
to  buy  pills  in  bulk  and  substitute  them.  Continuing,  his 
questioner  asked  : 

But  no  one  could  sell  a  substitute  for  Beecham's  pills  if 
they  were  not  allowed  to  break  bulk  unless  they  counter- 
feited the  label,  the  box,  and  the  Government  stamp  ? — 
Witness  :   That  is  so. 

Would  you  not  desire  to  prevent  "  breaking  bulk  "  ? — Wit- 
ness, quietly  but  decidedly:  "No,  I  would  not."  There 
is,  he  added,  a  difference  between  substitution  and  fraudu- 
lent substitution. 

Witness  declared  that  the  attitude  of  chemists  and  others 
who  sell  Beecham's  pills  towards  his  goods  is  admittedly 
friendly.  The  circular  headed  "  Warning"  was  intended 
for  the  small  huckster  in  a  back  street,  and  not  for  drug 
gists.  Continuing,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  it  is  rather 
wonderful  the  trade  are  on  friendly  terms  when  the  price 
of  Beecham's  pills  is  9s.  6d.  per  dozen  boxes. — Witness 
said  he  did  not  fix  the  retail  price. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones :  I  want  to  know  whether  pharmacists, 
as  a  class,  would  have  any  strong  inducement  to  foster 
the  sale  of  patent  medicines? — Witness:  Many  customers 
get  through  5?.  worth  of  Beecham's  pills  five  or  six  times 
a  year,  getting  each  time  a  special  discount. 

Do  you  suggest  10  per  cent,  is  a  fair  profit  for  the  retailer  ? 
— I  do  not  suggest  it.  Continuing :  I  am  not  responsible 
for  the  cutting  down  of  the  price.  I  would  much  rather 
that  druggists  got  Is.  than  10^d.,  but  I  cannot  help  it. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  (reading  from  1-lb.  lever  lid  tin-box) : 
"  Standard  Tablet  and  Pill  Co.,  Ltd.,  liquorice-coated  pills 
prepared  according  to  the  analysis  in  '  Secret  Remedies.'  " 
Do  you  know  if  the  tin  is  supplied  like  this,  with  pills  in 
screws  of  paper? — Witness:  No;  the  retailer  does  that,  the 
Standard  Tablet  and  Pill  Co.  sell  by  the  gross. 

The  Chairman  :  "  Beecham's  Pills  have  saved  the  lives  of 
thousands  of  women."  How- do  you  know  that? — Witness: 
I  do  not  think  it  is  a  very  extravagant  statement  to  make 
in  sixty  years. 

It  is  a  remarkable  statement.  How  do  you  know  it? — ■ 
Witness:  Personally,  I  do  not  know  of  thousands  of  people, 
but,  judging  by  the  amount  of  -good  the  medicine  has  done, 
I  assume  it. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that 
Beecham's  pills  have  saved  the  life  of  one  woman  ? — Witness  : 
As  I  have  said,  I  have  received  a  vast  quantity  of  testi- 
monials, and  statements  of  that  kind  have  been  made  by 
men  and  women — that  is  to  say,  that  the  pills  have  saved 
their  lives. 

Next  the  Chairman  reverted  to  the  intimate  mixing  of 
the  large  quantity  of  materials  made  up  into  pills  every 
year.  Witness  explained  that  the  pill  mass  was  mixed  by 
machinery,  and  a  perfectly  even  distribution  was  secured. 
"  If  you  are  passing  through  St.  Helens  I  shall  be  very 
pleased  to  show  you,"  said  Sir  Joseph,  amid  laughter. 
The  Chairman  replied  that  the  investigation  by  file  Com- 
mittee had  led  him  to  be  interested  in  the  matter,  and  he 
would  take  advantage  of  the  offer  at  the  first  opportunity 
he  was  near  St.  Helens. 
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Then  there  was  another  change  in  the  drift  of  the 
questions.  The  Chairman  harked  back  to  the  Beecham 
circular  again,  and  reminded  the  witness  of  what  he  had 
•said — viz.  that  except  for  the  omission  of  the  half-page 
on  "  Secret  Maladies  "  no  changes  were  required  by  the 
Australian  Government,  except  purely  verbal  ones.  He 
quoted  two  statements  which  he  thought  did  not  agree, 
but  the  witness  pointed  out  that  there  was  practically  no 
difference  in  the  two  statements. 

Another  series  of  questions  regarding  the  statement  in 
the  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  referred  to  by  Sir  Joseph 
in  his  evidence  in  chief,  as  to  which  the  Chairman  said  : 

I  must  point  out  to  you  that  you  have  been  grossly  mis- 
led. In  your  precis  you  say  that  the  strictness  of  the  law 
in  Germany  relating  to  the  sale  of  drugs  and  remedies  is 
probably  responsible  for  the  increase  of  the  unlicensed 
practitioner.  Then  you  quote  figures  from  the  "  British 
Medical  Journal  "  to  show  how  this  class  has  increased.  I 
want  to  point  out  to  you  that  this  article  has  nothing  to 
do  with  that,  but  deals  with  the  state  of  affairs  in  Germany 
regarding  the  laws  prescribing  the  qualifications  of  men 
before  they  are  allowed  to  practice  medicine.  It  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  sale  of  drugs  at  all.  It  simply  points  out 
that  because  of  certain  laws  passed  in  Germany  relaxing 
the  conditions  under  which  these  men  should  be  allowed  to 
practise  medicine,  there  has  been  an  appalling  increase  of 
quacks  and  medical  humbugs  of  all  kinds.  It  has  not  the 
least  bearing  on  publication  of  formulae.  Therefore,  I  sug- 
gest to  you  that,  although  I  am  quite  certain  you  made 
this  statement  to  us  in  perfectly  good  faith,  you  have  been 
gravely  misled. 

Sir  Joseph  next  retold  the  Chairman  that  Beecham's 
pills  sell  freely  in  Germany,  although  he  does  not  advertise 
them  owing  to  irksome  conditions. 

The  Chairman  then  remarked  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  v.  Delve  case  had  no  bearing  on  the  question  of 
the  amount  of  morphine  allowable  in  the  cough  pills  with- 
out coming  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  He  still  considered 
witness  had  been  wrongly  advised  on  this  matter.  The 
case  failed  entirely,  because  the  analyst  in  his  certificate 
had  not  given  the  quantity  of  morphine.  It  was 
proved  that  defendant  sold  the  medicine,  but  the 
analyst  had  no  instructions  to  ascertain  the  quan- 
tity of  morphine  in  it.  The  County  Court  Judge  had 
held  that  as  there  was  no  evidence  as  to  quantity,  the 
defendant  was  not  liable.  In  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v.  Armson  case  the  medicine  contained  so  little  morphine 
that  one  might  take  a  whole  bottle  full  without  ill-effect. 
Could  a  whole  box  of  Beecham's  cough  pills  be  swallowed 
without  bad  results  ? — Sir  Joseph  said  he  did  not  suppose 
anyone  would  be  so  foolish  as  to  take  a  whole  box-full. 
(Laughter.) 

The  Chairman  next  read  from  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  book 
the  dictum  of  Lord  Justice  Kay,  that  "  de  minimis  non 
curat  lex  "  did  not  apply  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
v.  Armson  case. — Witness  said  he  could  not  imagine 
anyone  taking  a  whole  box  of  cough  pills. 

The  Chairman  :  You  do  not  have  to  label  them  "  Poison  "  ? 
—No. 

So  you  put  in  morphine,  took  it  out,  and  put  it  in  again 
without  regard  to  medicinal  effect,  but  to  meet  conditions 
under  law  ? — Yes. 

The  Chairman :  You  sell  50  tons  a  year  of  Beecham's  pills 
without  yourself  knowing  the  origin  of  the  formula  ?— Wit- 
ness :  I  told  you  all  about  that  before. 

Dr.  Chappell  followed,  and  his  questions  practically 
duplicated  those  of  Mr.  Lynch,  whom  he  had  not  heard. 
Like  the  latter,  he  dealt  with  a  few  words  relating  to 
disease,  "  whether  it  be  hereditary  or  acquired,"  apart 
from  the  context  of  the  sentence,  and  witness  admitted 
that  gonorrhoea  and  syphilis  were  referred  to.  Dr. 
Chappell  also  ingenuously  suggested  that  Beecham's  pills 
Tesembled  Holloway's  pills  in  size  and  appearance,  and 
that  the  latter  were  on  the  market  first.— Sir  Joseph  said 
he  knew  nothing  about  Holloway's  pills  or  their  history. 

It  was  announced  that  the  next  meeting  would  be  on 
February  6.

CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 


AT  the  ordinary  scientific  meeting  held  at  Burlington 
.  House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.,  on  January  23, 
the  President,  Professor  P.  F.  Frankland,  F.R.S., 
presided  over  an  attendance  of  about  fifty  members.  The 
first  paper  gave  results  of  investigations  by  Drs.  F.  B. 
Power  and  A.  H.  Salway  in  the  Wellcome  Chemical 
Besearch  Laboratories  on 

The  Constituents  of  Caulophylltjm  Thalictroides. 

This  was  read  by  Dr.  Power.  The  plant  Caulophyllum 
thalictroides,  L.,  or  "  blue  cohosh,"  is  indigenous  to  North 
America.  The  drug  consists  of  the  rhizome  and  roots,  and 
is  used  to  a  considerable  extent  medicinally.  J.  U.  Lloyd, 
some  twenty-five  years  ago,  stated  that  caulophyllum  con- 
tains an  alkaloid,  "caulophylline,"  and  described  its 
crystalline  hydrochloride,  but  did  not  succeed  in  crystal- 
lising the  base,  and  up  to  the  present  time  its  composi- 
tion had  not  been  known.  This  investigator  also  obtained 
a  crystalline,  saponin-like  glucoside,  termed  "leontin,"' 
derived  from  Leontice,  an  old  botanical  name  of  the  plant. 
The  formula  deduced  by  analysis  was  evidently  not  correct, 
and  its  hydrolytic  products  were  not  determined. 

The  alkaloid  has  now  been  obtained  in  a  pure,  crys- 
talline state,  completely  characterised,  and  proved  to  be 
methylcytisine,  C12H16ON2  (m.p.  137°  and  [a _'D- 221.6°). 
This  compound  was  prepared  some  years  ago  by  the 
methylation  of  cytisine,  an  alkaloid  found  in  the  seeds 
of  the  laburnum  and  the  common  gorse,  but  its  occurrence 
in  Nature  had  not  hitherto  been  observed.  It  represents 
Lloyd's  "  caulophylline,"  and  in  view  of  its  present 
identification  the  latter  name  should  now  be  abandoned, 
especially  as  the  same  name  is  given  to  a  resinous  pro- 
duct used  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Caulophyllum  has  now  been  shown  to  contain  two  crys- 
talline glucosides  possessing  the  character  of  saponins. 
Only  one  crystalline  saponin  appears  hitherto  to  have  been 
satisfactorily  characterised,  although  the  saponins  are 
widely  distributed  in  plants.  The  glucoside  occurring  in 
predominating  amount  in  caulophyllum  is  undoubtedly 
identical  with  Lloyd's  "  leontin,"  but  as  its  formula  is 
now  for  the  first  time  correctly  determined  through  a  study 
of  its  hydrolytic  products  and  other  derivatives,  it  has 
been  deemed  desirable  to  give  it  the  new  and  distinctive 
name  of  caulo saponin. 

Caulosaponin  (m.p.  250°  to  255°)  possesses  the  formula 
Ci4H88C17.4H20.  It  is  sparingly  soluble  or  practically 
insoluble  in  cold  water,  more  so  in  hot  water,  and  is 
sparingly  soluble  in  cold  alcohol.  It  possesses  phenolic 
characters  and  dissolves  in  solutions  of  alkaline 
hydroxides.  The  alcohol-aqueous  solution  froths  freely. 
This  property  was  demonstrated.  Caulosaponin  yields  a 
deca-acetyl  derivative,  and  when  hydrolised  by  dilute  acids 
is  resolved  into  a  crystalline  substance,  termed  caulosapo- 
genin,  C^H^O,^  and  dextrose,  according  to  the  equation  : 

C51H88017  +  H20  =  C42H6606+2C6H1A- 
Caulosapogenin  contains  four  hydroxyl  groups,  one  of 
which  is  phenolic,  and  from  it  a  number  of  derivatives 
were  prepared,  including  a  diacetyl  derivative,  a  mono- 
sodium  compound,  a  ietrabenzoyl  derivative,  and  a 
monomethyl  ether. 

The  second  crystalline  glucoside  has  been  given  the 
name  caulophyllosaponin.  This  possesses  the  formula 
C6sH1(H017,  arid  yields  a  deca-acetyl  derivative.  It  differs 
from  caulosaponin  in  being  readily  soluble  in  alcohol,  but 
resembles  it  in  its  phenolic  character.  When  hydrolysed 
by  heating  with  dilute  acids,  it  is  resolved  into  a  crystal- 
line substance  termed  caulophyllosapogenin,  C56H8809,  and 
Z-arabinose,  according  to  the  equation  : 

Ce6H10lO17+2H2O  =  C56H88O9+2C5H10O5- 
Caulophyllosapogenin  contains  six  hydroxyl  groups,  two 
of  which  are  phenolic.      The  hexa-acetyl  and  dimethyl 
derivatives  were  prepared  from  this  substance. 

It  may  be  noted  that  the  test  described  by  Gilbard 
(C.  &  D.  1911,  I.,  61)  for  the  recognition  of  the  amor- 
phous, resinous  product  known  as  "  caulophyllin  "  de- 
pending upon  the  production  of  a  purplish  colour  with 
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concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  is  now  found  to  be  due  to 
the  presence  in  "  caulophyllin  of  the  above-mentioned 
saponin  glucosides. 

Other  constituents  of  lesser  interest  which  have  been 
found  in  caulophyllum  are  an  enzyme,  an  essential  oil,  a 
phytosterol,  C,;H,60,  citrullol,  C2?H,rO,(OH)3,  and 
palmitic,  stearic,  cerotic,  oleic,  and  linolic  acids.  The 
drug  also  contains  a  small  amount  of  resinous  material  and 
a  quantity  of  sugar,  which  yielded  (/-phenylglucosazone. 

The  physiological  action  of  methylcytisine  was  deter- 
mined by  Dr.  P.  P.  Laidlaw,  who  found  it  resembles 
cytisine,  but  has  not  more  than  one-tenth  the  potency  of 
the  latter.  Drs.  Laidlaw  and  Dele  have  shown  that 
cytisine.  resembles  nicotine  in  physiological  action.  The 
two  glucosides,  caulosaponin  and  caulophyllosaponin, 
showed  the  powerful  hemolytic  action  of  saponins  towards 
washed  red  blood-corpuscles.  Whole  blood  and  unwashed 
red  corpuscles  were  unaffected,  and  Dr.  Power  mentioned 
that  this  difference  in  action  was  possibly  due  to  the  great 
affinity  of  saponins  for  lipoids.  Th's  property  probably 
protected  the  living  tissues,  for  when  the  substances  are 
given  by  mouth  to  small  cats  in  amounts  of  0.1  gram,  only 
a  slight  laxative  action  is  observed. 

Dr.  Power  remarked  that  the  separation  of  the  gluco- 
sides in  a  state  of  purity  had  been  a  difficult  task,  and 
its  completion  had  been  due  to  the  skill  of  his  colleague 
Dr.  Salway. 

In  answer  to  Dr.  M.  0.  Forster,  it  was  stated  that 
cluytianol  was  not  present  in  caulophyllum. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  read  a  paper  on  "  Ionisation 
and  the  Law  of  Mass  Action  ";  Dr.  T.  C.  Porter  followed 
with  a  note  on  the  character  and  cause  of  "  Blue  Fluores- 
cence in  Alkaline  Quinol-Sulphata  Solutions  "  on  exposure 
to  air;  and  Mr.  T.  R.  Merton  read  a  paper  on  "  The 
Absorption  Spectra  of  Cobalt-Nitrate  Solution."

A  lecture,, 
entitled  Some  Experiments  with  Liquid  Air,  was  delivered 
by  Mr.  Malcolm  M.  Irvine,  Ph.C.  After  explaining  how 
gases  are  liquefied,  the  lecturer  performed  a  series  of  experi- 
ments illustrating  the  subject  well.  Mr.  Mark  Davis 
assisted.  A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the 
British  Oxygen  Co.  for  supplying  a  quantity  of  liquid  air. 

Thames  Valley.  -  A  meeting  of  the  Thames  Valley  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  at  Kingston-on-Thames  on 
January  29.  About  fifty  pharmacists  on  the  panels  for 
burrev  or  Middlesex  attended,  with  Mr.  F.  Harvey 
(Surbiton),  the'  President,  in  the  chair.  The  President 
opened  the  proceedings  by  drawing  the  attention  of  those 
present  to  the  notice  which  has  been  issued  by  the  Associa- 
tion regarding  the  labelling  of  quinine  wine,  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs  ruling  that  the  word  "dose"  must  be 
in  bold  tvpe,  and  the  dose  must  not  exceed  that  prescribed 
by  the  B.P.— viz.,  half  to  one  fluid  ounce  (see  C.  <£■  D., 
December  21,  1912,  index  folio  918).  The  next  item  was  the 
consideration  of  unremunerativ'e  rates  at  which  certain  pro- 
prietary  medicines  are  retailed.  Mr.  Bunker,  on  behalf 
of  the' P. A. T. A.,  explained  tho  attitude  of  that  Associa- 
tion. The  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  and  request 
manufacturers  to  consider  the  question  of  joining  the 
P.A.T.A. 

Public  Pharmacists.  —  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association  was  held 
on  January  29,  when  a  company  of  about  twenty  were 
present.  Messrs.  A.  Howell,  Eton,  and  Towyn  were  elected 
members.  The  report  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  .H. 
Hewitt)  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  Al.  Os.  2d.,  including 
a  credit  balance  of  1/.  15s.  9^d.  belonging  to  the  Poor  Law 
Section.  The  Association  was  now  quite  free  from  debt. 
The  report  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  H.  France)  was 
a  long  record  of  good  work.  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idvis  was 
thanked  for  his  services  as  President.  Special  reference 
was  made  to  the  deputation  which  waited  upon  Dr.  Smith 
Whittaker,  urging  that  dispensing  under  tho  National  In- 
surance Act  in  institutions  should  be  done  by  a  pharmacist. 
The  appointment  of  the  Chairman  (Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey) 
on  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance 
was  referred  to  with  satisfaction,  as  also  the  success  attend- 
ing the  memorial  to  the  Local  Government  Board.'  The 
election  of  officers  (resulted  as  follows:  President,  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris,  J. P.  :  Chairman,  Mr.  Robert  W.  Lindsey.;. 
Vice-Clialrman,  Mr.  F.  Noad  Clark;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr. 
H.  H.  Hewitt;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  Hassall  France; 
Hon.  Secretary.  "  Poor  Law  Section."  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Gib- 
son;  Council,  Messrs.  R.  Welfovd,  W.  E.  Miller,  W.  H. 
Windmill.  O.  A.  Elia.s.  W.  E.  Kinsman.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner, 
Norman  Colbcck,  J.  Dunstan.  and  W.  Cooper.  The  address 
c-i  the  Chairman  dealt  mainly  with  the  aspects  of  the. 
National  Insurance  Act  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  in- 
stitutional dispenser.  It  was  pointed  out  that  in  the  case 
of  hospitals,  etc.,  where  the  staff  contract  out,  so  as  to  get 
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treatment  in  the  institution  where  they  are  employed,  it  is 
possible  that  the  pharmacist  will  be  allowed  the  dispensing 
•charges  made  according  to  the  tariff. 

Cardiff.—  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association  was  held  at  Cardiff  on  Wednesday,  Jan- 
uary 29,  when  the  newly  elected  President  (Mr.  Gregory  T. 
Williams)  delivered  an  address  on  the  National  Insurance 
Act.  In  this  he  dealt  chiefly  with  the  Medical  Benefit  pro- 
visions, giving  special  credit  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  their  efforts  and  vigilant  attention  to 
■the  interests  of  chemists.  Prescribing  by  the  doctors,  and 
dispensing  by  the  chemists.  No  less  than  95  per  cent,  of  the 
practising  pharmacists  had  agreed  to  undertake  service 
under  the  scheme,  and,  except  in  a  few  remote  areas,  where 
dispensing  would  be  done  by  the  doctors,  dispensing  panels 
had  been  formed  in  all  districts.  He  referred  to  what  had 
been  said  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen,  President  of  the  Pharma- 
•ceutical  Society,  as  to  the  advantages  and  benefits  of  the 
Act,  and  said  that,  although  the  arrangements  might  leave 
much  to  be,  desired,  they  had  great  cause  for  self-congratu- 
lation. He  thought  there  was  every  probability  of  their 
•being  able  to  make  dispensing  remunerative.  He  estimated 
that  medicines  at  Is.  bd.  per  head  worked  out  on  an  average 
to  46Z.  per  annum  per  doctor.  This  was  no  inconsiderable 
.amount  to  revert  to  the  chemists,  although  by  no  means  a 
high  computation  of  the  amount  paid  for  drugs,  etc.,  to 
•dispensing  doctors.  It  was  palpable  that  their  brethren  of 
rfche  medical  profession  who  were  in  the  habit  of  doing  their 
•own  dispensing  had  been  enjoying  the  source  of  a  nice 
.annual  profit  at  the  expense  of  the  pharmacists,  a  great 
proportion  of  which  chemists  would  now  be  entitled  to 
-share  m.  In  concluding,  Mr.  Williams  said  that  he  was 
looking  forward  to  a  strenuous  twelve  months  in  their 
•struggle  to  cope  with  the  intricacies  of  the  Act  and  the 
■establishment  of  a  popular  tariff,  and  he  had  no  doubt  that, 
•with  proper  organisation  and  cohesion,  they  would  surmount 
•all  difficulties  and  establish  themselves  as  a  necessary  and 
■valuable  adjunct  to  the  machinery  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act.  Mr.  A.  Griffiths  (Maesteg)  said  the  Insurance 
Act  is  working  very  badly  with  them  in  the  valleys.  He 
■thought  they  had  been  sold  by  their  enemies  of  the  medical 
profession,  who  are  openly  fighting  them.  The  question 
was  whether  pharmacists  were  to  do  without  the  dispensing, 
and  the  medical  men  were  to  get  the  2s.  set  apart  for 
•drugs?  In  the  valleys  there  are  16,000  insured  persons 
.and  only  four  chemists,  and  he  did  not  think  they  had 
received  fifty  prescriptions  in  ten  days !  Mr.  Williams 
<(Maesteg)  said  the  unfortunate  thing  was  that  the  miners 
in  the  valley  had  settled  the  matter  over  the  heads  of  the 
•chemists.  As  those  present  knew,  there  was  no  Association 
a,t  Maesteg.  Mr.  A.  Hagon  said  that  was  the  cause  of 
rtheir  present  position.  He  had  'been  constantly  trying  to 
form  an  Association  in  that  district,  but  without  success, 
.and  now  they  had  an  example  of  the  evil  of  an  unorganised 
lot  of  men.  Mr.  Griffiths  and  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  also  spoke. 
Mr.  Leo  Joseph  (Hon.  Treasurer)  presented  the  statement 
of  accounts,  which  showed  a  deficit  on  the  year  of  81.  0s.  id.,  ■ 
■owing  to  abnormal  expenditure.  On  Mr.  Joseph's  motion, 
Mr.  Hagon  was  thanked  for  his  services  as  Chairman  of 
'the  Welsh  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee  and  in 
•other  capacities. 

Society  of  Arts.— At  last  week's  Wednesday  evening 
•meeting  a  paper  on  "Advertising,"  prepared  by  Mr.  Ed- 
mund Street  and  Mr.  Lionel  Jackson,  was  read  by  the 
former  gentleman.  Mr.  Carmichael  Thomas  presided.  In 
the  course  of  the  paper  Mr.  Street  said  that  on  looking 
.back  on  a  fifty  years'  working  experience  his  first  impression 
was  the  rarity  of  the  non-advertiser.  There  is  one  vast 
improvement  in  the  methods.  No  longer  are  advertisers 
•allowed  the  freedom  of  description  in  respect  to  medicines 
rthat  is  found  in  advertisements  in  old  journals.  Referring 
'to  recent  exposure  of  some  of  the  more  objectionable  nos- 
trums, Mr.  Street  mentioned  that  this  is  by  no  means  new, 
'for  he  had  a  volume  of  a  serial  called  "  The  Scourge,"  a 
journal  which  appeared  in  1811.  This  publication  was  rather 
more  explicit  than  our  present  medical  journals,  for  in  one 
number  one  read  that  they  examined  a  preparation  called 
"Godfrey's  Cordial"  for  diseases  of  children,  and  they 
tfound  that  the  real  effect  was  death;  and  another  called 
"Tasteless  Ague  Drop,"  the  result  of  which  was  colic,  palsy, 
madness,  death.  The  price  of  this  precious  nostrum  was 
■26s.  per  bottle  and  the  actual  cost  Id.  [This  is  now  liquor 
arsenicalis,  B.P. — Editor.]  Referring  to  the  present  in- 
quiry, Mr.  Street  said  it  did  not  do  to  take  for  granted 
-that  the  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  medical  journals 
■were  correct  in  every  case,  for,  as  his  friend  Mr.  J.  C. 
Umney  had  recently  shown,  their  analyses  of  proprietary 
medicines  were  in  several  cases  perfectly  unreliable,  and,  in 
tfact,  ridiculous.  Mr.  Street  contended  that  behind  every 
advertising  scheme  there  must  be  a  policy,  and  that  policy 
must  be  the  pole-star  by  which  the  ship  of  advertising 


must  be  steered.  In  the  course  of  a  discussion  which 
followed,  Mr.  J.  C.  _  Umney  referred  to  the  advertising 
of  proprietary  medicines  and  to  the  action  he  had  taken 
in  defending  the  interests  of  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
medicines  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. These  proprietary  or  patent  medicines,  he  remarked, 
were  not  all  good,  but  there  were  not  so  many  bad  -ones 
as  people  imagined.  Those  which  were  bad  seldom  had 
a  very  long  life,  and  if  one  wanted  evidence  of  this,  it  was 
found  in  the  failure  of  so  many  advertising  agents  who 
took  the  advertisements  from  the,  proprietors  of  such  medi- 
cines. Mr.  Street  had  mentioned  that  400  firms  of  adver- 
tising agents  are  now  in  existence,  as  compared  with  the 
few  that  were  in  business  forty  years  ago,  but  he  did  not 
refer  to  the  number  who  had  gone  out  of  business.  Com- 
menting upon  keying  as  a  means  for  ascertaining  whether 
or  not  advertising  pays,  Mr.  Umney  said  that  keying  with- 
out examination  and  criticism  of  the  replies  is  of  no  use  what- 
ever. The  indiscriminate  supplying  of  samples  in  response 
to  requests  made  for  them,  in  many  instances  by  schoolboys 
who  saw  the  advertisements  in  various  papers,  is  a  very 
dangerous  thing  indeed. 

London  (Western).  — A  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  held  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati  on 
January  29.  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen  presided  over  a  good  attend- 
ance. Mr.  D.  Angus  Macnab,  F.R.C.S.,  gave  a  lecture  on 
lleccnt  Advances  in  the  Treatment  of  Eye-diseases.  This 
was  an  interesting  resume  of  changes  of  treatment  that  have 
been  adopted  within  the  last  ten  years.  Dealing  first  with 
conjunctivitis,  the  lecturer  said  the  varieties  were  formerly 
classified  according  to  the  nature  of  the  discharge,  and 
treated  with  antiseptics  and  astringents,  changed  until  one 
was  found  that  cured  the  disease.  Conjunctivitis  has  now 
been  proved  to  be  a  'microbic  infection,  and  the  problem 
has  been  to  find  an  antiseptic  exerting  the  maximum  lethal 
effect  on  the  microbes.  Angular  conjunctivitis  was  de- 
scribed in  detail  and  the  experimental  work,  which  proved 
that  zinc  sulphate  is  the  best  antiseptic  to  employ.  If  this 
does  not  cure,  nothing  else  will,  said  the  lecturer.  An 
alternative  to  zinc  sulphate  is  zinc  sulphanilate  or  "  nizin." 
Dealing  then  with  gonococcus  conjunctivitis,  the  advantages 
were  stated  of  the  organic  silver  compounds  over  silver 
nitrate,  the  chief  being  that  albumen  is  not  coagulated  by 
the  newer  compounds.  For  marginal  blepharitis,  an  infil- 
tration of  the  eyelids,  ionisation  methods  have  been  adopted 
with  success,  these  enabling  a  drug — zinc  sulphate  is  used — 
to  get  through  the  tissues.  In  stricture  of  the  lachrymal 
passage,  which  causes  tears  to  flow  over  the  face,  it  was 
formerly  the  practice  to  pass  probes  down  the  duct.  Now 
it  has  been  found  that  extirpation  of  the  duct  is  effectual, 
this  operation  cutting  off  the  reflex  and  so  stopping  the 
secretion  of  tears.  An  interesting  chat  was  given  on  the 
methods  of  removing  foreign  bodies  from  the  eye,  and  a 
practical  illustration  made  of  the  way  to  invert  the  upper 
lid.  When  a  chemist  fails  to  remove  a  foreign  body,  the 
patient  should  be  sent  to  the  surgeon,  and,  unless  the 
chemist  is  sure  that  he  is  going,  cocaine  should  not  be 
placed  in  the  eye.  Next  followed  useful  hints  on  iritis. 
The  two  varieties,  septic  and  gonorrhceal,  are  much  alike  in 
appearance.  Septic  iritis  is,  in  from  25  to  30  per  cent,  of 
the  cases,  due  to  pyorrhoea  alveolaris,  and  often  a  patient 
with  iritis  should  be  treated  first  by  the  dentist.  Inci- 
dentally the  lecturer  mentioned  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  use  of  copper  sulphate  in  treating  pyorrhoea. 
Then  in  regard  to  gonorrhoeal  iritis  it  will  be  found  that 
the  patient  has  had  gonorrhoea,  perhaps  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  previously.  The  modern  treatment  is  the  employment 
of  gonorrhoea  vaccine,  intractable  cases  often  yielding  in 
forty-eight  hours.  In  syphilitic  iritis  salvarsan  gives  good 
result's,  and  the  lecturer  mentioned  that  he  was  inclined 
to  think  that  neo-salvarsan  is  not  so  useful  as  the  older 
form.  Then,  dealing  with  chronic  glaucoma,  he  stated  that 
formerly  an  operation  was  performed  which  saved  about 
40  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  eyes  operated  upon.  Now  Elliott's 
operation  is  performed,  which  involves  the  boring  of  a  small 
hole  through  the  sclerotic  by  means  of  a  tiny  trephine,  and 
so  forming  a  valve  for  the  escape  of  the  humour  and  reliev- 
ing the  tension ;  the  results  of  this  operation  have  been 
very  brilliant.  A  discussion  followed,  in  which  several 
questions  arose  as  to  the  use  of  sterile  tooth-brushes,  isotonic 
eye-lotions,  and  yellow  oxide  of  mercury  ointment.  In 
regard  to  the  last-named  ointment,  the  lecturer  paid  a  very 
high  compliment  to  the  efficacy  of  the  preparation  of 
W.  Martindale,  in  which  freshly  precipitated  oxide  is 
employed.

BUSINESS  in  drugs  and  chemicals  during  the  last  week 
of  the  month  has  been  of  a  restricted  character, 
although  reports  of  merchants  and  dealers  vary  somewhat. 
The  advances  in  quotations,  however  (including  a  number 
of  out-of-the-way  chemicals),  outnumber  the  declines,  as 
our  table  shows.  The  chief  event  was  the  advance  of  Id. 
in  quinine  which  took  place  on  Friday  last ;  but  it  cannot 
be  said  the  second-hand  market  has  made  much  response, 
as  the  bark-auction  result  was  not  up  to  expectations. 
Ferri  quin.  cit.  is  another  $d.  per  oz.  dearer.  Cocaine  has 
dropped  7c?.,  the  raw  material  being  cheaper.  Atropine 
is  dearer,  the  supplies  of  high-testing  belladonna-root 
being  scarce  and  higher.  Colchicine  is  also  dearer.  Cream 
of  tartar  has  advanced  Is.  per  cwt.,  and  citric  acid 
remains  very  firm.  Among  heavy  chemicals,  arsenic  is 
easy.  Quicksilver  is  cheaper  from  second-hands.  Anti- 
mony, benzole,  and  ammonia  sulphate  are  also  weaker. 
In  drugs,  we  note  heavy  arrivals  of  asafetida;  balsam 
tolu  appears  to  have  recovered,  with  business  at  the  quoted 
prices;  gentian  is  firm,  and  raw  opium  remains  a  dead- 
letter.  Soy  is  a  trifle  easier  owing  to  arrivals,  and  the 
same  applies  to  star-anise  oil  on  spot.  Official  reports  as 
to  the  first  week's  Lofoten  cod-fishing  show  poor  results, 
but  for  the  whole  country  the  catch  is  very  fair  as  com- 
pared with  last  year;  higher  prices,  however,  are  asked 
for  new  oil,  but  they  are  more  tentative  than  actual.  A 
marked  scarcity  is  still  apparent  in  lemon  oil,  and  again 
higher  prices  are  wanted.  Starch-powder,  farina,  °and 
dextrin  were  advanced  to-day.

Marseilles  Olive  Oil  Market. 

Marseilles,  January  25. 
''  For  about  a  month  past  our  market  has  been  passing 
through  a  period  of  extreme  dulness,  and  practically  no 
business  has  been  done.  Immediately  before  and  after  the 
holidays  such  a  state  was  normal,  but  now  that  the  year 
'  has  turned  this  complete  marasmus  can  only  be  ex- 
'■  plained  by  the  fact  that  quotations  are  high  and  qualities 
are  comparatively  poor.  The  olive-oil  season  of  1912-13 
will  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  for  many  years, 
i  On  the  one  hand,  the  crop  is  unsatisfactory,  and  much  below 
the  average  in  quantity  and  quality.  In  fact,  it  approaches 
to  a  bad  one  in  every  respect,  and  with  high  prices.  Oa 
the  other  hand,  there  is  an  astonishing  lack  of  demand  byi 
retail  buyers,  and  consequently  a  very  restricted  one 
from  wholesale  merchants.  It  is  impossible  to  state  if  this 
situation  will  continue,  as  reports  from  producing  countries 
are  as  varied  as  contradictory.  From  Spain  and  Tunis  a 
slight  upward  movement  is  reported.  The  truth  is  that, 
"  extra  "  qualities  being  very  scarce  this  year,  prices  will 
be  kept  high  for  the  few  lots  of  superior  oil  disposable  in 
those  countries.  Olive  oil  for  industrial  purposes,  too,  is 
high  in  price,  owing  to  the  new  fact  that  those  oils,  if 
containing  only  2  to  4  per  cent,  of  acid,  can  be  used  for 
deodorising  and  neutralising  purposes,  which  will  absorb 
much  of  them,  and  justifies  a  firm  tendency.  They  are  at 
present  quoted  from  frs.110  to  frs.  125  per  100  kilos,  ex  ware- 
house, or  fr.125  to  fr.128  in  bulk  for  French  oil.  Superior 
qualities  are  to-day  quoted  (per  100  kilos.),  ex  warehouse :

Stock  Mixtures. 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  II.,"  in  hie  interesting  column,  alludes 
to  some  remarks  of  mine  against  the  use  of  stock  mixtures 
in  National  Insurance  dispensing.  I  certainly,  as  he  is- 
good  enough  to  suggest,  had  good  reason  for  making  them. 
I,  however,  fully  realise  the  difficulty  that  has  arisen,  and! 
therefore  venture  to  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following 
plan  which  has  been  put  forward.  In  districts  where  the 
medical  men  desire  to  use  their  own  or  special  formulas,, 
the  same  should  be  printed  and  a  copy  supplied  to  each 
doctor  and  chemist  on  the  local  panels,  and  a  copy  must 
also  be  filed  with  the  County  Insurance  Committee  for 
checking  purposes.  This  will  give  all  that  is  wanted,  audi 
will  be  free  from  the  objections  which  pharmacists  have  to 
stock  mixtures.

Insurance  Dispensing  Tariff  in  Scotland. 

Sir, — Although  Medical  Benefit  lias  only  been  in  opera- 
tion a  fortnight,  it  is  long  enough  to  show  the  disastrous- 
effects  it  is  to  have  upon  Scottish  pharmacy,  unless  certain 
modifications  are  made  and  concessions  granted.  As  the 
preliminary  trial  is  only  three  months,  the  sooner  some  of 
the  weak  points  are  declared  and  amendments  suggested » 
the  better  chances  we  may  have  of  these  being  given  effect 
to.  I  write  under  conditions  where  a  fair  share  of  dis- 
pensing has  hitherto  been  enjoyed,  none  of  the  medical 
men  in  the  district  doing  their  own  dispensing.  More- 
over,   the    conditions    are    normal — i.e.,    medical  met) 
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continue  to  prescribe  for  insured  persons  in  the  ordinary 
•way,  making  no  distinction  between  them  and  private 
patients,  while  the  chemists  have  also  agreed  to  continue 
dispensing  the  best  drugs.  An  analysis  of  the  prescrip- 
tions reveals  the  fact  that  the  commercial  value  of  the 
ingredients  of  the  average  prescription  is  of  such  a  small 
monetary  value  that  the  dispensing-fee  is  not  sufficient  to 
compensate  for  the  time  spent  in  dispensing  it.  Our  pro- 
fessional value  is  rated  far  too  low.  The  opposition  of 
Scottish  pharmacists  was  lulled  by  the  prospect  of  a  tariff 
based  on  a  profit  of  33^  per  cent. ,  and  a  dispensing  charge 
over  and  above.  This  seemed  fair  and  plausible,  but  manv 
were  deceived  thereby.  What  is  the  total  income  from  a 
33^  per  cent,  profit  where  the  value  of  the  drug  is — as  in 
so  many  instances — covered  by  the  minimum  charge  of 
one  halfpenny?  I  could  give  illustration  after  illustration 
of  what  I  mean  simply  by  taking  the  prescriptions  seriatim 
that  have  come  in.  I  give  .two  only  illustrating  this 
point  : 

Phenacetin.   ,»r.  v.

M.  ft.  pulv.  talis  vj. 
Here  is  a  bond-fide  prescription  ordered  every  day  in  the 
■week  at  present,  the  hard  thing  being  you  have  in  each 
case  the  maximum  amount  of  the  drug  at  the  minimum 
charge  of  ±d.  each,  and  2d.  for  dispensing  charge.  You  get 
3d.  for  your  half-dozen  of  powders.  These  took  eight 
minutes  to  dispense.  Eight  such  prescriptions  only  could 
be  dispensed  in  an  hour,  giving  us  Is.  Ad.  per  hour  time 
allowance.  _  If  some  would  say,  "  Well,  you  may  live  on 
that  !  "  I  give  another  example  : 

Liq.  arsenicalis   miij. 

Aquae   3j. 

Sig.  :  jj.  ter  in  die  ex  aqua.  Mitte  Sviij. 
Price  of  ingredient,  ^d. ;  dispensing  charge,  2d. ;  total, 
2^d._  l+ld.  for  aqua.— Ed.,  C.  &  Z>.]  Here  is  a  patient 
.getting  a  medicine  to  last  twenty  days.  The  chemist  is 
dealing  with  a  drug  requiring  care  and  skill  and  the  ob- 
serving of  technicalities  in  law  in  dispensing.  Here  again 
the  minimum  charge  prevails,  and  he  gets  his  2c?.  in  return 
for  what  has  cost  him  so  much  expenditure  in  money  and 
brains  to  secure— viz.,  the  right  and  privilege  to  dispense 
poisons. 

Those  cases  could  be  multiplied  ad  lib.  The  average 
price  of  a  4-oz.,  6-oz.,  or  8-oz.  mixture  is  A^d.  ;  powders, 
"Z^d.  and  3c?.  per  half-dozen.  M.  per  dozen,  and  so  on. 
What  I  suggest  is  concentration  by  the  Scottish  pharma- 
cists, at  least  on  the  following  points  : 

I- — The  raising  of  the  dispensing-fec. 

It  would  require  to  be  doubled  all  round  simply  to  give 
us  fair  remuneration  for  time,  as  we  are  not  going  to  get 
the  return  on  material. 

II— The  minimum  charge  ought  to  he  raised  from  a  half- 
penny to  a  penny. 

It  is  quite  derogatory  to  a  semi-professional  calling  to 
have  most  of  their  calculations  done  in  halfpennies. 
III.— A  dispensing-fee  should  be  insisted  on  wherever  and 
whenever  a  prescription  is  dispensed. 

It  is  a  very  fine  line  to  draw  between  compounding  and 
dispensing.  If  all  items  (ointments,  for  example)  are  not 
•compounded  at  the  moment  of  dispensing  they  are  com- 
pounded all  the  same  some  time,  and  valuable  time  is  spent 
•on  them.  If  a  medical  man  prescribes,  and  we  dispense, 
the  fee  should  accompany  the  transaction. 

IV. — Flat  rates  should  be  abolished. 
It  is  bad  enough  to  have  drugs  priced  at  lowest  commercial 
value.  It  is  worse  to  have  several  in  at  prices  at  which  they 
cannot  be  bought.  Apart  from  the  frequency  or  infrequency 
with  which  they  may  be  prescribed,  the  system  is  morally 
-wrong,  and  ought  to  cease. 

V.  — All  bottles  should  be  allowed  in  the  charge. 
The  penny  loan  is  a  mean  thing,  and  not  worthy  the 

British  nation.  Actual  practice  already  shows  that  the 
•chemist  in  many  cases  will  suffer,  as  people  come  without 
either  bottle  or  pennies  under  conditions  where  you  cannot 
refuse  the  medicine.  Apart  from  that,  there  is  a  distinct 
loss  to  the  chemist,  who  cannot  now  afford  it,  in  chemically 
cleaning  these  returns. 

VI.  — The  account  is  not  to  be  paid  in  full — until? 
All  accounts  should  be  paid  like  others  on  rendering. 


I  have  made  up  a  fair  number  of  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions, but  the  pleasure  is  out  of  the  work  already.  I  have 
tried  hard  to  keep  the  peace  among  my  neighbours,  less 
optimistic  than  myself  recently,  but  am  less  keen  on  the 
work  than  ever  before,  and  if  some  improvement  is  not 
promised,  he  may  have  the  dispensing  who  cares.

Sir, — Now  that  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
has  obtained  "  State  recognition,"  would  it  not  be  as  well 
if  the  powers-that-be  interested  themselves  in  obtaining 
jury-exemption  for  pharmacists?  A  certain  amount  of 
uncertainty  seems  to  exist  regarding  the  entering  of 
National  Health  Insurance  prescriptions,  might  I  suggest 
that  an  easy  and  exact  way  of  recording  the  third  copy 
would  be  just  to  gum  the  top  edge  and  affix  them  in  a  book 
of  suitable  size  as  used  for  newspaper-cuttings,  each  one 
in  rotation  one  above  the  other,  and  each  week  separated 
by  an  inserted  white  slip,  upon  which  might  be  recorded 
the  gross  value  and  the  cost,  if  so  desired  ?

Re  Pil.  Cochise. 

Sir. — "  Xrayser  II.,"  in  his  "  Observations  and  Reflec- 
tions," says  he  has  never  met  with  pil.  cochiae  in  bars. 
My  small  experience  may  not  be  singular,  but  I  remember 
as  an  apprentice  making  "  pil-a-crosher  "  (as  it  was  asked 
for)  in  pipes — the  length  and  diameter  of  twelve  5-grain 
pills.  These  were  wrapped  in  paper  separately  and  re- 
tailed at  two  pipes  for  l^d.  The  formula  contained  aloes, 
Barb,  and  S'oc,  with  jalap  and  colocynth  -even-tenths — 
aromatic  oils  and  excipient  q.s.  The  cr  aers,  I  pre- 
sume, bit  off  sufficient  for  their  requirement:;,  which  would 
make  "pilules  (?)  officinales  qui  purgent  fortement."  It 
always  reminded  me  of  the  farmer  who  never  required 
medicine.  He  chewed  the  end  of  a  horse-ball  occasionally, 
but  then  he  "never  wanted  no  doctor's  physic,"  he  said.

Another  Conference :  Is  it  Needed? 
Mr.  H.  G.  Middleton  (Wakefield)  suggests  the  desirability 
of  instituting  a  National  Conference  of  Pharmacists,  the 
first  session  to  take  place  prior  to  April  15,  to  deal  with 
the  commercial  aspects  of  pharmacy,  especially  as  the 
calling  is  affected  by  the  National  Insurance  Act.  We 
appreciate  Mr.  Middleton's  motive,  but  at  the  present  time 
the  best  thing  that  chemists  can  do  is  to  stick  very  severely 
to  Insurance  dispensing  and  their  own  businesses  generally, 
leaving  the  question  of  further  organisation  severely  alone 
until  they  see  how  the  dispensing  is  to  work  out. 

Chemists'  Dental  Society. 
Mr.  Benson  Harries.  84  Commercial  Road,  Newport,  Mon., 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Dental  Society,  writes : 
"I  desire  to  make  it  plain  that  our  scheme  of  Insurance 
only  covers  those  members  of  our  Society  who  have  actually 
paid  their  subscriptions  for  the  present  year.  This  point  is 
emphasised  because  this  morning  I  heard  from  a  chemist 
who  has  recently  had  an  accident  involving  a  claim  against 
him,  which  would  have  been  covered  by  the  insurance  had 
ho  remitted  his  subscription  sooner.  In  order  to  prevent 
any  recurrence  of  these  circumstances,  I  hope  all  members 
and  prospective  members  will  communicate  with  me  without 
further  delay." 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  211-24.2  and  pp.  457-439,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 

Hex  (215/32).— See  the  C.  <S:  D.  Diary,  p.  242  and  p.  215, 
in  regard  to  the  company  matters  that  you  write  about. 

H.  K.  (213/64). — We  cannot  tell  from  the  statement  of  its 
composition  whether  or  not  a  tablet  requires  to  be  stamped 
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merely.  Liability  depends  upon  the  use  of  the  tablets  and 
whether  or  not  held  out  for  the  cure  of  human  ailments. 

Insicor  (208/51)  is  Lessee  under  a  Lease  which  contains 
a  'Covenant  by  the  landlord  "  not  to  permit  on  the  adjoin- 
ing premises  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  or  per 
mit  or  suffer  such  business  to  be  carried  on  thereon."  The 
adjoining  premises  have  been  let  as  a  store,  and  such 
articles  as  camphorated  oil,  castor  oil,  zinc  ointment,  lano- 
lin, Parrish's  food,  cod-liver  oil,  saline,  and  Epsom  salts 
are  being  sold  there.  What  course  can  "Insicor"  adopt? 
[In  our  opinion,  "  Insicor"  has  no  remedy,  since  the  articles 
sold  by  the  adjoining  tenant  are  reasonably  incident  to  the 
business  of  a  general  store,  as  well  as  to  that  of  a  chemist 
and  druggist.  Needless  to  say,  if  the  business  of  a  store 
develops  into  substantially  that  of  a  chemist  and  druggist, 
"  Insioor "  is  entitled  to  proceed  against  his  landlord  and 
the  adjoining  tenant  for  an  injunction  and  damages.] 

/.  D.  C.  (206/30). — Shops  Act.— In  the  county  borough  of 
B.  an  order  has  been  made  fixing  Wednesday  as  the  day 
of  the  weekly  half -holiday.  The  local  pharmacies  and  drug- 
shops  keep  open  on  Wednesday  afternoons  for  the  sale  of 
medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances.  The  drug- 
trade  as  a  whole  are  anxious  to  obtain  an  order  compelling 
drug-shops  to  close  altogether  on  early-closing  afternoons, 
the  shop  doors  to  be  locked  or  bolted  from  the  inside,  but 
permitting  the  shopkeeper  to  serve  with  medical  goods  any 
person  who  knocks  or  rings.  Has  the  local  authority  power 
to  make  such  an  order  ?  [In  our  opinion  the  local  authority 
has  no  power  to  embody  the  above  provisions  in  a  weekly 
half -holiday  order,  but  with  the  approval  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  local  drug-shops,  a  half-holiday  order  may  be 
made  extending  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  the  sale  of  medi- 
cines and -  medical  and  surgical  appliances.  If  this  course 
were  adopted  all  drug-shops  would  have  to  close  entirely  on 
one  afternoon  in  each  week,  but,  of  course,  no  customer  who 
knocked  or  rang  could  be  served  [except  in  a  case  of  illness 
declared  or  ascertained — Section  4  (7)],  so  that  the  objects 
specified  by  "J.  D.  C."  would  be  only  partially  attained. 
This  reply  is  based  upon  the  Act  itself  and  upon  the  circulars 
issued  by  the  Home  Office,  as  well  as  by  a  footnote  to  one  of 
the  forms  set  out  in  the  circular  of  July  13,  1912,  which 
states  :  "  N.B.  The  local  authority  are  given  no  power  to 
attach  conditions  to  an  Order  under  Section  4  (2)  in  regard 
to  the  exercise  by  the  shopkeeper  of  his  power  to  change 
from  the  day  fixed  by  the  Order  to  the  alternative  day 
or  as  to  any.  other  matter."]

Graduated  Measures. 

By  Barnard  S.  Proctor. 
It  is  a  difficult  thing  to  get  accurately  graduated  measures  f 
and  a  difficult  thing  to  measure  accurately  with  them  when 
obtained.  This  is  a  subject  to  which  attention  has  been 
repeatedly  drawn,  yet  there  is  room  for  a  few  more  re? 
marks.  Three,  and  four  ounce  measures  are  generally 
graduated  down  to  drachms  and  half-drachms,  but  these 
smaller  graduations  are  rarely  trustworthy,  even  with  the- 
better-class  of  measures;  those  which  have  the  ounces  cor- 
rectly indicated  frequently  err  to  the  extent  of  25  per'  cent, 
in  the  drachms.  The  attraction  of  the  liquid  for  the  sidt 
of  the  measure  is  a  source  of  inaccuracy  in  measuring; 
the  variation  thus  introduced  will  be  least  when  the  measure- 
ment is  taken  from  the  general  surface  of  the  liquid;  but 
measures  are  generally  graduated  for  l-eading  from  the 
highest  edge  of  the  liquid,  and  if  the  maker  and  user  of 
the  measure  do  not  compare  notes  on  this  point  dissatisfac- 
tion is  likely  to  result.  Suppose  a  measure  to  have  been- 
graduated  from  this  capillary  edge  of  the  water  used, 
we  may  measure  water  in  it  with  all  requisite  accuracy, 
but  a  fluid  ounce  of  ether  or  chloroform  will  not  reach  up>- 
to  the  ounce  graduation  because  of  their  deficiency  in  capil- 
lary attraction.  .  .  .  The  following  table  shows  the  number 
of  minims  (not  drops)  of  various  liquids  which  were  required 
to  measure  one  fluid  drachm  in  a  4-oz.  measure,  in  which 
the  drachm  graduation  was  accuratelv  marked,  measure- 
ment being  taken  from  the  capillary  edge  of  the  liquid  : 

Water  co.   

Dilute  acetic  acid 

Liq.   acet.  amnion. 

Liq.  acet.  cone. 

Liq.  amnion.  .880 

Liq.  ammon.  .960 

In  conclusion,  I  subjoin  a  table  showing  the  extent  tc> 
which  we  may  err  in  our  measurements  when  several  trifling- 
inaccuracies  concur,  each  of  which  might  easily  be  over- 
looked. The  first  column  gives  the  quantity  to  be  measured, 
the  second  the  inaccuracy  in  the  graduation,  the  third  the
